or years, when Metropolitan policemen 
needed quick legal advice late at night, they 
didn’t telephone a prosecutor. Instead, they 
would call Nelson Edward “Sonny” Barner, a cop 
whose hobby was studying law. 

“If you came-up with a situation late, at 3 a.m., 
you would be able to call him up at home and he'd 
give you the answer without minding,” says 
Sergeant Gerald F. Burke. “He’d cite the statute 
chapter and the subsection, and he'd give you the 
relevant court decisions right off the top of his 
head.” Barner is described by colleagues as a 
kindly fellow, a family man who, far from being 
bothered by the late-night calls, seemed to delight 


in his colleagues’ appreciation of his particular - 


talent. 

But now a federal grand jury says that this good- 
natured answer «man, who served as super- 
intendent of the Metropolitan Police from Septem- 
ber 1985.46 April of this year, also acted as the 


research department for a decade-long scam in 
which police officers stole civil-service entrance 
and promotional exams and gave or sold them to 
cops throughout eastern Massachusetts. Barner, 
one of 11 men indicted July 29 in the exam scandal, 


is accused of having researched and provided. 


answers to the questions on the examinations 


stolen out of Civil Service headquarters by the - 


ring’s mastermind, former Metropolitan Police 
captain Gerald W. Clemente. 

The major indictment in examarama says that 
one of the goals of the ring was to distribute stolen 
exams to policemen so that they would become 
key law-enforcement executives, thus giving 
Clemente and others control over those policemen 
and enabling them to avoid arrest for future 
crimes. 

Barner’s alleged function in the ring was narrow: 
he is not accused of breaking into the Civil Service

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How Murphy 
became the 
teachers’ pet

the candidates for lieutenant 

governor, the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA) did 
what comes naturally to:teachers: it 
gave an exam. But the MTA test 
was hardly designed to plumb the 
breadth, or the depth, of the 
candidates’ understanding of edu 
cation issues. Rather, the 45-ques- 
tion take-home exam was designed 
to measure only how completely a 
candidate agrees with the MTA. 

With the exception of the first 
two essay questions — “How 
would you view your role as 
lieutenant governor?” and “What 
would you consider to be your top 
three priorities?” — all the ques- 
tions on the test state the MTA’s 
position on an issue and then ask 
the candidates if they “strongly 
support,” “support,” or “oppose” 
that position. Under such con- 
straints, it would hardly take a 
scholar to determine the “correct” 
answers. As it stands, the MTA’s 
endorsement questionnaire gauges 
little more than a _ candidate’s 
propensity to pander. 

On the basis of that question- 
naire and an interview, Evelyn 
Murphy is the undisputed master, 
and last week, to much fanfare, she 
was awarded the MTA endorse- 
ment. According to her responses 
to the MTA exam, Murphy is in 
complete, utter agreement with 
each of the MTA’s 43 specific policy 
stands. Nowhere is there a qualifi- 
cation, a caveat, even a slight 
glimmer of deviation from the 
MTA line. Indeed, education is 
such a top priority with Murphy 
that she wants to reintroduce the

If Trish Reinius has any entrepreneurial luck at all, 
conversations around the world will soon be dominated 
by the phrase, “I’ve got the Referee.” With this 
interjection, grown men and women will righteously 
hold up the Nevada native’s latest creation: a six-inch 
stuffed animal that looks like a cross between an NFL 
official and a small wombat whose polyester presence 
causes inattentive audiences suddenly to shut up and 
take notice. If you doubt such power could be had for a 
mere $12.95, just ask the New York City television 
executive who couldn't get his client to stop blabbing 
and sign an important contract until he whipped out his 
Ref and laid down the law.

BACHRACH ATTACK 


Three weeks ago, when Jim Roosevelt tried to force 
Joe Kennedy into a one-on-one debate, Kennedy wasn't

biting. But last Tuesday George Bachrach held a news 
conference to call the frontrunner in the race for Eighth 
Congressional District “ignorant of” and “indifferent to” 
neighvorhood issues and concerns, implicitly calling 
Kennedy out once again; this time he came. 

Within hours, Kennedy was holding his own press 
conference — in front of a BU dorm that will one day be 
more energy efficient thanks to work to be done by 
Kennedy’s Citizens Energy Corporation — to parry and 
thrust back. The gist of Kennedy’s response, which was 
anything but defensive, was: who's Bachrach, this 
refugee from Westchester, to challenge my association 
with the district? Asked how many of his family 
members he expected to campaign for him before the 
primary, Kennedy shot back, “How long do you want 
this conference to last?” 

Taken together, the twin decisions — of Bachrach, 
generally considered the number-two candidate at this 
point, to abandon the high-road campaign that has won 
him widespread respect, and of Kennedy, to take the 
strategic step of engaging a challenger directly — 
suggest that a race seems sometimes to have begun back 
in the Eisenhower administration is entering its 
penultimate phase. 

For Bachrach, who has toiled mightily to get Kennedy 
one on one for enough time to dramatize the difference 
between the cool, articulate, experienced liberal state 
Senator and the hot, visceral, political novice, the give 
and take with Kennedy produced the intended result. 
An out-of-towner watching the Boston news Tuesday 
evening — or looking at the front page of the next 
morning’s Globe — might reasonably have assumed this 
was a two-man race. 

Although he is finally free of the pack, Bachrach 
nonetheless still has a way to go to catch Kennedy; he 
really had no choice but to attack. And as for Kennedy, 
an adviser said privately that “many people in the 
district think he’s been ducking because of the Roosevelt 
campaign spots.”’ Kennedy ran the risk of being charged 
with hiding if he failed to respond to Bachrach. Of 
course, in so doing, he was acknowledging that the only 
possible hurdle between Kennedy and Congress is 
George Bachrach.

and the cabinet began undergoing random 

urinalyses for drugs, there was a lot of publicity 
surrounding the program. But as time passed, the tests 
became just another political commonplace, a 
Washington ritual calling for nothing more than a brief 
press release, barely worthy of mention on the network 
news. Of course, those tested showed no signs of illegal 
drug use; no one expected them to. The tests were 
intended merely as a quick and, more important, cheap 
way for the administration to show its disapproval of 
drug abuse. In the fall of 1987 no one, least of all the test 
subjects, could have imagined that America’s 
enemies would use this routine medical procedure to 
bring our government to its gravest crisis since 
Watergate. 

Although he'd been in office six months, John Cougar 
Mellencamp had not really gotten used to being 
secretary of agriculture. His nomination to that post, 
after the Republican disasters in the Farm Belt in the 
midterm elections, had come as a surprise, but despite 
the inevitable opposition charges about publicity stunts 
Mellencamp was confirmed. He took his duties seriousl\ 
— all but the bimonthly trip to the hospital to urinate 
into a little bottle, the better to reassure the bankrupt 
American farmers that their tribune had not spent 
government time and money ingesting illegal drugs. At 
first the musician-turned-bureaucrat thought the tests 
were some sort of slight aimed at his past career, and he 
balked at them. Early in his tenure, Mellencamp had 
sent one of his former drummers, accompanied by 
reporters, to take his exam; the chairman of the 
Republican National Committee had a nervous 
breakdown immediately thereafter. Now, however, the 
new secretary was more inured to the routine: if the tests 
were demeaning to him, a Washington newcomer, 
imagine how poor Secretary Weinberger felt, or Paul 
Volcker. The process took very little time, but on this 
particular fall day Mellencamp was waved through 
without taking the test. “You'll have to come back next 
week,” said an officious doctor. “The president is taking 
a long weekend at Camp David, so he’s asked to be 
tested today, to help reassure the stock market.” 
Mellencamp returned to his office, where he faced a long 
day of calling foreign dictators to ask if they'd perchance 
be interested in 12 billion metric tons of soybeans, priced 
for immediate sale. 

The Marine Band wasn't present to play ‘Hail to the 
Chief,” but between military attachés, doctors, press 
aides, and Secret Service agents, it took 63 persons to 
conduct a proper presidential urinalysis. Genial as ever 
when faced with the prospect of a day off, the president 
shook hands with 62 of the 63 involved in his test. Like 
everyone else there, he overlooked the ordinary-looking 
man in the white coat, the orderly whose job it was to 
take the test specimens down to the lab. 

Overlooking that man might have been the biggest 
mistake of Ronald Reagan’s career, but being 
inconspicuous was the orderly’s supreme skill. For in 
addition to the $4.50 an hour he was pulling down from 
the Department of the Navy, Colonel Grigor 
Litmusovsky earned a rather more considerable salary 
from the KGB, where he had served for many years in 
the disinformation section. The colonel was a master at 
concocting wholly ludicrous stories of Soviet prowess 
and American perfidy that were somehow accepted as 
gospel truth by even the staunchest anticommunists. His 
greatest triumph, the doctored photo of Andropoy 
water-skiing — when in fact the man had been dead for 
three days — had brought Litmusovksy the Order of 
Lenin.

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No Scalia wag

ntonin Scalia, President Reagan's nominee to be 
A an associate justice on the Supreme Court, has 

pretty much gotten lost in the brouhaha over the 
nomination of Associate Justice William H. Rehnquist to 
become chief justice. Given the limited amount of 
energy — not to mention the short attention span and 
well-cultivated myopia — of most members of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, it was predictable that 
attention would be focused on Rehnquist. Hence, very 
little was learned about Scalia during the latter's 
confirmation hearings, which proceeded perfunctorily 
for a single day. 

Yet Scalia, a relatively young man (50 vears old), will 
be with us for therest of his life, barring an unlikely 
career change. Although he has moved in Washington 
circles for some 18 years (including a stint in the Justice 
Department under President Ford), his has been a 
relatively low-profile career and little had been 
published@about him until his recent nomination. He 
was appointed by Reagan in 1982 to the Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit (considered 
the most important federal court under the Supreme 
Court), but his confirmation hearings then did not 
exactly make headlines. 

What can we expect from Scalia? Will he band 
together with other Reaganite justices in the next three 
years to gut the Bill of Rights, just in time for the 
bicentennial celebration of our Constitution? Will he 
gratify the Reaganites’ desire for a sort of national 
morality on abortion and other social issues? Orwill he 
surprise everyone and turn out to be more independent 
and more solicitous than some of his colleagues about 
the American tradition of personal liberty and limited 
government power? Whereas it is reasonably clear that 
he will not turn out to be the kind of champion of citizen 
freedom and government responsibility and 
accountability that we find in Justices Brennan and 
Marshall, and even in Justices Blackmun and Stevens, it 
also appears that he has some character traits that lend 
credence to the possibility of his growing to appreciate 
the potential and the grandeur of the office, as have 
some other Supreme Court justices throughout our 
history. 

On what basis can one say this? 

In the first place, in contrast to Rehnquist, Scalia 
seems to have more of the judicial conservative in him. 
Rehnquist is a true believer in the omnipotence of the 
executive branch of government, led, on the federal 
level, by the president. In any conflict between the 
president and Congress, he will almost always support 
the president. Even though he claims to believe in “state 
rights,” he is likely to side with the federal executive in 
any conflict with the states. He is more concerned with 
who wins a case than with what the law dictates. 
Rehnquist will therefore go out of his way to review 
cases in order to vindicate such power. He has sought at 
every opportunity to turn the judicial branch into a 
powerful ally of the executive branch. 

Scalia, on the other hand, seems genuinely to feel that 
the judiciary has assumed too large a role. His concern, 
for example, over the Supreme Court's abortion decision 
stems — according to what he said in a 1978 debate on 
“An Imperial Judiciary: Fact or Myth?’’ — not from any 
personal moral aversion to abortion but rather froma 
conviction that the courts should not establish “new” 
rights for which there is no clear societal consensus. 

Thus, though Scalia might agree with the Reaganites 
that the abortion case was decided wrongly, he comes to 
that conclusion on the basis of his notions of judicial 
process, rather than out of a zeal to impose a morality on 
others. This being the case, it is not at all clear that he 
will agree with all or even most of Reagan's social and 
moral agenda. 

Scalia’s preference for a shrunken role for the courts is 
not exactly a laudable position in the modern world. 
After all, even in South Africa the courts, when faced 
with the claims of blacks and dissidents that the 
government's “emergency” regulations have violated 
their rights, have seen fit to intervene. (Just last week a 
division of the highest court of South Africa ruled 
unlawful certain portions of the Botha government's 
detention regulations — this a couple of weeks after that 
court had ruled against the government's practice of 
holding prisoners incommunicado.) Yet Scalia seems 
unwilling to have American courts intervene, even on 
the side of the Reaganite agenda, and hence his motives 
seem more principled than do Rehnquist's. 

For example, in a case decided in 1984 by the Court of 
Appeals, Scalia, dissenting from the court majority, 
wrote an opinion in favor of Berte!! Oliman, a prominent 
Marxist political-science professor at New York 
University. Ollman had been nominated to be head of 
the Department of Government and Politics at the 
University of Maryland. Right-wing syndicated 
columnists Rowland Evans and Robert Novak wrote a 
column in which they not only castigated Ollman’s 
politics but also questioned his competence as a teacher 
and scholar in light of his abilities as an “indoctrinator” 
of Marxist principles. Ollman sued, and Evans and

I recently finished the Madonna piece 
(Arts, July 29), and my eyeballs couldn't 
believe the article that assaulted them. 
Why mince words? It stank. 

If the Phoenix had been sporting 
similar top form some 18 years ago, I’m 
sure we would have seen such 
wonderful examples of intellecto- 
criticism as “The Importance of Being 
Bobby Sherman: Relax, Guys, You Don’t 
Have To Be John Wayne Anymore,” or 
maybe “Keith Partridge: Gender Values 
in Upheaval!” 

This type of bilge is a grotesque 
aggrandizement of essentially 
inconsequential artists. If you listen to 
Madonna’s albums long enough, vou 
may convince yourself there is a unique 
aesthetic expressiveness at work here. 
But what can really be said for an artist 
whose wardrobe displays more 
imagination than her music? 

Don't get me wrong. Wardrobes are 
important. Being a pop icon is 
important. Endorsing certain values and 
modes of behavior as a pop icon has 
impact and should be considered. But 
even facile media observers learned long 
ago that the decision to promote a 
particular “‘artist” bears a whimsical 
relationship to actual creative talent. 
Trying to make Madonna into a role 
model by endorsing her music is a major 
blunder. 

Blather of this sort couldn't be 
tolerated even if one agreed with what 
the writer was saying, but here it’s so 
wrongheaded as to be nauseating 
Millman’s feminist endorsement of 
Madonna comes off like another Cosmo 
rave-up championing clichéd feminist 
values against clichéd patriarchal ones, 
offering no meaningful insight. It's okay 
to go hog wild over an artist, but vou 
must try and articulate some compelling 
reason other than the artist's media 
created public perception or mere choice 
of subject, which has to be okaved by 
some marketing board in New York 
prior to release anyway. 

Millman’s comparison of Madonna 
with certain women’s groups of the ‘60s 
is especially sour. For one thing, many 
of those groups had a stable of talent 
working for them that was infinitely 
superior to anything the recording 
industry has yet assembled for 
Madonna. For another, the Shangri-las 
could sound good singing without 
several hundred thousand dollars’ worth 

of production. Back then it was sibilance 
cutoff and reverb, period. 

Like Millman, I was there when the

differed. What | saw was some fog, a 
professional studio band, a hefty dose of 
Solid Gold choreography, a few arena- 
rock clichés, and an artist who tried real 
hard to define herself as little as possible 
so no one’s image of her could be 
contradicted. 

Madonna is an average performer, as 
her music is average. By average | mean 
not exhibiting any particular skill or 
creativity or imagination at crafting her 
medium. She is, in other words, an ice 
cube, the latest in a long and venerable 
line the industry has been pawning on 
the American public in the name of 
cultural excitement. Her impact has been 
greater than most ice cubes’, but then 
again so was the impact of Shaun 
Cassidy-Cube. For a time. 

Why impute lofty symbolic meaning 
to mundane gestures? Why read into the 
dropping of balloons some grandiose 
encapsulation of a world philosophy, as 
if it were anything more than vapid 
industry flash? Why circumvent the 
obvious?

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Nelson Barner: the answer man

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headquarters, nor is he alleged to 
have distributed stolen 
examinations. And nowhere in the 
indictment does the grand jury 
claim that he received money for 
providing answers to stolen-exam 
questions. Indeed, Barner’s 
purported role was so specialized, 
according to one source, that he 
never even met Nicholas E. 
Salerno, a state Senate aide with a 
criminal record who is accused of 
helping Clemente distribute the 
stolen examinations. 

But if the indictment is 
accurate, Barner, who is 
described as a bookish 
homebody, was a witting ally of 
Gerald W. Clemente, a bank- 
burgling, woman-chasing high 
roller. Clemente was convicted 
earlier this year for his role in the 
1980 $1.5 million burglary at the 
Depositors Trust Bank, in 
Medford, and sentenced to 30 to 
40 years in prison. Clemente then 
cut a plea-bargain with federal 
prosecutors and is the key 
witness in the stolen-exam case 

The indictment savs that in 
1979 Barner researched the 
answers toa stolen sergeants 
examination that Clemente then 
gave to two other members of the 
Metropolitan Police: Joseph P 


Bangs, who helped Clemente rob 
the Depositors Trust Bank, and 
Robert J. Spencer, who is now in 





prison for cocaine dealing. 
(Spencer, while in uniform and 
on duty, sold cocaine behind the 
Metropolitan Police substation at 
the Esplanade, according to MDC 
Commissioner William |. Geary.) 

Barner, whom colleagues sav 
would almost certainly score high 
on a promotional exam, is also 
alleged to have received from 
Clemente a stolen copy of the 
1979 exam for police captain. 
Barner was indicted for perjury 
for denying having received that 
examination, 

Another indictment in the case, 
in which Barner is accused of 
three counts of perjury, savs that 
Barner was aware as far back as 
1976 that Clemente was involved 
in corrupting the state civil 
service system, 

Barner told the grand jury that 
on December 11, 1976, he, 


‘Clemente, and another member 


of the Metropolitan force, 
Richard H. Nagle, drove together 
to Plymouth High School to take 
the civil-service examination for 
the position of Plymouth police 
chief. Barner acknowledged to 
the grand jury that the three men 
sat in a row at the test and then 
drove home together. All three 
men got the same score on the 
test Q7 

The indictment says that Nagle 
who eventually got the police 
chief's job — copied answers 





from Clemente’s test. And it says 
that Barner learned of that 
cheating some time after the test 
was given. However, the 
indictment offers no explanation 
for the fact that Barner got the 
same score as Clemente and 
Nagle. It does say that Nagle 
initially promised to give 
Clemente a Cadillac in exchange 
for his help but ended up giving 
him money and a box of cigars 
instead. Barner is not accused of 
having done anything illegal in 
connection with the Plymouth 
test — except having knowledge 
of the cheating. 

Barner was indicted for perjury 
for telling the grand jury that he 
was unaware that Nagle had 
cheated, that Clemente had 
assisted Nagle, and that Nagle 
had promised Clemente a 
Cadillac. 

If, as alleged, Barner received 
the 1979 examination for captain 
— the highest civil-service rank 
in the Metropolitan force — that 
would indicate that Clemente 
succeeded in his goal of putting 
cops friendly to his scam on the 
ladder of power 

Barner became a captain in 
September 1980; in May 1983 he 
was Selected by Superintendent 
Thomas E. Keough to be a deputy 
superintendent, in charge of the 
patrol-operations bureau — the 
uniformed branch of the 


department. Then, in the spring 
of 1985, Bill Geary was shopping 
around for a new superintendent 
for the 600-member Metropolitan 
force, the third-largest police 
department in New England. 
Geary settled on Sonny Barner. “I 
had seen him in action for two 
years, and for two years, he had 
been great,’ Geary recalls. “His 
follow-through had been 
excellent.” 

Geary says that before he 
picked Barner as the next 
superintendent, he conducted an 
extensive background check, 
concentrating on the three 
prosecutorial offices 
investigating the exam scandal: 
the US attorney’s office, the state 
attorney general's office, and the 
Middlesex district attorney's 
office. None indicated that Barner 
was a suspect or even the subject 
of uncorroborated rumor. 

“The one thing that everybody 
kept saying was ‘You won't get a 
world-beater with him, but vou 
know he’s as straight as an 
arrow,’ ”’ Geary recalls. “You 
wouldn't even think of him in the 
context of an exam scandal. He 
was the one that everybody 
agreed was the best student.” 

Geary’s assistant, Stephen P 
Burgay, savs that the lone 
negative report about Barner 
came from within the 
Metropolitan Police department: 
a claim that Barner was too much 
of astudent. Metropolitan Police 
repeatedly told Burgay to warn 
Geary about Barner. “ ‘Tell the 
commissioner the Sonny thing 
ain't gonna work, because | used 
to patrol with Sonny and he 
would study all the time. We'd be 
trving to book somebody, and 
he'd be looking at his books, 
Burgay recalls being told. “Soif 
there was any discordant note, it 
was the guy was too busy 
studving, and asa result he 
probably didn't have the kind ot 
hands-on grasp that officers like 
to see in their commander 

Policemen who worked with 
Barner say that as tar back as 
1965, when Barner served for 
three months as a Norwood 
patrolman, he was always 
studving for examinations. And 
when he was a Metropolitan 
Police sergeant, during the 
school-busing crisis, he listened 
to study tapes as he patrolled the 
streets of Boston 

Sources familiar with the exam 
probe confirm that there was no 
hintin the spring of 1985 that 
Barner would eventually be 
indicted in the case. George 

Kariotis, the Republican 
candidate for governor, has 
lashed out at Geary and 
Governor Michael Dukakis tor 
Barner’s appointment. A radio ad 
for his campaign notes that “the 
man Governor Dukakis picked to 
clean up that force was indicted 
for being a ringleader in the 
MDC Police exam scandal.” A 
kev Kariotis strategist 
acknowledges that the Kariotis 
camp has found no indication 
that Geary knew or should have 
known about Barner’s alleged 
involvement in the exam scandal 
prior to his appointment 

For Barner, his elevation to 
superintendent was the 
realization of a 20-year ambition. 
“The thing vou always heard 
about Sonny was that he was a 
company man, so there was that 
pride of getting the top slot in the 
company,” Geary says. 

Barner’s predecessor, Thomas 
E. Keough, departed last 
September, and Barner moved 
into the superintendent's office. It 
was a move Geary had urged 
months earlier, when Keough 
began spending less and less time 
at police headquarters. But Geary 
says that Barner, a strict adherent 
to the chain of command, refused 
to move into Keough’s office until 
Keough had formally departed. 

Within a month of the move, 
Sonny Barner’s carefully

Although Sonny Barner surely 























didn’t realize it at the time, the 
roots of that collapse reach back 
to the night of October 16, 1984, 
when then Medford police 
lieutenant Thomas K. Doherty 
summoned his friend and tenant, 
Joe Bangs. When Bangs arrived at 
a barn on Doherty's property, 
Doherty and his brother-in-law 
attempted to gun him down. 
Bangs, though he’d sustained two 
shotgun blasts at close range, 
staggered home. 

Police investigating the 
shooting found in the trunk of 
Bangs’s Cadillac a kilogram of 
cocaine, as well as jewelry 
stolen from Depositors Trust. 
And when they searched 
Doherty's barn, they found a 
stolen police promotional 
examination. 

(Doherty was convicted in 
August 1985 of attempting to 
murder Bangs and sentenced to 
18 years in prison. Doherty has 
also been indicted in the civil- 
service-exam case.) 

Bangs cut a deal with 
prosecutors, testifying first about 
his own attempted assassination 
and then about the Depositors 
Trust heist. He also shared with 
federal investigators his 
apparently limited knowledge 
about stolen examinations. But 
his testimony on the bank case 
led to Clemente’s conviction and 
thus to Clemente’s ultimate 
decision to become a government 
witness against Barner. 

But the first hint that Barner 
was in trouble came earlier, back 
in October ‘85, when Bangs was 
preparing to testify in the 
Depositors Trust case. One day, 
as Bangs was being escorted 
through the Middlesex County 
district attorney's office, he 
spotted Mark Cronin, an internal 
investigator for the Metropolitan 
Police. According toa source, 
Bangs shouted to Cronin, “Send 
word to Barner that he’s going 
too.” The “word” spread 
throughout the Metropolitan 
department. 

Then in November, the MDC 
received a subpoena for the 
personnel records of a score of 
officers, including Barner. Barner 
steadfastly maintained his 
innocence to MDC officials, 
according to sources. He did 
according to a source, admit to 
Geary that he had studied for an 
exam in the basement of 
Clemente’s Medford home 

In February Barner was 
subpoenaed to the grand jury. He 
brought along his study guides to 
prove that he was a diligent 
student and that he had risen 
through the ranks the right way. 
The grand jury appears to have 
believed that he was studious but 
not that he was innocent. 

The rumors, the subpoena, the 
grand-jury appearance all led to 
the inexorable erosion of Barner’s 
control over the department and 
to a serious rise in his blood 
pressure. By the end of April, 
Barner, citing ill health, returned 
to his rank of captain but went 
out on sick leave 

If Barner is guilty, his fall 
would appear to be a tragedy 
born of human frailty, a far ery 
from the aggressive criminal 
conduct of a Gerry Clemente ora 
Joe Bangs. Barner appears to have 
had little to gain and everything 
to lose from an involvement in 
the civil-service-exam scam. 
Many of Barner’s fellow officers 
— who, with few exceptions 
were fond of him — remain 
incredulous, despite the 
indictments, that Barner would 
have become involved with 
Clemente in trafficking in stolen 
exams. Some theorize that if 
Barner was involved, he was 
unwittingly brought into the 
scheme by the diabolical 
Clemente and was then too timid 
and unresourceful to extricate 
himself. 

Barner’s brilliance as a book 
cop notwithstanding, his 
colleagues say that he lacked the 
strength and independence of 
character required to be an 
effective police administrator and 





that he might have been unable 
to ward off the advances of the 
charismatic, flambovant Gerry 
Clemente. And, some colleagues 
speculate, Barner may have felt it 
wise to ally himself with 
Clemente, who in the 1970s 
appeared destined to rise to 
superintendent. Both men are 
unavailable for comment: 
Clemente is in protective custody 
at the Concord state prison; 
Barner, through his lawver, has 
refused to be interviewed. 

Says John D. McDonough, a 
Metropolitan deputy 
superintendent and a former 
superintendent, “He never had it 
I don’t want to be vulgar in 
characterizing what it was that he 
lacked, but he lacked it.’ 

Geary, too, noticed that Barner 
was thought to lack 
aggressiveness and 
independence: “Some people 
claimed that he was a wimp 
That's what was said to me. | 
didn't see it to that extent. But | 
did see that he was for the most 
part a passive personality who 
held things in and on eccasion 
would lose his temper because he 
held things in.’ 

Geary and others also noticed 
that though Barner was adept at 
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Bangs helped put the heat on Barner.

the larger administrative 
decisions, such as efficient 
staffing and the reduction of 
overtime, he had immense 
difficulty in carrving out the 
tough personnel moves.

And in his personal lite, Barner 
was the opposite of Gerry 
Clemente and the others accused 
of running the exam scam. Barnet 
was a tamily man who went 
straight home atter work every 
dav to be with his wife and three 
sons, according to Geary. He 
liked to monitor his department's 
radio transmissions trom his 
house and to study legal issues in 
his oft hours. Hle even had an 
Office in his Norwood home 
where he kept law books and 
study vuides 

Barner apparently has a 
whimsical sense of humor: the 
Message on his home telephone 
answering Machine features an 
iMitation of limmy Carters voice 
saving, “Hi. You just reached 
dial-a-president. Lam working in 





Plains now. Tomorrow mavbe 
buses. The bus stops here. Billy 
there's one leaving in.an hour, be 
under it. Leave a message and 
wait tor the beer, EL mean beep 
Peanuts, peanuts 

When MDC evecutives would 
ask Barner about where he 
planned to yo tor his weekend oF 
vacation, Barner would reply 

To the refrigerator tora beer 
and then back to the swimming 
pool 

Savs Gearv: “Cash did not 
seem to be a particular 
motivation with him. He was a 
very Modest guy. he dressed 
modestly, he lived modest 
they didn't take ostentatious 
Vacations 

The major indictment in the 
case — inwhich Barner is 
accused of conspiring to corrupt 
the civil-service system — may 
go to trialas early as October

\nd then it will become clear 

whether Sonny Barner is an 
MNOcent Man, Deenniving 
corruptcop, or. as Deputy 
cop, or, as Deputy Superintendent 
McDonough suggests, “a decent

maelstrom beyond his control.” 0 
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post of state secretary of Education, 
which was eliminated during the King 
administration. “It is clear to me that 
without a Secretary of Education within 
the Governor's cabinet, education does 
not get the priority attention at the top 
of state government it deserves,” 
Murphy wrote in response to the MTA 
question about her top three priorities. 
“There is no advocate for education who 
vies for the Governor's ear and atten- 
tion. A Governor's adviser simply does 
not have the ranking and/or legal 
authority of a Secretary. I will press to 
reintroduce that Secretary’s position; 
yet, in the interim, | would ask the Gov- 
ernor to allow the Lt. Governor to serve 
as the state Secretary of Education.” 

An MTA grader scoring the question- 
naire would have to give Murphy an A+ 
on the union’s litmus test. The endorse- 
ment that followed her “stellar” per- 
formance came at a fortuitous time for 
Murphy. Ever since Worcester State 
Senator Gerry D’Amico scored an upset- 
ting win over Murphy at the May 17 


Democratic endorsing convention, 
Murphy's campaign has been on the 
defensive. Not only has D’Amico 


outraised her, but with a strong call for a 
nuclear-free state and a challenge to 
Murphy to return contributions from 
utilities, he has also managed to outflank 
the secretary of Environmental Affairs in 
the first Dukakis administration on her 
home turf. 

Now, thanks to the MTA, D’Amico is 
the one on the defensive. The Worcester

senator, after all, is the former Senate 
chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Education, and in his campaign D’Amico 
has made much of his work to improve 
education in the commonwealth. But if 
his record were really so good, why did 
the MTA _ endorse his opponent, 
particularly since, during his seven years 
as Senate chairman, he achieved an 85 
percent rating with the MTA and carried 
dozens of MTA bills? The endorsement is 
particularly puzzling because though 
Murphy has positions on education, of 
the two only D’Amico has anything that 
could be called a record. 

The explanation to that apparent 
conundrum lies in the few differences 
between the two sets of answers. For 
example, D'Amico opposes the MTA’s 
position favoring teachers’ right to strike 
(though he supports binding arbitration) 
and has reservations about the MTA’s 
desire for early retirement without some 
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mechanism to pay for the pensions. 
Murphy supports the right to strike and 
of early retirement writes, “Any teacher 
who has dedicated 30 years of pro- 
fessional energy to the classroom should 
enjoy the opportunity of retiring at age 55 
with full benefits.” 

The other differences, however, are 
more shades of gray than black and 
white. The most important ones, insiders 
say, come on two questions. The first 
reads, ‘The MTA supports a mandatory 
minimum starting salary of $18,000 with 
the state providing sufficient and per- 
manent financial support to enable com- 
munities to reach that goal. We believe 
this financial incentive is essential to 
revitalizing our public schools by attract- 
ing high quality college graduates to the 
teaching profession.” ‘I will work to 
raise teachers’ salaries and cannot under- 
stand why my opponent was against 
providing minimum salary standards for 
teachers,” Murphy answered. 

That's not exactly D’Amico’s position. 
During the fight over reforming the 
primary- and secondary-education sys- 
tem, in 1984 and 1985, D’Amico sup- 
ported the $18,000 minimum — with the 
state providing the funds necessary to 
meet that floor for two years — but only 
as a local option. 

The second question deals with teach- 
ers’ bonuses. The MTA position reads: 
“Given the depressed state of teacher 
salaries in Massachusetts, MTA supports 
substantial and direct state salary 
subsidies in order to increase the attrac- 
tiveness of teaching as a profession.” 

Murphy came down foursquare in 
favor of the MTA’s stand, writing, “We 
must permanently raise teachers’ salaries 
and state support is required to ac- 
complish this. It is demeaning for teach- 
ers to have to bargain with school 
committees for ‘salary enhancements.’ ” 
She added, “Chapter 188 [the education 
reform law of 1985] left vague language 
that I find offensive.” 

D'Amico, on the other hand, sup 
ported not a direct bonus but making 


more money available to local school 
committees that can be used to raise 
salaries. “The problem, once again, is 


that a direct state subsidy could impact 
negatively on the collective bargaining 
process,” he wrote. “I prefer a system 
similar to those begun with Chapter 188 
which provides greater resources dis 
tributed at the local level 

At first glance the split between the 
two doesn't seem that huge. But 
D’Amico’s resistance to the MTA’s state 








salary mandate, insiders insist, was 
ultimately the reason he lost the endorse- 
ment — that and Murphy’s passion to go 
all the way with the MTA. 

Among many long-time observers of 
educational politics, the MTA endorse- 
ment has already created a furor. House 
Education Committee chairman Nick 
Paleologos (D-Woburn) has blasted the 
MTA leadership for being ungrateful and 
out, of touch, and:two past MTA presi- 
dents have publicly protested the en 
dorsement. Should that backlash con- 
tinue, Murphy could come to be seen ina 
less than flattering light. Throughout this 
campaign, Murphy has tried to portray 
herself as a postideological, agreement- 
brokering visionary, a modern manager 
less concerned with dogma than with 
getting to ves. Ironically, her perfect 
score on the MTA litmus test suggests a 
neo-Mondalean figure ready to strike a 
Faustian bargain with whatever special 
interests serve her cause. Meanwhile, 
D'Amico, whom Murphy has tried to 


paint as the captive of the Beacon Hill 
special interests, emerges from this con- 
troversy as the philosophical analogue to 
Gary Hart (whose ‘84 presidential cam- 
paign in Massachusetts D'Amico man- 
aged) — sympathetic to teachers but 
independent of their union. 
*” * * 

Although the MTA has long been a 
powerful lobby, its first foray into 
political endorsements came only in 
December 1981, when it endorsed 
challenger Michael Dukakis for gov- 
ernor. That endorsement, according to 
MTA officials, marked a sea change in 
the union’s strategy. Just a year before, in 
1980, the MTA had tried to go it alone, 
raising money for and waging the anti- 
Proposition 2/2 campaign. But despite 
the MTA’s predictions of disaster if the 
property-tax-limiting measure prevailed, 
it passed overwhelmingly. Thus, in 1981 
the teachers decided to ally themselves 
with Dukakis, who had struck a strong 
anti-Proposition 2/2 posture. The MTA, a 
key member of the grand coalition 
brought together in opposition to King, 
pulled out all the stops for Dukakis. MTA 
teacher-delegates turned out for the 
convention to help Dukakis take the 
party’s endorsement; later, the union 
plugged some 2000 activists into the 
Dukakis field operation. 

At the same time, teacher support was 
helping John Kerry get the delegate 
support he needed to make the Septem 
ber ballot for lieutenant governor. With 
the victory of the Dukakis-Kerry team, 
the MTA seemed to have secured a 
position of prominence for itself. 

Still, the union was careful not to make 
enemies. In the 1984 Senate race, though 
the board of VOTE (the Voice of Teachers 
in Education), the political arm of the 
MTA, recommended another endorse 
ment of John Kerry, the MTA executive 
board declined to because his 
principal opponent, Jim Shannon, had a 
tried-and-true record on educational is 
sues. Recognizing that it would be 
sending a strange message by choosing a 
candidate with good intentions but no 
real educational achievements over one 
with a long and basically supportive 
voting record, the MTA staved out of the 
race. 

Meanwhile, efforts to pass an educa- 
tion-reform bill were hitting a snag, in 
large part because, from the MTA’s point 
of view, reform meant simply more 
dollars for teachers. With Representative 
Jim Collins (D-Amherst), then the House 
chairman of the Education Committee 
and a long-time MTA favorite, as point 
man, the MTA pushed a bill calling fora 
state-mandated $18,000 minimum start 
ing salary for teachers; in many com 
munities the effect of such a measure 
would be to raise teachers’ salaries all 
along the pay ladder.

way to cover its expenses. When the 
governor withdrew his support because 
of cost concerns, the bill collapsed of its 
own enormous weight. 

Only a month later, with the change 
in House leadership, Collins lost the 
committee chairmanship to Representa- 
tive Nick Paleologos. Paleologos and 
D'Amico then worked to put together a 
far less costly bill, one long on incen- 
tives but short on mandates. To the 
MTA’s dismay, that bill made the 
$18,000 starting salary a local option 
rather than a state mandate; though the 
bill provided for the state to pay the 
costs, for two years, of raising the mini- 
mum salary to $18,000, it did not provide 
for a state subsidy to accommodate the 
ripple effect along the salary ladder. 

More significant, says Paleologos, was 
the issue of teachers’ bonuses. The MTA 
wanted a yearly $1800 bonus for all 
teachers. In the end the bill included an 
average of $1100 per teacher over three 
fiscal years as a “professional develop 
ment grant.’” How that money would be 
used — whether as a direct bonus or as 
tuition reimbursement, for example — 
was left to collective bargaining at the 
local level. Teachers complain that the 
money hasn't always been used as a 
bonus; some school districts have re 
quired extra work from educators in or 
der for them to claim the additional 
funds. 

To be sure, the bill included millions 
of dollars more for teachers. A Horace 
Mann program the bill established 
provides more money for teachers will 
ing to take on extra duties; another sec 
tion of the bill gives dollars for more 
sabbaticals than are currently available 
still another section makes money avail 
able for teacher retraining. Perhaps most 
important, the bill sinks $100 million in 
to equal-opportunity grants designed to 
raise teachers’ salaries and reduce class 
size in more than 100 cities and towns 
where spending on education is 
significantly below the state average. 
Altogether, Paleologos estimates, more 
than 60 percent- of the $250 million 
Chapter 188 will sink into education in 
the next few years will go into teachers 
salaries. 

Still, the MTA apparently never for- 
gave D’Amico for not pushing its speci- 
fic salary goals. “There is only one issue 
here,” Paleologos says. ‘The MTA be- 
lieves, and they are unflinching, that the 
state ought to send every teacher $1800 a 
year for the rest of his teaching life.

Carol Doherty, predecessor to current 
MTA president Nancy Finkelstein and a 
strong D’Amico supporter, also agrees 
that the issue of pay is the major prob 
lem. “I think that the MTA’s decision 
was most impacted by their struggle 
over the position Gerry took around the 
$18,000 minimum salary. and the: $1800 
professional-development money,” she 
says. 

Although Finkelstein admits that the 
MTA is upset over the issue of the bonus 
money, she denies that was the only 
reason for the MTA’s endorsement of 
Murphy. “I guess we didn’t see the type 
of leadership [in D’Amico] that we'd like 
to see in a proponent of education,” she 
says. ‘We talked about leadership roles 
and vision and the ability to see the 
moment.” 

Paleologos finds such comments 
laughable. “I’m not saying anything 
negative about her [Murphy’s] strong 
points,” he says. “But any objective ob 
server who compares her 10 days of 
promises versus his 10 years of per 
formance on education and comes out 
thinking that the lip service and the 
promises are better than the legislation 
and performance is not thinking of the 
interests of kids and schools.” Pointing, 
to the MTA’s 1984 decision not to en 
dorse Kerry and to the fact that Murphy 
has no real record on education, Doherty 
says, “Gerry has been a long-time friend 
of education and the MTA.

eginning at midnight on Thursday, 
July 31, 22,000 employees of the 
mammoth USX Corporation were 
out of their jobs, maybe for good. The 
workers, members of the United Steel- 
workers of America, had been unable to 
reach a contract settlement with USX, 
formerly known as United States Steel. 
The union described the situation as_a 
lockout; USX called it a strike. The facts 
are these: balking at a proposed limit on 
nonunion hiring, USX chairman David 
Roderick refused to accept the wage- 
freeze and benefit-limitation package 
that the Steelworkers had offered in 
return. As the Thursday-night contract 
deadline-approached, he also refused a 
union offer to let the current contract 
continue while the talks dragged on. 
The Steelworkers might have known 
USX would not be willing to negotiate. 
According to Ralph Nader and William 
Taylor’s study of David Roderick in their 
book, The Big Bows: Power and 
in’ American Business (Pan 
theon, $22.95), the USX chairman has 
continually resisted the sort of in 
novative contracts that have maintained 
jobs while improving profitability in 
other steel companies. This vear the 
Steelworkers have signed such contracts 
with four major steel producers — LTV, 
Bethlehem, Inland, and National 
accepting wage cuts ranging from 40 
cents to $3.60 an hour. Roderick told 
Nader in 1984 that he’s not interested in 
such deals because his job is not to make 
steel production profitable but rather to 
maximize dividends on USX stock, chief- 
lv by moving the corporation out of steel 
and into oil. To this-end, he has sold or

closed down steel plants across the 
country since the beginning of his tenure 
in 1979, terminating 77,000 jobs in the 
process and using the freed-up cash to 
play the merger-and-acquisitions game. 
So hot has Roderick been for energ\ 
acquisitions that in 1981 he had his 
corporation purchase Marathon Oil, rip- 
ping the company from the grasp of 
Mobil for $5.9 billion. Last week industry 
analysts said Roderick would probably 
use the current “strike” — the first by the 
United Steelworkers since 1959 — as an 
excuse to close the plants and further 
divest USX of its steel-producing assets. 

That comes as no_ surprise to 
Roderick’s critics, but it reflects an 
attitude toward power that Ralph Nader 
says the public rarely encounters full- 
face. Roderick believes that despite 
billions of dollars in government hand 
outs to the steel industry in the form of 
tax breaks, trade protection, and 
subsidies, USX owes nothing to its 
employees and their communities 
Roderick says the reason he has put so 
little effort into preserving America’s 
steel towns by trving to make steel 
production profitable is that his al 
legiance is to his stockholders, not to his 
emplovees, the industry, or the public at 
large: “Let's say all of our assets ... are 
earning eight percent. To, in effect, sell 
them and reinvest them in a business 
that is earning four percent when | can 
take them and put them in a business 
that is earning 12 percent... [| mean, why 
should I do that? I don’t get paid to do 
that. That's not what shareholders ex- 
pect.” 

If there is a single idea that enlivens 
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Big boy Roderick: dividends over profits 


The Big Boys it is that such narrow 
philosophies of power are no more than 
a way of escaping responsibility for the 
consequences of business decisions on 
the public. “Executives feel comfortable 
with the belief that their companies are 
producing for the ‘invisible hand’ of the 
marketplace,” Nader 1 Taylor write. 
“It relieves them of accountability for 
how the overall system is working and 
where it is heading.” The Big Bovs is 
Nader's attempt to restore executives’ 
accountability by critiquing the invisible 
hand ideology that shelters. business 
from public scrutiny.

struggle to make census 
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Connolly: a nonbeliever 


he battle over the city’s census will 
come to a head next week, with ° 


Secretary of State Michael Con 
nolly and the Flynn administration trying 
to hammer out a deal that would allow 
the city to conduct a new head count in 
Boston. 

Sources say the deal was close to being 
announced last Thursday, but un-, 
specified last-minute snags held up 
announcement of an agreement until 
Monday at the earliest. Marty Meehan, 
Connolly's press spokesman, declined 
last week to comment on the likelihood 
of such a compromise, saying only that 
“negotiations are at a critical point in 
time, and litigation remains a_possi- 
bility.” 

The compromise would be a new twist 
in a complicated dispute in which the 
state has refused to accept Boston’s claim 
that 620,000 people currently live in the 
city. Connolly said that number — 
submitted by the Boston Election Depart- 
ment, which conducted the head count 
by distributing questionnaires and con- 
sulting voting and housing records — is 
too high to be believed. With the 
suggestion that the city might have tried 
to inflate its population in order to avoid 
losing one or more seats in the state 
legislature, Connolly threatened to take 
the city to court to force it to lower the 
census figure. 

If a compromise is formally announced 
- and sources say the deal could still 
come undone the agreement would 
mark a partial victory for both Connolly 
and Flynn. But the controversy, which 
has included allegations of political 
posturing on both sides and has seen 
state and city officials tossing out 
numbers like contestants on The Price Is 
Right, would still be far from over: the 
stakes are too high for this numbers 
game to be resolved quickly and quietly. 

The numbers game began last spring, 
when Connolly refused tc -ertify the 
results of Boston’s 1985 local census. 
Under the state constitution, each of the 
commonwealth’s 351 cities and towns 
must conduct its own census midway 
through each decade; those numbers are 
then used to redraw legislative and local 
election boundaries. The state pays for 
the head counts, and the secretary of 
state has the option of accepting or 
rejecting the resulting numbers, but each 
town appoints its own officials to do the 
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counting — and in Boston, the task this 
time fell to the Election Department 

What sparked this year’s controversy 
was the startling difference between the 
1980 federal census number — 562,000 
and the city’s 1985 figure of 620,000. (The 
federal census is administered by the US 
Department of Commerce and is con 
ducted according to different statistical 
guidelines from the state census.) Con 
nolly rejected the city’s claim to have 
grown 10 percent.in only five years, and 
after conducting what he called an audit 
of the Boston results, he refused to certify 
the number. 

Connolly's audit, conducted by the 
state census division, showed the city 
with a population of 592,000. City 
officials countered that the audit was not 
a thorough analysis but simply a seat-of 
the-pants guess. The two sides then 
proceeded to haggle about obscure but 
important details of statistical analysis — 
including how to estimate the city’s 
homeless population — but could not 
agree on a number; as of last week state 
officials said Boston’s population could 
not possibly be more than 599,000, with 
city officials holding out for a figure of 
about 610,000 

Meanwhile, in the wake of Connolly's 
rejection of the census figures, legislators 
slashed the secretary's budget request by 
$1.4 million. Although that money was 
eventually restored later in the budget 
process, the move was widely interpreted 
as a warning to the secretary of state 
the Beacon Hill equivalent of a chin-high 
fastball delivered by Boston-area legis 
lators, aware that a lower census count 
would force the city to lose a state-rep 
seat in the forthcoming round of legislat 
ive redistricting. 

That’s because the city must, by most 
accounts, have a population of at least 
620,000 in order to keep its complement 
of state reps — including those with 
districts that also contain pieces of 
surrounding towns — at the current level 
of 19. Although the legislature has yet to 
begin formal redistricting work, experts 
assume that if the city were to lose a seat 
it would likely come from among the 
four districts that currently include parts 
of Dorchester, the home turf of the 
redistricting-committee chairman, State 
Representative James T. Brett

census has been done,” he says. 

The Flynn administration in 
sists that this-is precisely what 
has been done. McElligott will 
not comment on the = specific 
details of how he conducted the 
census, insisting only that “Con 
nolly completely botched this 
thing.” Administrative Services 
Director Raymond Dooley, the 
mayor's chief political adviser, 
stands by McElligott’s numbers. 
He admits that ‘there were some 
Statistical issues raised by the 
secretary of state's office that we 
were willing to address” — in 
cluding the estimates of the 
homeless population and the 
method of counting Boston resi 
dents who attend school in other 
cities — but accuses Connolly of 
trying to force the city to “nego 
tiate” a new census figure under 
the 600,000 level. “For someone 
allegedly concernec about pro 
cess, the remedy he is suggesting 
flies in the face of any sound 
process at all,” Dooley says. 

But negotiations are in fact 
what have been taking place 
almost constantly since Connolly 
first rejected the citv’s numbers 
and then brought Attorney Gen- 
eral Francis X. Bellotti’s office into 
the dispute. The two state offices 
have, in Connolly spokesman 
Meehan’'s words, “been trying to 
come to a settlement” with the 
Flynn administration about the 

methodology” used in the city’s 
head count — the same 
‘Statistical issues” of which 
Dooley speaks. The argument 
over those supposedly technical 
issues, however, has not resulted 
in. an agreement over the bottom 
line, and as of last week, the two 
sides were reportedly still at least 
10,000 warm bodies apart 

Running counterpoint to those 
negotiations has been a steady 
barrage of accusations from all 
sides — a round-robin question 
ing of motives that has little or 
nothing to do with the supposed 
lv mechanical task of counting 
noses and adding up columns of 
numbers 

Scondras believes the city’s

In that context — and coupled 
with the legislature's earlier at- 
tempt to cut Connolly's budget 
request — it’s tempting to view 
the census controversy as 
nothing more than a fight over 
legislative turf, with Flynn carry- 
ing water for the state reps and 
Connolly holding his ground 
against them. But that’s hardly a 
universally held view. 

There are, after all, reasons 
other than the census for some 
legislators to be miffed at Michael 
Connolly; earlier this vear, his 
decision to consider a run for 
attorney general seemingly of- 
fered a road tor advancement to 
anv number of ambitious reps, a 
road that was summarily shut off 
when Connolly abruptly decided 
to run for re-election. And when 
vou start to talk about motives, 
it's hard to ignore the fact that 
Connolly is this vear facing a 
Republican opponent tormer 
state rep Deborah “Dee” Cochran 

who has been attempting tor 
months to make his handling of 
the state census a major cam 
paign issue. She made alleged 
census mismanagement in 
cluding delays in certifying not 
only Boston's population figures, 
but also those of Worcester and 
Cambridge — a major theme of 
her acceptance speech at the 
Republican state convention last

attention on the options and 
choices of businessmen as they 
focus on politicians, they could 


' force businessmen to make de- 


fensible decisions about the 
responsibilities they now deny. 
If Newsweek's Rich Thomas 
thought Nader would portray the 
nine Big Boys he studied as evil- 
minded cartoon capitalists, his 
overreaction to Nader's even- 
handedness is understandable. 
Most comnientatorfs 
have. been-at pains to. cast Nader 
as shrill and silly, rejecting what's 
good about him along with his 
stylistic faults. Thomas can’t be 
blamed. if he expected to join 
fellow Newsweek writer Robert J. 
Samuelson and find himself 
“weary of his [Nader's] endless 
discontents.” It must have been 
an unpleasant shock to find 
Nader giving his subjects the 
chance to explain themselves. 
Still, Nader lets his subjects 
talk not becausé he feels, like 
Samuelson, that corporations 
stopped abusing their power 10 
years ago but rather because he’s 
interested in revealing — their 
mindset, not just their abuses. 
Nader and Taylor argue that the 
featureless public visages of most 
“corporations are really props of 


"the corporations themselves, an 


attempt by very powerfulpeople 
to. avoid the scrutiny that their 
counterparts in the public-sector 
receive, 

The authors’ nine painstaking, 
portraits of major business ex- 
ecutives ands lobbyists describe 
the specific nature ofeach sub- 
ject’s power, most-of whom argue 
that they have-none. This denial 
of power seems the strangest in 
the case of corporate tax lobbyist 
Charles Walker. Walker — who 
can command $750 an hour for 
his corgaltations and whose 14 


regular.carporate clients (include, 


‘ang giants “Such as IBM and 
DuPonthemploy a total of more 
than ‘two million people and 
grossMiore- than $260 billion 
annually — is known as the 
driving force behind many of the 
probusiness tax cuts that have 
gone into eect since the earl 
‘70s. Such cuts; called “tax expen 
ditures,” have cost the Treasury 
billions in the last sixevears.-But 
when asked about his) power, 
Walker replied, “I have absolute 
ly no power whatsoever... ot is 
not a mattersof power, It is a 
matter of being able to influence 
people's attitudes about things.’ 
And what Walker savs of himselt 
he also says. about American 
business. Accordiag to Nader and 
Taylor, “Walker carries to Con 
gress the concept of the no-fault 
corporation — an- essentially 
amoral institution fully desirous 
of providing, jobs. goods, and 
services to the people but vulner 
able to impediments placed in its 
way by government.” Nader and 
Taylor criticize Walker for claim 
ing that his clientele has no 
influence on the dogma he 
preaches on Capitol Hill and for 
his willingness. to exploit con 
gressmen’s dependence on busi 
Ness interests in their districts to 
gain votes fer bills Of dubious 
public merit 

In chronicling the mindset of 
such business honchos as 
Roderick and Walker, the authors 
deal extensively with business 
abuses. They discuss. Northrop 
chairman Thomas Jones's use of 
bribery, GM chairman Roger 
Smiths unconcern for auto 
mobile safety, and investment 
banker Felix Rohatyn’s role in 
reckless financial deals. Through 
the discussion of such behavior, 
Nader's agenda emerges: hold 
corporations to reciprocal agree- 
ments with the government, pun 
ish white-collar crime, pursue 
product-safety questions relent- 
lessly. But the discussion of cor- 
porate abuses does not make The 
Big Bovs a frontal attack along 
the lines of Unsafe at Any Speed,

Nader's career-launching attack 
on shoddy safety standards in the 
auto industry. Nader says that’s 
because when he concentrated 
on those abuses he didn’t under- 
stand the executives whose ac- 
tions he was criticizing. Nader 
writes: “For years, as legislative 
and regulatory struggles . raged 
over critical issues of health, 
safety, quality control, communi- 
ty relations, and the other 
dimensions of corporate accoun- 
tability, | wondered about these 
business leaders.” Yet this won- 
der alone doesn't explain the new 
approach Nader takes in The Big 
Boys. The book shows more than 
the depth of Nader's curiosity; it 
démonstrates the fullness of his 
appreciation that times have 
chatged since he wrote Unsafe at 
Any Speed. 

Twenty vears ago Nader was a 
liberal’s hero, all the more be- 
cause he was so hated by the 
corporations. But last December, 
upon the 20th anniversary of the 
publication of Unsafe at Anv 
Speed, the. New Republic's 
Michael Kinsley wrote: “Operat- 
ing on thé mental fringe where 
self-abnegation blurs into self 
obsession; Ralph is living proof 
that there isn’t much difference 
between acfanatic and a saint.” 
Nader could hardly have missed 
the subtle. sarcasm of Kinsley’s 
ribbing: the tafik-of his ‘outdated 
dress, his inghanged carping at 
this and thage his unvuppiclike 
disdain foxtrendy product lines. 
Buthe gould alsonot have missed 
the fact*that there was a more 
serious and telling critique under- 
lving the jokes. 

First, there was the hint that 
Naderism could go too far. “It's 
open to doubt, to sav the least, 
whether the better society is‘one 
where all grievances are thought 
of.as a Matter of legal rights and 
remedies, to be -entorced — by 
lawyers: cand judges,” wrote 
Kinsley. And as far as Robert I. 
Samuelson is¢eoneermed, Nader is 
no longer relevant: “Nader is a 
victim Ofbisapegecess. Talk to 
him, ad he hash Pechanged. He 
quickly — reverts to form, — in- 
veighing against Reagan and cor 
porate executives, But the coun 
trv has changed” In light of that 
change, the urge te shun Nader 
particularly. among such mod 
crate left-leaners, is Strong. After 
all, they savy, if Fat want to win 
back the coufttry from Ronald 
Reagan's nrinipngerOu've got to 
praise the BHR Rradlevs of this 
nation. Bradley, says the New 
Republic's Fred Barnes is willing 
to make ‘tough chores’ — like 
standing for’Seconomie growth 
and: equity [helping | all in 
dividuals, — rich, poor, — in-be- 
tiveen. 

The Big Bovs is Nader's idea ot 
how to respond to the perception 
of changing times without com 
promising his: premises, Nader's 
approach is to castwan argument 
about corporate responsibility in 
the form of one of today’s best 
selling genres, the executive 
profile. It looks Tike a classic bait 
and switch» but it also vives 
Nader a way of looking into the 
nature of the powers he’s battled 
tor vears. Writes Nader: “If we 
can encourage reporters to look 










upon businessmen as denizens of 
a terra incognita in need of 
extensive exploration and evalua 
tion, this ettort will have suc 
ceeded in its initial purpose.” If 
somehow, Nader manages to 
sway a few Dale Carnegie tvpes 
with the packaging of The Big 
Boys, convincing them to think of 
corporate performance in’ his 
more stringent terms, so much 
the better. But that’s not the only 
reason Nader has toned down his 
approach. After. vou've con 
vineed the consumer groups that 
GM makes an unsafe car or that 
USX ignores its social obligations 
it takes a good understanding of 
vour corporate foes to do some 
thing more than complain. Thrill 
ing the hard-liners with your 
righteousness is nice, but some 
people yet tired of preaching to 
the withering ranks of the con 


verted,

Novak defended themselves by claiming, in part, that 
their assessment of Ollman constituted constitutionally 
protected opinion (how can one say that someone's 
opinion is erroneous?) rather than demonstrably false 
fact. 

In his opinion, Scalia noted that he was particularly 
disturbed by the court’s view that there were too many 
libel suits against the news media and that judgments, 
and threats of big judgments, against writers will either 
destroy.them or chill their independence, Scalia, 
without denying the possibility of a First Amendment 
problem, wrote that the solution must be found 
through the elected legislatures’ use of democratic pro- 
cess, rather than through the courts. Judges, he said, 
simply don’t know enough and are therefore not in a 
position to make such decisions. He noted as an exam- 
ple that the news media were free to lobby state legis- 
latures to get a limit enacted on libel monetary awards. 

However, the whole idea behind the Bill of Rights 
was that there are rights that belong to everybody, 
rights that even the majority, or its elected legislature, 
may not deny the minority. (The majority or popular 
view hardly needs the protection of the First Amend- 
ment’s free-speech guarantee. It is the unpopular view 
that needs protection.) If the courts are not to intervene 
where necessary to make sure that First Amendment 
free-speech guarantees are seriously applied across the 
board, where is the complaining citizen to go? As noted 
above, even in South Africa the beleaguered citizenry 
seeks redress in the courts. Should American citizens be 
expected to lobby Congress for protection? And since 
Congress usually reflects the popular will, can we really 
expect unpopular speech to gain protection in every 
instance? 

Scalia’s hostility to the news media and toward a 
generous interpretation of First Amendment protection, 
was even more pronounced in the case of Tavoulareas 
v. Piro, in 1985. Peter Tavoulareas, president of the 
Mobil Oil Corporation, and his son sued the Washing- 
ton Post, saying they had been libeled in published 
articles claiming that Tavoulareas had misued his 
power and influence in order to set his son up in 
business. In his dissenting opinion in favor of the plain- 
tiff and against the newspaper, Scalia wrote a scathing 
assessment of the modern-day press. This, in itself, is 
hardly a cause for alarm, since there is much to criticize.

However, Scalia went on to state that part of the proof 
that the newspaper had acted with “malice,” in the 
legal sense, was that it specialized in “investigative 
reporting” that sought out hard-hitting stories. As re- 
ported by the Nation Institute, in New York (estab- 
lished by the Nation magazine), which did a study of 
Scalia’s career and background, Scalia’s negative view 
of the Post's investigative practices was based upon the 
trial testimony of Post editor Robert Woodward, of 
Watergate. fame. For a judge to conclude that the kind 
of investigative journalism that brought down Richard 
Nixon is “malice,” simply because of its hard-hitting 
nature, is remarkable. 

In other areas as well, Scalia shows himself to be 
more of a judicial conservative than an ideologue in the 
fascist mold of Rehnquist. Scalia rants and rails against 
the Supreme Court's seeking to keep up with modern 
conditions and to solve “modern problems.” In the 1978 
debate on the judiciary Scalia argued that the courts 
should not “create” a right unless it is either historically 
recognized or the product of a clear modern-day social 
consensus. Under this test, he said, the Supreme Court 
was correct in 1954 in declaring school segregation un- 
constitutional (not on the basis of history or precedent, 
but on the basis of then-current social consensus), but it 
was and is not correct in finding a constitutional right to 
abortion. In this respect, Scalia demonstrates that his 
primary concern is with judicial process, whereas Rehn- 
quist bows at all times to expedience on the road to a 
society characterized by obedience to authority and 





loyalty to the homeland — authority being represented, 
of course, by the chief of state. 

Experience has demonstrated that judges dedicated 
to notions of process tend to be more open-minded 
than judges with an ideological ax to grind. When a 
judge has an authoritarian view of society and nothing 
but contempt for the great experiment that the Found- 
ing Fathers began — or when a judge believes that 
dangerous conditions in the modern world have made 
obsolete the limitations on government power and the 
protection of citizens that the Constitution established 
— then he or she necessarily has to take bizarre twists 
and turns to get the desired result in any given case 
This leaves the individual litigant, when up against 
established authority, with no chance of having his or 
her rights vindicated. If the judge cannot possibly find a 
way of saying that the citizen does not possess the right 
claimed, then the judge will simply say that the citizen 
does not have “standing” to litigate the point or has 
sought to litigate the point too early or too late. 

For example, in environmental matters Rehnquist be- 
lieves that an ordinary citizen does not have standing to 
bring an action to enforce clean-air or clean-water laws. 
He believes that only a federal agency can bring such a 
suit against a polluter, even if what led the citizen to 
bring the suit in the first place was the failure of a, say, 
regulatory agency to act. In short, Congress may give 
citizens rights, but those rights may be enforced only if 
the executive branch voluntarily chooses to do so. He

believes that no one, including a 
family member, has standing to 
bring a petition to contest the 
death penalty pronounced on a 
prisoner, even if the prisoner is 
obviously depressed or for other 
reasons unable to bring 
challenge on his or her own. This 
is, in large measure, precisely 
how the Supreme Court in re- 
cent years has gone about the 
task of gradually dismantling the 
Bill of Rights. 

Scalia, seemingly dedicated 
more to process, might well 
avoid such dishonest and dis- 
ingenuous ploys. Once he 
ascends to his Supreme Court 
seat and begins to face some of 
the enormously complex and 
weighty problems and questions 
that for the first time will be- 
come his primary responsibility, 
he may grow into a fuller ap- 
preciation of the importance of 
the judiciary as a last resort for 
those citizens who are being 
stepped on by. the majority and 
who cannot possibly expect, in 
the face of hostile public 
opinion, effective aid from the 
more political branches of gov- 
ernment. He might, as he is 
faced with the realities of how 
dangerous the abuse of govern- 
ment power can be, become 
quite skeptical of the notion of 
an_ infallable. executive branch 
and conclude that one should 
risk “imperial judiciary” if it 
means avoiding an “imperial 
presidency.” 

Just as Justice Harry Blackmun 
turned out to be somewhat of a 
“mistake” for Richard Nixon, 
and as Justice John Paul Stevens 
probably is. not quite what 
Gerald Ford expected, so An- 
tonin Scalia just might not turn 
out to be what Reagan and the 
Meese crowd are anticipating. 
Supreme Court justices, unless 
they are either dyed-in-the-wool 
fascists or utter incompetents, 
have a history of maturing — 
and seeing things in a different 
light as their tenure proceeds. 

But even if Scalia does not 
substantially change his current 
views, his presence on the 
Supreme Court is not likely to be 
deadly to the vitality of the Bill 
of Rights. Throughout the 
Court's history, there have usual- 
ly been judicial conservatives on 
the bench, and frequently a ma- 
jority of them. The Republic has 
survived. Judges of intelligence 
and integrity, regardless of 
where they stand on the “judicial 
restraint’ versus “‘judical ° ac- 
tivism” continuum, have usually 
been able to decide cases in a 
manner widely perceived as 
principled and fair. 

It is normal for the pendulum 
to swing between the poles of 
judicial philosophy, with the 
center usually sufficiently well- 
represented for radical breaks 
with accepted jurisprudence to 
be avoided, Although Scalia will 
probably always be close to the 
conservative pole, he very likely 
will turn out to be a substantial 
disappointment to those who be- 
lieve that it is the task of the 
Supreme Court to help the presi- 
dent to dismember our great 
charter of rights. 

One might even be safe in pre- 
dicting that though he appears to 
some to be going through his 
confirmation process virtually 
hand in hand with Rehnquist 
(their names are frequently men- 
tioned in the same breath), the 
future may well bring a rift be- 
tween the two. Recall that in the 
Nixon era Chief Justice Warren 
Burger and Harry Blackmun 
were known at the start of their 
tenure as the Minnesota Twins, 
so close were they, apparently, in 
ideology. All of this changed 
abruptly when Blackmun wrote 
the Roe v. Wade opinion declar- 
ing a woman's right to choose an 
abortion. The two justices 
haven't agreed in many civil- 
liberties issues since then. O

Bethesda under the deepest of 
cover, planning what would be 
his greatest triumph in a lifetime 
of bamboozlement for the 
greater glory of socialism. The 
unscheduled presidential drug 
test spurred the Kremlin agent 
into action. Today, he told. 
himself, was U-Day at last. 
Litmusovksy had spent eight 
months and ‘millions of rubles 
accumulating:, urine specimens 
from celebrated drug users. 


These had been smuggled one by 
one into the Bethesda laboratory, 
where Litmusovsky had merely 
to switch a few labels to paralyze 
the government of the United 
States once and for all. When the 
leaders of the nation were re- 
vealed to have drug habits that 
would horrify Keith Richard, the 
public would clamor for in- 
vestigations and __ resignations. 
America’s credibility would be 
shattered, and in the ensuing 
chaos, the Soviet Union, 
progressive yet drug-free, would 
assume its rightful place as the 
world’s dominant nation. 

In the darkened lab, Lit- 


musovsky began switching 
labels.

Soviet embassy. The hospital 
night shift would routinely mop 
up. any trace of his presence. He 
hadn't been able to make the 
final substitution, -but Lit 
musovsky knew that his country 
would find a wav to turn its 
possession of the presidential 
specimen into a massive Cold 
War victory. At the party that 
night, a group of drunken KGB 
men celebrated their man’s ac 
complishment by relieving them 
selves on the side of the FBI 
surveillance van parked on the 
other side of 16th street. 

‘It was,” Dan Rather told the 
nation, “Washington's ultimate 
leaked story.” Within 48 hours, 
just about everyone in the coun- 
try knew that most of the cabinet 
members and other government 
muckamucks had failed their 
drug tests.

not to endorse Governor Michael 
Dukakis, a man who, by any- 
one’s lights — David Broder’s, 
Newsweek's, his fellow gov- 
ernors’, George Will’s — has to 
rank among the very best of the 
nation’s governors. That dis- 
inclination to endorse Dukakis 
was reportedly also out of pique 
over his failure to insist on a 
mandatory minimum salary and 
bonus. 

Despite Finkelstein’s and 
Menard’s insistence that the 
MTA looked at a wide range of 
qualities, Pat Dunn, a former 
MTA president and, until last 
week chairman of the VOTE 
board, says that in fact the union 
considered only the money mat- 
ters. “That was all they talked 
about — that was it,” she says. 
“If that’s the only criterion on 
which we decided not to endorse 
a state senator who has sponsor- 
ed our bills and carried them 
through, a State senator with an 
85 percent record, then it's a 
grave injustice.”

spring and has since derided 
Connolly for his suggestion that 
the state head count be 
eliminated in the future. 

State rep William Galvin of 
Brighton, an expert on census 
matters and a close friend of 
Boston census director 
McElligott, maintains that “Con- 
nolly is preoccupied by Dee 
Cochran. He is terribly sensitive 
about even appearing open to 
any. accusation of political in- 
volvement.” And state rep 
Thomas Finneran of Dorchester 
believes Connolly is vulnerable 
to criticism over census problems 
across the state: “It’s not just 
Boston — he’s fucked every- 
where up,” Finneran says, adding 
that Connolly is trving to play to 
the suburban vote by consciously 
setting himself against “the Bos- 
ton pols.” 

Meehan says the idea that 
Connolly “is plaving politics be- 
cause of an obscure Republican 
politician is ridiculous,” adding 
that “in terms of political press 
ures, Opposing the Boston legis- 
lative delegation certainly — re- 
quires more courage and more 
conviction than worrving about 
whatever Deborah Cochran 
says.” Still, it has obviously not 
hurt Connolly to appear 
courageous in the face of strong 
legislative opposition as he runs 
for re-election — especially be- 
cause the office he occupies has 
so few visible duties other than 
supervising the census. 

And in the final analysis, re- 
elections are what this dispute is 
all about. Even though each side 
steadfastly insists that it is fight 
ing the census battle to defend a 
principle, the most practical con 
sideration for any politician: is 
how population. numbers will 
eventually translate into votes. 
Local politicians will have to 
worry about the practical con 
siderations of this vear’s census 
for a decade's worth of elections, 
including one in which a mayor 
secking, to bill himself as leader 
of a rejuvenated, rapidly growing 
city could wind up running: tor 
gyovernor, 

The first round of this fight 
may be over — with Connolly a 
clear winner if only because he 
did not wind up a clear loser, and 
with Flynn undamaged because 
he did not get dragged into an 
embarrassing lawsuit against the 
state, 

But the next round cannot be 
put off indefinitely. Sooner or 
later the city is going to have to 
face up to the realities of re- 
districting and all the unpleasant- 
ness that the new census 
numbers will entail for some 
incumbents. Whatever one side 
or the other might want to say 
about them, after all, the 
numbers are not } supposed to

Ukrainian-Americans 
‘struggle to preserve 
their heritage

tis different for the ones who can 

remember the Ukraine, they say. Just 

imagine. You're driving down one of 

those strips that could be anywhere in the 
United States — really anywhere — and you 
start to think about summertime in Galicia: 
about nightingales and black soil and places 
you'll never see again. For you it is the loss of 
rural village life that matters most (and that 
makes you different from even some of your 
fellow Ukrainians). But there are other things 
that make America seem alien. You're 
watching television (how you adjusted to this 
habit, you’ll never know), and the situation 
comedies just don’t make sense to you. 
Why do all these characters run around and 
yell? They don’t seem funny so much as 
ridiculous: a bit loud, not well brought up. It 
makes you wish that you could return toa 
place where people understand you — speak 
your language, relate to your politics, go to 
your church. But this is the sadness that 
you share with other Ukrainian immigrants, 
and with displaced people everywhere: 
not only that you haven’t gone back, but 
that you can’t. Maybe your son, your 
granddaughter; not you. 

For the generation born here or in Western 

Europe, it is not quite so poignant. There is

For four years, the Old West 
Organ Society has presented 
one of the few classical-music 
summer series in the area.

Enough with the baguettes, 
already! There are other 
approaches to summer 
sandwiches. One of the most 
delectable and soul-satisfying 
is the silken-textured challah, 
pale yellow inside and 
burnished brown outside, from 
Freedman’s Bakery in 
Washington Square, Brookline. 

Challah, the light, eggy, 
braided loaf traditionally 
served during the Jewish 
sabbath, can be purchased in 
many Brookline bakeries. But 
as with bagels, it’s more than 
the shape that makes the 
bread.

A group of Colorado businessmen have proposed a plan to 
build a 200-mile four-lane private highway. The toll road would 
connect the cities of Fort Collins and Pueblo. Because the road 
would be paid for with private funds, it would be exempt from 
the federal 55-mph speed limit. An 1883 state law gives private 
investors the power of eminent domain to build a road in some 
cases, but there is a problem of liability. Whereas the 
government is immune from lawsuits stemming from accidents 
on the roads, private road owners are not.

The Bureau of the Census reported that the median assets of 
black households are only $3397 compared with white median 
assets of $39,135. These assets do not include cash on hand, 
pension equity, jewelry, or household goods. This “asset gap” is 
believed to be a product of low incomes, inferior housing, and 
female-headed households.

More than 50 percent of New Jersey's AIDS victims are IV 
drug users. Attempting to reduce the spread of AIDS, New Jersey 
health officials have proposed adopting a needle-exchange 
program in which certified addicts could trade old used needles 
for new clean ones. Similar programs are already in progress in 
Amsterdam and Sydney, Australia. In order to participate in the 
program, users would first have to submit to urinalysis drug 
testing to confirm their addiction . . . The Washington Legal 
Foundation, a conservative public-interest law center, has filed a 
petition that would require the Justice Department to begin a 
mandatory drug-testing program on its employees. Findings 
from the Office of Personnel Management show drug problems 
among not only Justice Department employees but other 
government-agency employees as well. Current statistics 
underestimate the drug problem because they are based only on 
government employees who admitted they had problems. In 
1984, out of 55,000 Justice Department employees, .04 percent 
came forward with drug problems whereas .48 percent said they 
had alcohol problems. The highest percentage of problems were 
found in the State Department, where .10 percent of the workers 
claimed to have drug problems and 1.97 percent sought 
counseling for alcohol-abuse problems . .. Aware, a home drug- 
testing kit, will be available in stores within a few weeks. The kit, 
which costs $24.95, includes a urine-specimen bottle, a mailing 
tube, and a lab test. Aware is being marketed toward parents of 
teenagers who are concerned that their children may be taking 
drugs. The specimens are sent to a lab to be tested for marijuana, 
cocaine, amphetamines, Valium, Librium, barbiturates, and PCP. 
Senders can expect to receive results two weeks later.

acute sense of suffering,”’ but it 
is tempered by enough self 
consciousness and distance to be 
leavened by a sense of humor 
Yet there are problems for even 
the best assimilated. There are 
the children, who are ‘hardly 
aware of living in two different 
cultures, innocently using 
Ukrainian words that bewilder 
their American friends. And 
there are the older ones, who, 
though aware of the two worlds 
they straddle, feel they must 
keep Ukrainian culture a private 
and purely familial thing. 

None of this would seem to 
make Ukrainians startlingly 
different from other ethnic 
minorities in the United States. 
What does distinguish them from 
the others, however, is their 
anonymity: the fact that their 
country is not known to many 
Americans, their culture 
obscured by misunderstanding, 
and their history partially erased 
by politics. The issue of 
anonymity came sharply to the 
fore when, several months ago, a 
Ukrainian sailor jumped from 
the deck of a Soviet ship in New 
Orleans; the largely sympathetic 
press offended thousands of 
Ukrainian immigrants by 
referring to the sailor as 
“Russian.” The same painful 
mistake has been heard — a little 
less often — in reports about the 
nuclear-reactor accident in 
Chernobyl, near Kiev, in the 
Ukraine. (It appeared rather 
glaringly, however, on the cover 
of U.S. News and World Report, 
which proclaimed, NIGHTMARE 
IN RUSSIA.) The fact that 
Ukrainians have come to expect 
such mistakes demonstrates the 
external success of the Soviet 
“Russification” of the 
independent republics, of 


denying them their cultural as 
well as their political 
independence. And when 
Ukrainians try to disseminate 
information about what they 
regard as the most significant 
event in their modern history — 
the Ukrainian famine of 1932 and 
1933, fatal to as many as eight 
million people — they are met 
with the suspicious question “If it 
happened, why haven't I heard 
of it?’ 

This is what makes cultural 
identity such a sensitive issue to 
Ukrainian-Americans. Their 
efforts to defend and preserve 
their heritage are inevitably 
mixed up in politics and 
frequently interpreted by liberals 
as reactionary Soviet-bashing. 
This perception is not 
ameliorated by the fact that most 
of the attention paid to Ukrainian 
concerns comes from 
conservative magazines such as 
the National Review. “It’s very 
frustrating,” says Andrey 
Harasymiak, a Ukrainian and a 
senior at Harvard, “especially in 
Boston, where there is a more 
liberal population, to see 
Ukrainian history identified with 
certain publications which 
people automatically discredit. 

It really:is not a conservative- 
versus-liberal issue. Rather, it is a 
matter of cultural survival, a 
matter of maintaining not only 
nationhood but selfhood as 
well.” 

* * * 

Think of the famine as a 
Ukrainian-American would: a 
familiar piece of history, a 
memory shared by friends, and 
source of the stories grandmother 
told, somehow made contraband 
—a recollection not allowed in 
the home country and not 
welcome in the host country. But. 
despite resistance virtually 
everywhere, memory of the 
famine remains vivid. Ukrainian- 


Americans are well versed in the 
political events that led up to it 
and the horrors that accompanied 
it. They remember that it was 
really only the cruelest of the 
incessant attempts by the Austro 
Hungarian, Polish, and Russian 
governments (each of which had 
occupied parts of the Ukraine at 
different times since the early 
19th century) to crush the 
independent expression of the 
Ukrainians. 

Eyewitnesses — such as 
Ukrainian writer Miron Dolot, 
who now lives in the West — say 
that despite more than 10 years of 
mounting arrests of dissidents 
and the forced collectivization of 
much of the fertile Ukrainian 
farmland from Lviv to the Black 
Sea, by 1932 the Soviet policy of 
“Russification” had still not 
succeeded, the will of the farmers 
had not.yet been broken. In his 
book Execution by Hunger, Dolot 
writes: ‘They resisted 
collectivization efforts by flatly 
refusing to join the collective 
farms, by wrecking the 
machinery, by slaughtering their 
cattle and horses, by killing 
Communist officials and burning 
down collective farm buildings, 
and by fleeing from their villages 
to the cities in desperation.” 

The Soviet response was 
simple but effective: the 
government exacted higher and 
higher grain and food levies from 
farmers until families were forced 
to leave their homes and beg. 
The strategy quickly brought 
about its intended result: 
widespread famine. Even farmers 
who earlier had been forced into 
the collectives were given 
inadequate rations in exchange 
for their labor. Those who 
survived did so by hiding food 
from the patrols in charge of 
maintaining the Soviet quotas. 

Some older Ukrainian- 
Americans can still recall the

burial carts, the dead bodies on 
~roads where victims of hunger 

had collapsed, and the emaciated 
peasant families digging up roots 
and eating leaves by riverbanks. 
The censuses taken before and 
after the famine years show that, 
all told, between six and eight 
million Ukrainians had died. 

During the famine years, few 
Soviet Urkainians were able to 
cross into the western, Polish 
Ukraine to tell about the 
devastation. And though there 
were some reports, almosta 
decade passed before the full 
story reached outside ears. 

It was.World War II and its 
attendant confusion — shifting 


geographical boundaries and 
battlefields, and the postwar 
mayhem in Europe — that 
allowed the most recent major 
influx of Ukrainians to the United 
States. Alex Kuzma, a second- 
generation Ukrainian-American 
who lives in Jamaica Plain, recalls 
the stories his grandmother told 
him about her experiences in the 
wartime Ukraine. Once, he says, 
she was forced to put up Soviet 
soldiers on one night and Nazis 
on the next, as the front engulfed 
and then passed by her home. 
Later she sheltered a Jewish 
family, while Nazi officers stayed 
just a few houses away. Kuzma, a 
Northeastern University law 











student who has worked 
extensively for human-rights 
organizations, says, “It was very 
much like the situation you have 
in El Salvador now — you have 
to get out. My family moved first 
into the mountains, then to 
Czechoslovakia.” After spending 
several years in a refugee camp in 
Germany, in 1944 the family 
came to the established 
Ukrainian community in 
Hartford, Connecticut. 

The famine and war have left 
indelible marks on the 
consciousness of most Ukrainian- 
Americans and still reverberate in 
their contemporary concerns, the 
most pressing of which is the 
human rights of their fellow 
countrymen in the Ukraine — 
one of 15 Soviet republics. Today 
official Soviet policy is to break 
down the linguistic and cultural 
differences rooted in the 
Ukraine's thousand years of 
independent history. Half of 
Soviet political prisoners are 
Ukrainians, the Ukrainian 
churches — the Orthodox church 
and the Catholic church — have 
been forcibly amalgamated with 
the Russian Orthodox Church, 
and Ukrainian place names have 
been supplanted by Russian ones 
on official maps. 

In many ways it is easier to be a 
Ukrainian in America than in the 
Ukraine. 

*” *” * 

A week and a half after the 
startling news of the Chernobyl 
meltdown first broke, the 
Massachusetts House adopted a 
resolution to recognize the 
Ukrainian famine formally on the 
day of an official state 
remembrance of 20th-century 
genocide. The sudden attention 
focused on the Ukraine was 
foreshadowed by an article in the 
April 11 issue of the National 
Review on the lack of recognition 
of the famine in American 
scholarship and the media, and 
the difficulty of getting a 
documentary on the famine — 
produced for the Toronto-based 
Ukrainian Famine Research 
committee and entitled Harvest 
of Despair — shown on public 
television. 

The article was written by 
Peter Paluch, a member of 
Harvard's Ukrainian Studies 
Fund (USF), the fundraising arm 
of the Harvard Ukrainian 
Research Institute (HURI), in 
Cambridge. It brought a flood of 
calls and letters to Marta Baziuk, 
the information officer for those 
sister organizations. Says Baziuk: 
“We got letters from people who 
just read the National Review 
and said ‘] never knew this. This 
is incredible. Send me more 
information about the famine.’ 
And we heard from Ukrainians. | 
think for them it was important 
just to see the whole issue put 
very concisely in the American 
press.” 

For Baziuk, 25, and other 
Ukrainians of her generation 
who were born here, it takes a 
daily balancing act to succeed in 
America while remaining faithful 
to Ukrainian culture. Whereas 
Baziuk’s Ukrainian father — who 
came over after World War II — 
has often felt like an outsider, 
Baziuk more often feels 
comfortable in both cultures: in a 
sense, she and her peers have a 
dual cultural identity. 

Andrey Harasymiak, the son of 
post-World War II immigrants, 
states succinctly the origins of 
this dual identity. “My parents 
never raised me to have a 
separatist notion, the attitude of 
‘We are here to preserve 
ourselves, so don’t mingle.’ Their 
attitude could be summed up 
better as ‘We're probably never 
going to go back. We're 
preserving the language and the 
culture because it’s our duty to do 
this, but from now on we're 
American. The best you can do is 
to go out into the community and 
be successful and in time let 
people know where you come 
from, what language you 
speak.’ ” 














For Olga Andriewsky, a 
Harvard graduate student 
affiliated with HURI, the 
contemporary dilemma of 


Ukrainian-Americans is strongly 


grounded in history. Even her 
use of “we,” now meaning 
Americans, now meaning 
Ukrainians, shows her tendency 
to identify with both cultures. “1 


think if you grow up Ukrainian in 
the United States, you still have a 


sense of history and the 
complexity of historical events 
that I think most Americans lack 
because the American historical 
experience has been so positive. 
We [Americans] have this myth 
that things are so much better 
now, whereas if you grow up 
Ukrainian you become 
immediately aware of a very 
different national history.” 

Some of these first-generation 
Ukrainian-Americans learned 
English as their first language, 
but still more learned it as their 
second, though quite early. Most 
can hardly remember any more 
of a language barrier than the 
giddy mistakes of a bilingual 
youth. But things are quite 
different for the parents of these 
American-raised Ukrainians. 
Says Bohdan Tarnawsky, a

Church, in Jamaica Plain, and 
director of USF: “I never have 
regarded myself as an American. 
I was always a refugee. 
Displaced. I was too old. When | 
came in touch with English, it 
wasn’t in kindergarten, it was 
much later. | remember in Great 
Britain, when we would speak 
Ukrainian to our children in 
company, we were pressed: ‘Why 
don’t you teach them to speak 
English, like you do?’ And we 
had a very good answer: ‘Because 
we don’t want to teach them 
broken English.’ ” 

The story carries with it a 
bittersweet humor born of the 
pain of being caught between 
two cultures. And the gap 
between the generation that today 
studies Ukrainian in college and 
the one that learned English from 
phrase-books can be a source of 
mild tension. For one thing, not all 
members of the first American 
generation are fluent in their 
parents’ language. According to 
Harasymiak, “It is very difficult for 
the older people to make the 
transition to accepting people who 
don’t speak the language as still 
being Ukrainian because they feel 
that somehow there’s something 
missing.” 

Speaking the language,

however, is not enough to keep 
the peace. Says Andriewsky to 
her colleagues over lunch: 


“There's another crucial pressure * 


besides learning the language, 
which is to marry another 
Ukrainian.” “You wouldn't say 
so, would you, Deacon?” Baziuk 


says to Deacon Tarnawsky, who, 


she says, is a notorious 

matchmaker. He only smiles. 
George Mihaychuk, who 

directs the publications 


department at HURI, nods. ‘But | 
don’t think it’s any different from 


other ethnic groups,” he says. 
“When I look at Italians, for 
instance, it’s the same thing. You 
know, ‘So-and-so is home from 
school on vacation. Why don’t 
you take her out?’ ” 

“Yes, but the way it’s done!’ 
says Andriewsky. “Parents used 
to boycott the marriages of 
children who weren't marrying 
Ukrainians.” 

“It’s really true,” admits 
Mihaychuk. “But that was in the 
late ‘50s.” 

“Sixties,” says Andriewsky 

“Seventies — and even now,” 
Harasymiak adds, and everyone 
laughs.

The values that Ukrainian

esterday, my friend in- 
Y forms me, was a particu- 

larly good sampling day. 
The brownie store had fudge-nut 
morsels, the cheese shop had 
crackers and dip, the juice bar 
offered tiny cups of fruit-flavored 
drinks, the new boutique hyped 
its muffins through muffin 
crumbs, and the bakery, that 
most dependable bakery, had its 
counter top lined with aluminum 
bread pans overflowing with 
walnut-square tidbits. ‘How 
about the bars?” I ask. “Anything 
special at the bars?” “That, my 
friend reminds me with a hint of 
disdain, “is not my turf.” My 
friend, you see, is a sample pur- 
ist. 

Sample purists are people who 
eat only samples placed out in the 
open, free for the taking, with 
absolutely no strings attached. 
They will not take samples from 
the ladies at the supermarket; 
they will not ask for samples at 
the ice-cream parlors where sam- 
ples are available; and they will 
never take samples of things that 
are not samples, like the grapes in 
the grocery store, the carob- 
coated candies in the super- 
market bins, or the free snacks at 
bars (unless, of course, they buy a 
drink). 

I, on the other hand, am a pure 
sampler. Anything that can be 
sampled will be sampled, includ- 
ing things that shouldn't be 
sampled. I will sample the but- 
terscotch chips if they spill from 
ripped bags on store shelves; I 
will sample maraschino cherries 
or orange slices displayed on 
counter tops; I will be the one 
friendly soul to sample horse- 
meat kabobs from the vendors 
on street corners. And in all the 
years I’ve been stopping off to 
sample a quick snack at a local 
bar on my way home from work, 
I've never gotten around to 
buying a drink. My friend's 
sampling etiquette does not con- 
done these practices. But then, 
neither do my own rules of 
sampling behavior endorse hers. 
For each variety of samplers — 
purists and the pure included — 
has various subsets, such as the 
polite, the guilty, the dramatic, 
and the entitled. (Among those 
who do not sample you find the

shy and the disgusted.) While I 
tend toward the dramatic, with a 
touch of guilt, my friend feels 
aggressively entitled, perhaps 
because, in her case, she is. 
Nonetheless, since an entitled 
sampler is to a dramatic sampler 
what a rector is to a rogue, my 
friend poses a threat to my 
sampling sensibilities. 

To begin with, she never 
breaks stride. Walking home 
together, on our sampling route, 
my friend dons her glasses as | 
take mine off. Her objective is to 
note, well in advance, which 
samples are available where, 
mine is to see nothing clearly so 
that, in turn, no one will see me. 
If she’s carrying her briefcase she 
shifts it to the inside hand, and if 
it’s winter, she doffs her gloves. 
Thus readied for the snatch, she 
marches up to the sampler plat- 
ters, reaches, grabs one, two, 
three, and keeps on going. If 
customers, busy buying some- 
thing, happen to be standing in 
her way, she bluntly asks to be 
excused. Sometimes, when she 
can’t distinguish between what's 
free and what's not, she asks 
boldly, “Is this a sample?” More 
often, though, she simply takes a 
chance, reaching over to the far 
side of the counter and dipping 
her hand into a box near the 
scale. By the time startled sales- 
people whip the stuff away, my 
friend’s fingers are busy with 
another store’s crumb treats. 

I can’t abide such haste or 
rudeness. Like most samplers, | 
understand that a cost-free item 
is a calorie-free item. (“I never 
buy,” my friend explains. “In- 
vesting lends the item sub- 
stance.”) On the basis of similar 
reasoning, few bona fide 
samplers are disappointed by a 
zero-sample day since it’s the 
thrill of discovery that con- 
tributes to a product's weightless- 
ness. A regular, or every-day, 
sample becomes an expectation, 
and expectations matter; samples 
don’t. Nonetheless, while I place 
great stock in the insignificance 
of a morsel (what better way to 
justify my behavior?), I’ve always 
believed there’s an art to securing 
bits of food. I first acquired this 
notion years ago while engaged 
in harassing ants.

I was four when I became 
mesmerized by the pace at which 
these tiny creatures scuttled in 
and around the ant holes along 
our driveway, overshadowed — 
in contrast, at least — by giant 
loads of food on their backs. To 
think their lives depended upon 
tidbits I has to squint to see. I 
passed my days setting obstacles 
in their path — twigs here, stones 
there. Sometimes I even stepped 
on them. Those that managed to 
outwit me (for I ascribed to them 
intelligence) and proceed along 
their way, crumbs intact, earned 
my grave respect. 

I continued to equate sampling 
with savvy as I gradually evolved 
what I considered to be my own 
highly ingenious schemes for 
gathering foodstuff. Among the 
most successful was my mock 
scavenger hunt, whereby I or- 
ganized my sisters and friends 
into a team equipped with a list of 
items to collect from all our 
neighbors. Breathless, pretending 
to compete with other urgent 
teams gathering similar items, 
we'd arrive at each house carry- 
ing empty bags. “Hello,” I'd cry, 
frantically reading from my 
paper. “Do you have nine paper 
clips, four rubber bands, two 
toothpicks, six Baggies, one old 
shoelace, 12 pieces of chocolate- 
covered caramel, a rubber pick 
from a toothbrush, and a piece of 
coat hanger?” If I ever sensed a 
problem I simply consulted my 
list more closely — “If you don’t 
have the paper clips, it says, we 
can substitute staples. And, if you 
don’t have the caramels, then 
peanut brittle, Oreo cookies, 
gumdrops — or anything else 
that’s sweet — will do.” 

Recently I learned that my 
talent in this area actually runs 
through my maternal genes. For 
when it comes to the art of 
sampling, my grandmother takes 
the cake. Literally. This I dis- 
covered while lunching with her 
at an all-you-can-eat buffet at the 
Beverly Hills Hilton, where, after 
eating all we could stomach, she 
proceeded to wrap 12 pieces of 
pastry in several fancy cloth 
napkins. Depositing them in her 
purse — “Well, it’s all-you-can- 
eat,” she explained, “and in a 
little while I'll certainly be able to 





eat more” — she shut the clasp 
and exited with grace. 

Clearly, | am not alone among 
samplers who perform for the 
goods they covet. Dramatic 
samplers, of varying caliber, 
abound. “Watch this one,” says 
Alexander Gray, assistant man- 
ager at Peanut Butter Fantasies, in 
Quincy Market, indicating an 
elderly man approaching the dis- 
play case filled with peanut- 
butter concoctions. Slowly the 
man examines each option, paus- 
ing at the chocolate-covered 
peanut balls, thoughtfully plac- 
ing index finger on temple. He 
shakes his head, thinks to 
himself, and shifts his gaze to the 
peanut-butter-and-banana sand- 
wich. He pauses again, steps back 
for some reflecting perspective, 
and tilts his head toward his 
shoulder. Startled, he notes the 
bins of peanut butter and a glass 
filled with skinny wooden sticks. 
“Oh!”: he exclaims. “May I try?” 
Gray scoops a wad of peanut 
goop onto a stick and hands it to 
him. The man sucks carefully, 
licks once, twice, contemplates 
some more. He is about to say 
something when, suddenly, jaw 
falls slack, hand flies to cheek, 
eyes cloud with pain. “Oooh, 
cavity,” he moans, cradling his 
face and rocking back and forth, 
back and forth, while slowly 
shuffling away. “He'll be back,” 
says Gray. “Same time. Same act. 
You'd think he’d vary it a bit.” 

You’d think. But then, such 
samplers are not performing for 
the audience; they're playing for 
themselves, according to some 
internal code of etiquette. It's 
rude to simply take, irresistible 
not to. Over the years my own 
routine has become about as stale 
as many of the goods I sample, a 
fact that was brought to my 
attention several months ago at 
my favorite bakery shop. Sidling, 
as usual, alongside the counter, 
pursing my lips in deliberation 
while surreptitiously eyeing 
some coconut macaroon crumbs 
set out in a dish, I began, also as 
usual, to ask an apparently new 
salesman what was fresh that 
day. “Everything,” came the rou- 
tine reply. “We make everything 
here.” “And these?” I indicated 
the sample tray. “Are these worth 




















trying?” “Suit yourself,” he 
shrugged. “Why, thank you,” 
said I. And just as I was reaching 
for a sticky crumb or three, two 
other salespeople, busy with cus- 
tomers in the shop, paused sud- 
denly: “That's her!” they yelled 
to the new salesman. “The sam- 
ple lady. You know, the one we 
were telling you about.” For a 
moment I felt incapable of con- 
tinuing my act, which concludes 
with an anguished search for a 
suddenly nowhere-to-be-found 
wallet. But in the nick of time | 
recalled my father’s invaluable 
advice, which has something to 
do with getting right back on the 
horse when you've fallen if you 
plan to continue riding. Certainly 
I expected to be back for more 
samples. 

My father would not ap- 
preciate his role in this sort of 
recovery, since he qualifies as 
nothing less than a disgusted 
nonsampler. He samples nothing 
because he doesn’t know where 
the stuff comes from. Because he 
doesn’t know what it’s been 
through or who’s touched it. 
Because he doesn’t like germs. 
“Well, who the hell does?” 
counters my friend, the purist. 
“Certainly, every sampler should 
be concerned about what hands 
have pawed through the food 
and how many others who take it 
have, like me, just licked their 
fingers from a previous sample. 
But hell, you only live once, and 
sometimes you've got to take 
certain risks.” 

For the most part, storekeepers 
insist there is nothing to fear from 
their samples. Mrs. Fields, for 
instance, instructs her employees 
to throw out all cookies that fall 
on the floor. Samples are cut only 
from goods worth selling. Other 
shops are more practically mind- 
ed. Slightly overcooked items, 
cakes customers order and fail to 
pick up, day-old food — all these 
remnants make for popular free- 
bies at many stores. Actually, 
there is no such thing as an 
unpopular sample, since most 
samplers, by nature, don’t ques- 
tion what they eat. (What you 
don’t know doesn’t count doesn’t 
have calories.) Phil Nightingale, 
manager of Paul W. Marks, in 
Boston, says it took him about a 
week to realize that this ex- 
plained why his samples and 
sales never seemed to correlate. 
“Someone comes by, takes a 
handful of my cheese samples, 
starts to walk away. ‘Hey,’ I say, 
‘would you like to know what 
you've tried?’ They look around 
like ‘Who? Me?’ I mean, they 
think I’ve got to be kidding.” 
Eventually Nightingale decided 
to capitalize on such irritating 
nonchalance. When Sipity yogurt 
failed commercially and the 
manufacturer discontinued the 
brand, Nightingale gave away his 
stocked caseloads. “There's a law 
that says you can’t sell after the 
expiration date,” he grins slyly. 
“But no one says you can’t give 
the stuff away.” 

Polite samplers are a shop- 
keeper's dream. All other 
samplers appreciate them as well, 
since this relatively benign breed 
ensures the ongoing flow of 
samples while presenting little 
competition. Polite samplers are 
discriminating samplers. They do 
not sample what they don’t like, 
and they will take only one of 
what they do like or have never 
tasted. Judy Rosenberg, who 
owns Rosie’s in Cambridge and 
Chestnut Hill, sees a direct cor- 
relation between polite samplers 
and sales. “Once they taste the 
sample, they'll appreciate why it 
costs what it does,” she says. “Or 
if something isn’t selling because 
it doesn’t look as good as it tastes, 
I'll cut it up for sampling. Then 
they [the polite samplers] often 
buy.” 

Guilty samplers, unlike the 
entitled and dramatic ones, have 
also been known to buy some- 
times. But only when they get 
caught. Guilty samplers don’t 
think it’s right to sample, even 
when they’re offered a sample.

Tarnished jewels 


The South End’s ornamental parks 


oston is often described as a 
B “grande dame” of a city, and the 

description is apt enough if you 
consider its age and wealth of illustrious 
memories. But she’s an old Yank, too, 
and the Protestant reserve characteristic 
of that bloodline finds itself expressed in 
the town’s taste in architecture and 
ornament. The former glories of the 
Victorian South End lie in the district 
beyond the Back Bay and Park Square, 
like the frayed train of an understated 
ball gown. Positioned with an 
unexpected lack of fussiness, the South 
End’s little vest-pocket oval parks 
brighter the area’s faded brick like 
emerald brooches set among discreet, 
cast-iron garden fences. Differing from 
the huge, exuberant Frederick Law 
Olmsted’s Emerald Necklace — the 
metropolitan system of later parkland 
that rings the city — the Civil war-era 
green spaces surviving in the South End 
are quaintly urban, while the leaves of 
the remaining elms murmur about a 
vanished way of life more genteel than 
the great Olmsted’s romantic, rambling

Arcadia. Like dusky jewels on the breast 
of the country’s largest extant Victorian 
development, Union Park, Worcester 
Square, and their four companion pieces 
draw the eye to the surrounding fabric of 
imposing houses built to accommodate 
Boston’s burgeoning mid-19th-century 
middle class. And it’s only by strolling 
the shaded curves of these delightful, 
nearly secret streets that the typically 
Victorian damask of a famed but 
forgotten Boston can be studied in the 
sudden flourishes of sandstone window 
lintels, the sturdy lace of iron banisters 
tumbling down from lofty doorways, 
arabesques, rosettes, and grotesques of 
wood and stone peering from the 
shadowy ivy. 

These are city streets, make no 
mistake. If a ghostly horse and carriage 
shouid take a fancy to revisit their old 
haunts, a fantastic talent for passing 
through solid matter would prove not 
only handy, but essential, owing to 
today’s Toyotas and Civics crushing the 
curbs. More than one of the picture- 
pretty parks have been marred by

slapdash urban renewal, function-over- 
form renovations, and the heavy hand of 
a hundred years of working-class labor. 
Under a carved head of a god 
surmounting a towering, ornate entry, 
the inquiring eye can find a 1940s 
luncheonette or a mom-and-pop grocery 
store with neon beer signs leering 
through security grates. Rust and car 
accidents have bitten away at iron fences; 
rain and pollution have dissolved 
vulnerable sandstone details. But these 
days, it all adds up to something more 
than the parks and their faithful clans of 
houses probably ever enjoyed when 
new, because there’s a shabby magic 
enchanting these special spaces, part and 
parcel with the romance of their decline 
and neglect. In the right light, they have 
the air of haunted ruins. 

Coming suddenly upon Rutland 
Square, for example, if you've never seen 
it before, can be an almost hallucinogenic 
aesthetic experience, as if you were 
Beauty wandering down the hall of 
torches in Jean Cocteau’s dreamy film 
Beauty and the Beast. | know this from 


my own memories of the square back in 
my college days, and I wish anyone 
interested in exploring the jade ellipses of 
the South End could step back in time — 
only a few years — in order to replicate 
my own stumbling upon narrow Rutland 
Square after a torrential summer 
thundershower. Then the late afternoon 
sunlight fluttered through the elegant 
open arms of the elms overhanging the 
rain-lacquered sidewalks and eaves of 
both sides of the lane. But the elms are 
gone now, casualties of Dutch elm 
disease, while newer, hardier saplings 
aspire to their noble predecessors’ 
heights. 2. 

Knowing this unique family of 
Victorian parks takes some time, and it’s 
not done well trying a continuous 
walking tour. Rather, plan to discover 
them the way I did, over time, knowing 
roughly where each one is located — 
stumbling on them on your way toa 
Cyclorama antiques fair or for dinner in 
one of the new Yuppie eating places that 
are replacing the World War II-era greasy 
spoons. Night and day are equally 
atmospheric in these pockets of the past, 
though a day visit better illuminates the 
details of some of the buildings. 
Nighttime, especially in Union Park, with 
its antique streetlamps, can feel like a 
stroll through a Dickens story — or a 
Victorian “thriller,” if you roam through 
the rougher neighborhoods of nocturnal 
Worcester Square and Chester Park, both 
but a siren’s cry from Boston City 
Hospital. 

Still, | don’t mean to discourage 
anyone from visiting the parks, night or 
day, because the sort of social twilight 
that distinguishes today’s South end also 
heightens one’s appreciation of what 





these parks and streets were once. These 
green spaces have breathed life into this 
part of the city with their grass, leaves, 
and in some cases, plantings and shy, 
tiny fountains. Their graceful rounds, 
intended to relieve the rowhouse grids of 
the old Victorian street plan, embraced 
the old Victorians in their heyday, and 
now, the new Victorian Yuppie gentry, 
Hispanic Americans, generations of 
black people, and the homeless women 
and men of the nearby shelters. 

Neglect of maintenance, however, has 
already caused too much damage to 
these parks. Worcester Square has lost 
one or more of the stately brownstones 
on its Washington Street approach. On 
the opposite curb, the immense Allen 
mansion sits boarded up by the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA) like a 
sleeping brown hen, losing its feathers 
and stone filigree. A companion to the 
gargoyle at the house above Central 
Lunch at Union Park’s Tremont Street 
terminus has also disappeared, and it’s 
been replaced by a faceless blob of 
concrete that shores up the parlor 
windowsill. Besides the beautiful, lately 
departed elms at Rutland Square, most of 
the green space of Chester Park has been 
paved away to turn Massachusetts 
Avenue, which up until the early ‘50s 
diverged and lilted along briefly with the 
park’s curves before continuing its dash 
past City Hospital in Dorchester, into 
more of a direct route. Most city dwellers 
don't even know that the tow half-moon 
“gardens” of replacement trees and dust- 
beaten grass were ever a continuous 
whole with a name of its own, or that a 
delicate, three-tiered fountain graced a 
placid pool at the center of a spiderweb 
of paths. The fountains that do survive 
rely on public donations — Union Park’s 
residents pay to keep theirs watered, but 
the fountains of the more-working-class 
Braddock Park and Concord Square are 
silentand dry. Although some parks are 
privately owned and locked by the 
residents, all the parks come under the 
upkeep responsibilities of the 
Department of Public Works. Neighbors 
have a say and a hand, though, in the 
planning and maintenance, in some 
cases with unfortunate results, as in the 
case of Braddock Park’s unsightly recent 
refurbishment with its hodgepodge of 
decorative elements. 

Still, on the whole, the South End was 
only briefly, if ever, truly pristine. (Due 
to the district's lately revived popularity, 
research is now being done in the area’s 
history, but little is actually written and 
what studies there are are difficult to get 
hold of.) Laid out by city engineers and 
built by private speculators around 1850, 
the new South End came about because 
the downtown Boston business district 
expanded on the scant area of the city’s 
clubfooted peninsula, forcing the 
demolition of downtown residences (like 
Bulfinch's magnificent precursor to the 


plit personality: Mass Ave’s Chester Square 


Victorian Ovals, the Tontine Crescent), 
taking over the spaces occupied by 
Beacon Hill's few remaining free- 
standing homes, and crawling down the 
notorious, ever-flooded “Neck” toward 
Roxbury. Since the time of the 
Revolution, a'sea wall had been secured 
that made available the dry lands the 
South End was built over. And the Back 
Bay had yet to become filled land. 

Although designed along the lines of 
the English resort city of Bath, and the 
better parts of London at the time, the 
South End suffered troubles that are still 
being evaluated and debated today. 
Whether it was the result of financial 
panic, or changing tastes, the area was 
doomed as a fashionable address and the 
“right” people never really made the 
move in great numbers, though there 
was some testing of the waters of 
propriety when food magnate S.S. Pierce 
and several Boston mayors relocated 
early to Union Park. The Deacon family, 
Midwesterners with money, but not true 
society, you understand, constructed a 
flamboyant house in the French style 
that drew the Brahmin “A” list into the 
neighborhood, if only to visit and revel at 
sumptuous galas. But the Deacons soon 
abandoned the South End for Europe. 

Perhaps John P. Marquand, in his 
famous passage in The Late George 
Apley, imagines in the best Brahmin 
fashion why the South End went wrong 
when he has Apley explain to his 
children why his own father moved from 
the area: ‘Thunderation’, father said, 
‘there is a man in his shirtsleeves on 
those steps.’ The next day he sold his 
house for what'he had paid for it and we 
moved to Beacon Street.” 


Beacon Street, it should be 
remembered, grew into the more 
individualistic architecture of the up- 
and-coming Back Bay. But who can argue 
with Brahmin logic? The more piecemeal 
development of what was once a stinking 
salt marsh lent itself to a growing 
ostentation among the robber baron 
class, and the Back Bay became the field 
they writ large upon. But the writing on 
the wall was there for the Victorian 
South End. Bad timing, bad taste, or bad- 
mannered newcomers — it doesn’t much 
matter now. What we have east of the 
new Orange Line are the remains of a 
uniform body of fine buildings that were 
cut into cheap rooms, rented as flats and 
sold as working-class housing, before the 
mortar was dry on some of them. And 
the miniature parks went down with 
their streets. But like the rest of what 
prevails of this ambitious construction 
project, the oval Victorian parks took 
their beauty with them when they went 
out of fashion, hugging it to themselves 
for anyone who wanted to notice. We can 
be thankful that they continued to be 
occupied — by whatever class — for all 
they offer us after more than a century. 

There’s an odd observation about the 
South End in the 1878 Boston Illustrated, 
a sort of visitors’ guidebook: “Only a few 
public places were reserved in this part of 
the city.” If the author had only lived to 
see the recent state of most major 
American cities, I think he’d understand 
what a rich legacy this generous handful 
of small emeralds seems like in 1986. We 
should do more to restore them. 

*. . * 

Union Park was laid out in 1851 and is 

one of the two largest oval parks to 
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survive intact. It’s also the best preserved 
and repaired, with the work of its upkeep 
contributed by the surrounding property 
owners, who retain a long-standing 
claim to private ownership of the green. 
As a result, the actual garden, with its 
huge trees, evergreen shrubs, and 
casually arranged flower beds is off limits 
to the public. But you can amble around 
the perimeter to your heart's content, the 
shade of the sheltering giants lavishing 
their coolness all the way to the widely 
divided sidewalks at either side. 

Balanced in the park stand a matched 
pair of cast-iron fountains shaped and 
petaled like upturned flowers, quaintly 
tilting with age and bearing some chips 
at the rims. Single jets of water climb 
from their throats, washing into shallow 
granite basins. The cast-iron fence is 
largely intact bearing finials reminiscent 
of fleurs-de-lys. The houses are quite tall 
here, and the enclosure reminds one of a 
grotto. Better yet, this is the sort of urban 
space quiet enough for the songbirds to 
be heard singing. 

This is the prettiest of the South End 
parks, with a decidedly feminine 
atmosphere contributed by the play of 
light and shadow through the foliage 
and lacy ironwork. The decorative 
devices over doors and windows are 
typical Victorian gingerbread — the 
wedding-cake fanciness accentuated by 
the occasional whitewashing of delicate 
details. Numbers 44 through 52 display 
some of the most baroque of these 
touches. And as with all the parks, there 
are some intrusions here. At the 
Shawmut Avenue end, there’s a house 
plastered over with brown stucco or

Crowd noise 


At Grill 23 sound is a barrier

he clank and clatter that 
' fill this room suggest one 
of those classic prison 
scenes where plans for the big 
escape pass quickly from man to 
man at lunch while paunchy 
guards tread back and forth just 
out of earshot. THERE’S NO NEED 
TO WHISPER! NO ONE CAN HEAR 
YOU! WE'RE AT GRILL 23 AND IT’S 
VERY LOUD IN HERE! WE GO 
OVER THE WALL AT MIDNIGHT! 
PASS IT ONE! That the swelling 


roar is housed in a swank down- 
town restaurant and bar — and 
occurs among stylish diners 
rather than felons — is just an 
irony we'll have to endure. 

A sumptuous high-ceilinged 
box of a room, Grill 23 & Bar lives 
and dies by its classical sug- 
gestiveness. Fat roseate marble 
columns rise from the hardwood 
floor to a white ceiling decorated 
with recessed panels. (There’s 
enough room up there to moor a 


dirigible.) Lines are simple, forms 
are massive; the austere effect is 
genuinely imposing. A narrow 
bar facing out toward the street 
runs along one end of the room. 
Diners are grouped on a lower 
level and get most of the space — 
every inch of which they ap- 
parently need to generate their 
monumental noise. Seated at the 
bar, with your back to the com- 
motion, you can swivel around 
and glance out over the res- 


taurant patrons and watch the 
white-jacketed waiters bending 
to serve them. Each time you do 
this you'll be amazed. Before you 
turn you'll imagine there are a 
hundred people behind you 
banging their plates and holler- 
ing; in fact, only a handful of 
patrons are installed around the 
room, chatting and smiling and 
behaving like royalty. Where's 


‘the bowling alley? 


When I sit with my Heineken 
at Grill 23, the metallic ring of 
silverware on china and the 
clink-clink of glasses and the 
clamor of pots and pans from the 
tiled kitchen at my back puts me 
in a dreamlike mood. Kitchen 
sounds carry a long way — 
especially in the mountains. 
When conditions are right you 
can hear a spoon clink against a 
saucer a mile off. | used to work 
at a place in Vermont for the 
summer months, and .I always 
found walking behind the 
kitchen after dinner pleasant for 
that reason; the music of 
domesticity — pots, pans, run- 
ning water, and the voices of the 
cooks — would leak through the 
screens out into the yard. 

While I’m remembering the 
cool of the evening air in Ver- 
mont, I’m picking cashews from a 
chalice full of Wheat Chex, 
raisins, and nuts. The bar is 
mostly empty. A middle-aged 
man and woman are becoming 
chummy after several rounds of 
hard stuff. Are they married? | 
think not. They're both wearing 
red pants, and married people 
don’t wear red pants in bars. 
That’s rule number one. Also, 
their drinking has a certain pres- 
sure behind it, as though the 
liquor is required to nudge them 
to the point of love or argument, 
depending. Married people don’t 
mess around that way; single 
people do. 

The woman, who has streaked 
blond hair and heavy mascara, is 
twisted around in her seat. One 
hand is on the man’s thigh. “My 
theory on kissing is the same as 
my theory on sex — that what 
feels good for one will feel good 
for the other,” she remarks. “So 
..-”” There’s a slight pause filled 


by clatter and clank from the 
other side of the room, and then | 
hear smooching sounds. One 
should never waste time in a bar 
that’s so loud a nearby kiss can’t 
be heard. And it's nice to know 
even half-drunk slobs in red 
suede pants get smooched in 
middle age. That being true, we 
can all walk with a springier step. 

I finish off the cashews and 
start on the peanuts. At my back, 
the roar of conversation sounds 
like Niagara Falls. Turning, I see 
eight or 10 people left in the 
restaurant, quietly enjoying after- 
dinner drinks and cigars. Most 
tables are deserted. Rod Serling 
must have been in on the acoustic 
design of this place. Turning back 
toward the bar, I notice the brass 
rail I’m leaning on, which is as 
big around as a softball bat and is 
attached to the bar by rings 
coming from the noses of minia- 
ture gilded lions’ heads. | can’t 
explain it; I just report it. A few 
green-shaded bankers’ lamps dot 
the bar so people can tell the 
peanuts from the cashews. The 
bartender has a nice trick of 
flipping his cocktail shaker 10 
feet in the air, end over end. 
When I glance up to follow its 
motion, | discover a section of the 
Hancock Tower framed by a 
window near the ceiling: it’s a 
ghostly eminence that makes our 
Parthenon feel small. 

After the initial grandeur of a 
room like this wears off, the 
hardness of its skin is a problem. 
The same Greek-temple associa- 
tions that raise the tone of the 
place check its ambition. Grill 23 
aspires to be a luxurious retreat, 
but the nature of luxury in the 
current day is soft, not hard. 
Hardness means utility and clear 
function. Luxury is the padding 
we don’t need. Pews in a Baptist 
church are hard; seats in a 
Cadillac are soft. The great 
American tradition has been to 
gather one’s hard-earned dollars 
and venture out to sample the 
soft life. It’s counterproductive to 
end up in a high-priced bar 
where the reward mimics the 
process — and to sip brandy in a 
chilly, rocky space that resembles

he restaurant world has its 
own rules, though they are 


T seldom typed and posted 


for all to read. One of the rules is, 
never order anything famous, 
particularly in a brand-new res- 
taurant. Charles Sarkis, who 
makes the rules here and at 
Charley’s Eating and Drinking 
Saloons, J.C. Hillary’s, and Joe’s 
American Grill, has decided to 
name his entire restaurant 
famous. Right from day one. My 
tastebuds say that it isn’t famous 
now and isn’t going to be soon. 
But it isn’t infamous either. The 
fish is fresh, and most dishes are 
pretty good. Most of the better 
fish places I’ve tried are more 
expensive, yet the Famous Atlan- 
tic has many civilized touches. 
And, despite the restaurant's in- 
stant fame, its concept has 
enough momentum of its own to 
let you forget you are in a disco- 
style mall. 

It even has pretty good fish 
chowder ($1.50). The key to that 


is a taste of fish broth in the 
overthickened liquid, and a good 
helping of assorted fish bits; 
pepper and onion are for once 
secondary flavors in a fish 
chowder that tastes like fish, thus 
restoring the ancient rule. These 
days it’s easier to find good clam 
chowder than it is to find good 
fish chowder because clam broth 
is more readily available than fish 
broth. Famous Atlantic cam 
chowder ($1.50) can be pretty 
bad, however. I had a cup with 
undercooked potatoes, gross ex- 
cesses of pepper and salt, and no 
distinctive clam flavor. The 
chunks of sea-clam meat were 
nice enough, but would have 
made better soup in a cup of 
weak tea. 

Entrees are mostly broiled or 
grilled and mostly sold by spe- 
cies, about fifteen these days, not 
including the usual suspects, 
such as monkfish, mako shark, 
sea trout, halibut, and sea bass. 
The grilling is good, with only a 


mild taste of the fire coming 
through. Grilled trout with pesto 
($10.95) had an almost-tasteless 
sauce, but the fish was a large 
hatchery trout, nicely done, tasty, 
and easy to bone. Grilled shark 
au citron ($11.95) was a splendid 


mako steak, not overgrilled 
(shark cooks faster than 
swordfish). But the “au citron” 
part consisted of some canned- 
grapefruit sections. Scrape off the 
grapefruit, and you have saved a 
full dollar on the regular grilled 
shark. 

The sauce problem was exposed 


plaintively on a special coldS 


poached salmon ($12.95). It was a

with an elaborate garnish ofS 


grapes, black olives, dilled 
cucumbers, and cantaloupe. But 
no sauce. Not even a canned 
mayonnaise with a few herbs 
whipped in. 

For another dollar, the Famous 
Atlantic will blacken any fish on 
the grill or broil list. My ex- 
perience with blackened tuna 
($12.95 plus $1 for blackening) 
will not encourage you. The 
emerging rule on anything black- 
ened is, Thou Shalt Not. The 
original technique, perfected by 
Paul Prudhomme in New Or- 
leans, uses a glowing hot pan to 
sear the fish quickly on the 
outside, while keeping it moist 
and tender inside. Boston 
restaurants have yet to master 
this technique, and most black- 
ened fish here is burnt outside 
and overdone clear through. That 
was the story with my tuna, 
which was also too peppery. 

The Famous Atlantic has some 
fried entrees. The rule on this is 
that no restaurant that fries fish 
well can serve up decent fried 
pctatoes. The rule stands, though 
this restaurant chooses to go limp 
with the fried clams ($10.95) and 


has outstanding French fries. It’s a 
pity, because the clams are a good 
heap of belly clams, and one can 
always order them with rice pilaf. 

Trimmings are above average 
for a fish house. The French fries 
are superb. So are the boiled 
potatoes, So is the wild rice pilaf, 
which looks about 10-to-one 
against the wild rice, but keeps 
some flavor of the native 
American product. The cole slaw 
is oversweetened, but the table 
condiments are topshelf: Heinz 
ketchup, Pickapeppa sauce, and 
Tabasco. The roll is a hard-crust 
French-bread roll. There’s 
Molson, Heineken, and Watney’s 
on draft. 

I was quite favorably im- 
pressed by the clambake ($14.95). 
The census was a half-chicken 
lobster, a split king-crab leg, 
steamer clams, steamed cher- 
rystones, steamed mussels, 
steamed oysters, a nice piece of 
dense fish (might even have been 
swordfish), and a decently fresh 
ear of corn. They came with broth 
and butter for dipping. 

Shrimp scampi ($10.95) is an 


outstanding serving — 10 large 
shrimp, shelled. The garlic was 
adequate, and the deep bed of 
linguine, though overdone, was 
saved by the garlic. 1 was unim- 
pressed by the crabmeat salad 
Louis ($8.95), though it is made 
from real crabmeat, garnished 
with legs of real king crab. It’s not 
sound when the avocado has 
more flavor than the seafood. 
Dull cherry tomatoes in July are 
unnecessary. 

The Famous Atlantic has a 
good selection of desserts. 
Grapenut pudding ($1.45) is large 
and well layered with real, heavy 
whipped cream. For $2.95 you 
can get the same whipped cream 
on 10 pink strawberries. The hot- 
fudge sundae has excellent 
fudge. The mudcake you know 
from Sarkis’s other restaurants. 

Service is really excellent 
Hardly anybody has the 
Charley’s shuffle — “I’m Bruce, 
and I'll be your waiter tonight” — 
but all the waiters who served us 
really acted like our waiters. They 
relayed questions, switched 
sauces, repoured water (with 
napkins cutely tied around the 
pitcher to prevent drips), and 
smiled at spills by my children. 

The decor is Sarkis’s usual dark 
wood, dark green, brass; glass 
and ye olde saloon artifacts. The 
nautical theme is muddled. The 
pink neon sign has the mouth of 
a salmon. The menu logo is a 
codfish. The stencil in the room 
decor is a bottle-nosed dolphin 
And there is a big tin sculpture of 
a cod or stripped bass. Then there 
are the plastic ducks. It would 
still work if the background 
music were not so mallish: synth- 
pop, jazz fusion, and sanitized 
disco. Also the restaurant is loud. 
Loud makes you jumpy; dark 
makes you calm. It’s confus- 
ing. 0

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The high cost 


of bank services

s it’s been with the break- 
A up of AT&T, it is hard to 

find anyone who has 
benefitted from the growing de- 
regulation of the banking in- 
dustry. Banking itself used to be a 
simple chore — as early as 10 
years ago all banks paid the same 
rates by law, offered the same 
services, and kept pretty much 
the same hours. 

A bank’s location and the type 
of gift you received upon opening 
an account were about the only 
distinguishing characteristics. 
Most people picked the bank 
closest to their work or home and 
transacted their business on pay- 
day. 

Thanks to deregulation, bank- 
ing today is confusing and ex- 
pensive. With skyrocketing 
service fees, for example, you can 
easily spend well over $100 a year 
for a checking account alone — if 
the balance is too low or if you 
leave the account dormant for a 
long time, some banks _ will 
charge your savings account. 
Although federal deposit insur- 
ance will protect your nest egg 
from robbers and embezzlers, 
there is no insurance that can 
stop a bank from charging you 
for the privilege of using your 


money. 
In addition to costing you 
money, deregulation § has 


spawned numerous types of ac- 
counts and services — with stock 
and bond brokers as well as 
banks — all competing for your 
dollars. The simple days of 
checkbooks and passbooks are 
gone. Today you can choose from 
a variety of CDs, CMAs, NOWs, 
IRAs, and MMDAs, all of which 
you can gain access to, of course, 
through an ATM. 

The number and variety of 
services now available can be 
confusing and the confusion has 
its negative effects. For example, 
many consumers pay more than 
they should for financial services: 
some are misled into thinking 
they're getting their money’s 
worth; others are overwhelmed 


by the wealth of possibilities and 
resign themselves to paying for 
services they might have gotten 
at less cost or for free at another 
bank. 

We can’t turn the clock back to 
the simpler days of banking and 
finance, but we can narrow our 
choices and minimize confusion 
by knowing what services to 
avoid. If you know what you 
don’t need, you'll have more time 
to assess the services that may 
have something to offer you. 

In general, you can _ live 
without the services outlined 
below. 

Debit cards. These plastic cards 
look like credit cards and are 
similarly used to pay for 
purchases in stores. Debit cards, 
however, present an added ad- 
vantage: by inserting the card 
into a computerized cash register, 
called a POS (point-of-sale) ter- 
minal, which is hooked up to 
your bank’s computers via tele- 
phone lines, a merchant can 
immediately deduct the price of 
your purchases from your check- 
ing account. If your checking 
account contains less money than 
you need for the purchase, you 
can’t buy the goods. Although 
the merchant pays a percentage 
of the sales income to the bank, 
the consumer usually pays 
nothing for the use of the card. 
The card is easier to carry around 
than cash, and, since you aren’t 
allowed to spend money you 
don’t have in your account, it 
protects you from impulse buy- 
ing. 

However, if you're not a spend- 
thrift and don’t normally shop 
with bulging wads of cash in your 
pocket, the debit card is a bad 
deal, If you buy something on a 
credit card, you have at least a 
month before you have to actu- 
ally pay for the purchase. With 
the debit card, you lose this 
lengthy ‘‘float,” as it’s called in 
the banking industry. Losing this 
float can mean losing money if 
you keep your funds in an 
interest-bearing checking  ac-

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count. You also lose the advan- 
tage of spreading out your pay- 
ments. 

If you don’t like or don’t use 
credit cards, paying by check is 
still superior to paying with a 
debit card. With checks you have 
a float — the time it takes the 
merchant to deposit your check 
and for it to clear through your 
bank — though it’s usually much 
shorter than the credit-card float. 
In addition, canceled checks 
provide the best form of proof 
that you actually spent the 
money you claim to have spent. 
Checks, however, are more costly 
to process than computer blibs, 
which is why banks charge for 
checks and not for debit cards. 

Whether you use a credit card 
or check, you have leverage 
against a merchant in a dispute 
that you don’t have with a debit 
card. If the air conditioner you 
just bought blows up when you 
plug it in, for example, you can 
stop payment on the check or 
refuse to pay the disputed portion 
of your credit-card bill. You may 
be stuck with a lemon, but your 
money is safe. With a debit card 
you're far more vulnerable to 
being treated unfairly, since the 
merchant gets your money right 
away. 

The last problem with debit 
cards is their liability. Under 
federal law, if your debit card is 
lost or stolen, you must notify the 
bank within two days or you will 
be liable for as much as $500. 
With credit cards you're liable 
only for the first $50 of un- 
authorized purchases — regard- 
less: of when you notify the 
credit-card company. 

Cash-management accounts 
(CMAs). Snob appeal is the pri- 
mary attraction of CMAs. These 
accounts usually require a high 
opening balance — $20,000 is 
common — and they're a nifty 
way Of telling the world that one 
is loaded with cash. CMAs are 
offered by brokerage firms, 
which usually charge as much as 
$100 per year for the service. For 


your $100 you get to deposit your 
money in a money-market fund 
and you get a debit card — a 
dubious privilege as you've just 
learned. Even if debit cards were 
more advantageous, banks issue 
them at no cost; and with a 
$20,000 balance, any bank would 
gladly waive its service charges 
on a money-market checking 
account. CMAs truly offer 
nothing for something. 

Even worse, if you have a 
margin (credit) account with the 
brokerage firm where you keep 
your CMA, any money you 
deposit into your CMA will 
automatically go towards paying 
off your loan. An analogy would 
be taking out a car loan at a bank 
and allowing the bank to take all 
the future deposits in your check- 
ing account to pay off the loan. In 
other words, with a CMA you not 
only pay for things that you can 
get for free from a bank, you also 
lose control over how your 
money is invested. CMAs are an 
awful deal. 

US savings bonds. Even the 
federal government has gotten 
into the act of competing for your 
money. It advertises its new, 
higher-yield EE savings bonds as 
a great investment: you can get a 
good return on your money and 
be a patriot at the same time. 

Were it only true. Appeals to 
the public’s ignorance and patri- 
otism notwithstanding, savings 
bonds remain a lousy investment. 
You're guaranteed a 7.5 percent 
annual-interest rate, but onlv if 
you hold the bonds for five vears. 
If you cash them in earlier, the 
interest is sharply lower — as low 
as four percent. If you have at 
least $500 to invest long-term, 
you can buy a certificate of 
deposit (CD). It pays interest 
comparable to a savings bond, 
but you don’t have to tie up your 
money for five years to earn a 
high yield. 

The government likes to stress 
that the interest is tax-deferred; 
that is, you don’t have to pay tax 
on the interest until you actually 


cash in the bond. True, but the 
tax deferral can work against you 
if you're not careful. If you're 
using the bonds as a savings for a 
major expenditure — a down 
payment on a house, for example 
— cashing in all or most of your 
bonds at once will push you into 
a higher tax bracket and result in 
a hefty tax liability. If you're 
thinking of using your bonds for 
such a purpose, it’s better to 
declare the interest annually and 
pay the taxes in smaller amounts 
and at lower rates. (The tax- 
deferment feature of savings 
bonds is an option. You can 
declare the interest annually.) 

Regular savings accounts. If 
you have over $1000 in savings, 
there’s really no excuse to keep 
your money in a regular savings 
account; the interest is so low 
that passbook and statement sav- 
ings accounts aren't much better 
than your mattress. In addition, 
many banks impose various ser- 
vice charges — for balances that 
fall below a minimum monthly 
amount or for making too many 
withdrawals, for example — that 
can more than eat up the interest 
earned. 

If you have as little as $500 in 
savings, you can buy a CD that 
earns much more interest than a 
regular savings account with no 
service charges. Of course, you 
can’t have access to your savings 
for at least a year without break- 
ing open the CD and incurring a 
penalty that could more than 
wipe out the interest earned. 

If you can’t scrape together 
$500, or you need the access to 
your savings, you're stuck with 
regular savings accounts. In this 
case go for the statement ac- 
count; most banks are trying to 
phase out passbooks and offer 
more favorable terms, such as 
higher interest, on statement ac- 
counts. Anyway, a passbook is 
only something to lose, and you 
can gain access to your statement 
savings account through the 
automatic teller machines 
(ATMs). 0

So guilty samplers steal. “It’s the 
craziest thing,”’ says Lisa 
Mahoney, who works the bakery 
at a local Star Market, where 
white-bread samples rest in 
baskets on the counter. As she 
speaks, entitled samplers, 
without slowing their carts, 
reach for fistfulls of the unexcit- 
ing morsels and continue on to 
the frozen meats. Two women, 
dripping from the rain, close their 
umbrellas, enter the market, 
snatch some samples, open their 
umbrellas, and depart. Mahoney 
fills the emptying basket with 
some chocolate-chip-cookie 
crumbs. “I don’t mind the people 
who do take; what baffles me are 
the people who pretend they 
don't take. Just watch.” She turns 
her back, busying herself for a 
moment. Two women and one 
man, hovering near the counter, 
suddenly lunge for the contents 
of the basket. The man flees as 
Mahoney turns to face front. The 
women instinctively lower their 
hands, cupping their stash, perus- 
ing the glass case as if nothing 
had happened. ‘Samples are free, 
you couldn't buy them if vou 
wanted to,” Mahoney shrugs. 
“So I don’t know why people 
think they're doing something 
wrong when they take.” 

As a dramatic sampler with a 
touch of guilt, | can only suggest 
that while some people believe 
they deserve something for 
nothing, others do not. If you 
don’t, you feel guilty taking. 
When you feel bad, you act bad, 
which means you take too much, 
thus feeding already festering 
guilt. The cycle continues. Guilty 
samplers are a doomed bunch. 
Although no more so, perhaps, 
than those who are too shy to 
ever sample. For as any sampler 
will be quick to tell you: while the 
crumb is small, its value is not; 
bit by bit, you get a lot. 0

cement. And Number 17, a con- 
vent, displays an out-of-character 
flagstone front garden with a 
hand-painted statue of Jesus pre- 
siding from a pedestal. You'll be 
sure to notice some sculptural ele- 
ments of a more remarkable 
variety, first at Numbers 33 and 
35, where what look like the 
heads of a musketeer and Galileo 
gaze down from their perches 
above the front doors, and at 43, 
49, and 51, with these houses dis- 
playing relief busts of a fairy-tale 
queen and the Greek godesses 
Athena and Hera. Your guess-as 
to the true identities of these 
gentlemen and ladies is as good 
as mine, and part of the: fun. 
Number 53, which follows this 
pantheon out to Tremont Street, 
is a six-story giant, with an ap- 
propriately heroic grotesque of a 
Triton sticking out his tongue at 
sidewalk art critics beneath a high 
parlor windowsill, and a titanic 
head of a laurel-crowned 
Poseidon, or Zeus perhaps, domi- 
nating the space above the entry. 

You might want to contrast 
Worcester Square with Union 
Park because of its similar scale, 
but it was built a decade later 
than its more vanity-prone sister. 
Here are plainer edifices, and a 
sober, no-frills park somewhat 
wider than Union Park. There is 
an austere iron fence locking out 
visitors. A bud-shaped granite 
fountain stands, dry-mouthed, at 
the center. The homes here don’t 
press upon the park as cozily as at 
Union Park, an illusion created 
by the nearly uniform houses of 
shallow brick bows. Originally 
planned as an approach to Boston 
City Hosptial (at the time, a 
lovely domed pavilion flanked 
by colonnaded arcades), the Har- 
rison Avenue end of Worcester 
Square suffers a laundromat, 
variety stores, and cheap 
restaurants carved into the flesh 
of the lower floors of houses that 
verge on the hospital. The front 
yards, so often ivy grown and 
railed-in in the more prosperous 
parks, are frequently neglected 
and ugly. 

At the square’s opposite, Wash- 
ington Street end, one or more 
houses have been lost, replaced 
by a one-story commercial struc- 
ture. But it’s this end of the square 
where you'll find the most engag- 
ing piece of architecture in the 
entire South End — the Aaron 
Allen mansion, boarded up in 
front like a vegetable stand, a 
snoozy, brownstone Toby mug of 
a house still alive with sweeping, 
vaguely oriental eaves and a 
handsome, free-hanging bay 
window. South End _ Historical 
Society historian Dick Card says 
that, as late as 1970, the house 
was surmounted by a magnif- 
icent cupola, which has since 
been lost. According to Card, the 
Allen house has been home to 
the Victorian era’s Central Club 
(a prestigious Republican men’s 
club), a Catholic Union at the 
turn of the century, which built a 
bowling alley in the basement 
that remains, and in this century, 
even a Syrian Social Club. The 
house is now in the busy hands of 
the BRA, and there are currently 
no plans of restoration. 

Rutland and Concord Squares 
lie side by side between Tremont 
Street and Columbus Avenue, 
but differ greatly. Concord, 
though sunny and pleasant, is the 
plainer of the two with plebeian 
bow-front houses in good repair. 
It is distinguished by its park’s 
layout into a pair of small, end- 
to-end ovals with young trees 
struggling inside the handsome, 
intact antique fence. In a cobbled 
divide between the parks stands 
an iron fountain, like the ones in 
Union Park, but dry, encircled by 
a charming iron fence that’s been 
battered through by a car. On the 
other hand, neighboring Rutland 
Square seems in perfect shape, 
and its gardens, here divided into 
an advancing trio of tight ovals, 
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are planted with new trees to 
replace the lamented elms. 
Rutland has lost a lot of at- 
mosphere since the trees disap- 
peared but none of its architec- 
tural liveliness. From the Tre- 
mont approach, number 3 wears 
quite an outlandish Tudor ex- 
terior for a proper Boston 
townhouse. Giving the stylistic 
nod to Isabella Gardner's later 
Fenway Court, the playfully in 
ventive gothic and 
hybrids at the square’s northeast 
corner delight the eve. And in a 
light-hearted departure from 
period, a bastardized 


rococo 


redwood 


‘50s bow at number 21 seems 
right at home in this frendly 
architectural. free-for-all. Op- 
posite, from 4 to 24, you'll notice 
yomen’s heads wearing Minnie 
Mouse bows in their hair, staring 
unself-consciously from above 
the entries. The view up the 
square toward the y-covered 
English church spire at the corner 
of West Newton Street helps 


make the old London illusion in 
this narrow park compelling 

Bevond the church stands 
Braddock Park, planned original 
ly with the name of Berwick, but 
changed at an uncertain date. 
This is the most working class of 
the South End ovals, and it, too, 
has suffered damage probably as 
a direct result. A few huge, but 
graceless, trees guard the ends of 
the green, contained by an unat- 
tractive modern iron fence and 
tall, squared granite posts. At the 
center is a startlingly outsized 
granite fountain, not working, 
that looks rather like a huge 
inverted button mushroom. 
Eclectic arched ironwork panels 
push the trees back from the 
fountain’s small, paved court, 
and the overall effect is inauthen- 
tic and off-putting. Combined 
with the sparse grass, lack of 
plantings, and too many missing 
buildings at either end of the 
street, the hugging effect of the 
other oval parks is lost here. Also, 
the ubiquitous contemporary-de- 
signed South End “lollipop” 
streetlamps further the hectic 
effect, making this park interést- 
ing only in its flaws. 

The grandest of the South End 
ellipses was Chester Square, and 
in scale, at least, it still is so, 
though more damaged and more 
in need of repair than all the rest. 
It lies between Harrison Avenue 
and East Springfield Street in the 
long block between Harrison and 
Tremont. Most passersby 
probably think of it only as the 
place where Massachusetts Av- 
enue swells out at both sides, 
flanked by semicircles lined with 
grand, crumbling houses. But 
according to Jane Holtz Kay’s 
Lost Boston, this impressive 
square, until the early 1950s, was 
still a commanding view with 
great trees, comfortable benches, 
and a three-tiered cast-iron foun- 
tain at the center of a reflecting 
pool. 

But the decision to cleave its 
heart in two for automobiles 
destroyed whatever magic the 
place possessed. What is left are 


two central enormous twin 
brownstones at 545 and 547, 
crowned by fanciful, intact 


cupolas, and ironwork balconies 
at 558 through 560 rivaling any- 
thing in New Orleans’ French 
Quarter. We can only guess at the 
effect this location once boasted, 
but the 1878 Boston Illustrated 
gives us a kinesthetic glimpse 
into the past: “Through the ave- 
nue runs a park, narrow at the 
ends, but swelling out in the 
center with trees and flowers, 
with a fountain and a fish pond, 
making the park a deliciously 
cool and pleasant spot in mid- 
summer.” 

More poignantly, King’s Hand- 
book, from the same year, speaks 
about the life lost in this broken 
urban blank playing host today 
to winos and crack dealers: “The 
place is much frequented by the 
pretty children and trim nursery 
maids of the neighborhood.” 
Maybe, in the not-too-distant 
future, the Yuppies and their kids 
will come to pick up the slack. O

or a Ukrainian Catholic what re- 
ligious group he felt closest to 
after his own, he'd probably say 
the other Ukrainian church first, 
rather than the doctrinal re- 
ligious affiliation.” 

Boston has a church for each of 
the two denominations: the 
Ukrainian Catholic Church of 
Christ the King and the Ukrai- 
nian Orthodox Church of St. 
Andrew, both located in Jamaica 
Plain. Ukrainians in Boston have 
made these churches their center 
of gravity, a way to pull together 
their ranks from scattered com- 
munities around the city. It is 
through the church that Ukrai- 
nians who have moved here from 
the large Urkainian communities 
in New Jersey, Connecticut, and 
Ukrainians in Boston — who, 
unlike Italians in the North End, 
for instance, have no specific 
neighborhood. The churches 
provide a sense of national his- 
tory, a particular view of life, and 
a place to celebrate the love of 
Ukrainian music. 


Boston’s Ukrainian church 


buildings — that of both the: 


Orthodox and the Roman Catho- 
lic — are strikingly solemn 
places. In design and decoration 
they bear the stamp of the 
Byzantine influence on Ukrainian 
Christianity. Here are the gilt- 
lined images: Madonnas with 
long features and delicate fingers. 
Here also are the placid images of 
tortured saints, enjoining 
parishioners by their endurance 
to have patience and faith. 

The Mass at both churches is 
sung responsively entirely in 
Ukrainian by well-trained choirs 
and the priest and deacons. To 
the Western ear, the soft Slavic 
sounds and the somber melodies 
are somewhat exotic, with a far 
more raw, emotive power than is 
found in, say, a Mozart Mass; the 
cadences are less resolved than 
in Western music, giving the 
Ukrainian choral pieces an un- 
settling quality. A few 
parishioners throughout the 
nave sing softly at particular 
points in the Mass, especially at 
the well-known Paternoster and 
the Creed; the candles flicker 


with their voices, as the smell of 
incense spreads around the room 
and bells jingle softly.

The two Ukrainian churches in 
Boston are the city’s foci for 
Ukrainian music, a central aspect 
of Ukrainian culture and a unify- 
ing force among Ukrainians in 
the United States, according to 
the churches’ choir directors. In 
1919, when the short-lived inde- 
pendent government of the 
Ukraine decided to send cultural 
ambassadors abroad, it did not 
send a hockey team or a dignitary 
bearing national treasures, as 
other countries were apt to do; it 
sent a choir. After the failure of 
the independent Ukrainian state, 
the choir stayed in the West, 
popularizing the “Carol of the 
Bells” and providing Cecil B. 
DeMille with a contrabass to play 


the pert of Pharaoh in his 1927

film King of Kings. 


But that is only the most 
colorful way in which Ukrainian 
music has made its presence felt 
in the United States. Alex Kuzma, 
whose parents fled the Ukraine 
during World War Il and sang in 
the Ukrainian church choir in 
Hartford, Connecticut, now leads 
the choir at the Ukrainian Catho- 
lic Church. After the musical 
training he received in college (he 
conducted Yale’s Russian Cho- 
rus), directing the choir here 
came naturally. His choir brings 
together Greater Boston Ukrai- 
nians from both working-class 
and professional backgrounds; at 
one time it included represen- 
tatives from three generations of 
one family. 





Donald Sadoway, director of 
the choir for St. Andrew’s, has 
built up an eclectic repertoire for 
his singers; the group performs 
at an increasing number of secu- 
lar functions as well as religious 
ones. Sadoway is an example of 
the dedication of many Ukrai- 
nian-Americans to retaining their 
language and culture while suc- 
ceeding in American pro- 
fessional life. A professor of ma- 
terial sciences at MIT, Sadoway 
was born and raised near Tor- 
onto but speaks Ukrainian so 
fluently and regularly that his 
children learned that language 
before they learned English. 

Sadoway’s ease with his 
mother tongue is matched by his 
talent with music. As a teenager 
with only piano lessons as back- 
ground, Sadoway began direct- 
ing his local Ukrainian church 
choir, picking up his conductor's 
skills as he went along. It is the 
elemental connection of folk 
rhythms and harmonies in Ukrai- 
nian music, note Sadoway and 
Kuzma, that have kept them 
fascinated and committed practi- 
tioners. Says Kuzma, “What | 
love are the strains of Ukrainian 
folk songs in the country’s

classical liturgical music.’’ The 
haunting quality of Ukrainian 
music, according to Sadoway and 
Kuzma, expresses one of the most 
important components of the 
Ukrainian national character: a 
sense of the tragic. 

* * *” 

Perhaps what keeps that sense 
of the tragic from becoming 
overwhelming is the perspective 
brought to bear by the Ukrai- 
nians’ reverence for tradition. “' 
think Ukrainians like order,” says 
Andrey Harasymiak. “They very 
much appreciate the freedom in 
America, but they miss a tra- 
ditional order and a way things 
should be done.” 

Mihaychuk adds: “There’s a 
notion of the cultured person in 
Ukrainian society. Your behavior: 
what you do, the kinds of things 
you read, the fact that you go to 
the theater — these are impor- 
tant. In that view you have 
respect for your elders, you are 
polite, you don’t do anything 
wild. | guess these are sort of 
middle-class values.” Ukrainians 
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in Boston say that after their 
national religion and -their 
language, what they most want to 
preserve is their respect for order 
and tradition, which includes an 
emphasis on quiet courtesy, an 
intimate sense of history, and a 
thirst for education. 

This strong sense of tradition 
infuses the Ukrainian calendar, 
which is filled with a succession 
of commemorative days and 
years. Tamara Nary, whose fami- 
ly brought her to the United 
States when she was two, is 
currently engaged in a USF pro- 
ject designed to spread infor- 
mation about Ukrainian culture 
and religion in preparation for 
the celebration of the Millennium 
of Christianity in the Ukraine, to 
be held in 1988. The USF recently 
commemorated the 50th an- 
niversary of the famine, re- 
membered annually on the 
Ukrainian Memorial Sunday, 
which falls a week after Easter. 
But the continuity born of merg- 
ing the old with the new has a 
hold even on the daily life of the 
family. In a custom that links 
them tightly to the past, Ukrai- 
nians have an alternative to the 
observation of birthdays: in- 
dividuals mark the feast day of 
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their namesake saint as a celebra- 
tion of their mounting age. 

The various cultural artifacts 
found in a Ukrainian home create 
a bridge between past and pres- 
ent as well. According to Nary, 
the role tradition plays in the 
lives of Ukrainians is perhaps 
most visible to the stranger 
through the country’s _ best- 
known folk art: exquisitely de- 
corated eggs known as pysanky. 
The geometric patterns on the 
eggs and the technique by which 
eggshells, wax, and dye are turn- 
ed into objects of delicate beauty 
have been carefully passed 
through families from generation 
to generation since pre-Christian 
times, more than a_ thousand 
years ago. Even the patterns 
created by pagan Ukrainians are 
duplicated today. Many Ukrai- 
nians own several pysanky, set 
up on stands throughout their 
homes. Complementing the 
pysanky are embroidered cloths 
with traditional geometric and 
floral designs — like those on the 
eggs — that are draped across 
plain furniture. And often, some- 
where in the house, you can find 
a small shrine with an especially 
fine piece of embroidery serving 
as a backdrop to a small icon and 


sacramental candles. 
* * * 

Conveying Ukrainian values to 
children immersed in American 
culture takes a special effort. A 
visit to the Robert Gould Shaw 
School, in West Roxbury, on a 
Saturday morning shows just 
how much work is required. It is 
there that Irene Kowal runs the 
weekly Ukrainian schooi 
called the local schoo! — for the 
children, grandchildren, and 
great-grandchildren of immi- 
grants. The solemnity of these 
children is one trait that sets 
them apart from their American 
schoolmates. They seem to un- 
derstand the cultural and politi- 
cal reasons their parents have 
placed them here. 

Kowal seems modestly un- 
aware of the remarkable success 
of her school. An articulate 
woman who comes across as 
both forceful and nurturing, 
Kowal teaches English at Everett 
High School when she’s not 
teaching here. Her zeal in ex- 
plaining the purpose of the 
school and the problems its 
teachers confront is infectious. 

She flips through the Ukrai- 
nian readers used at the school, 
which are full of geography 
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lessons and accounts of medieval 
rulers who advanced or set back 
the Ukraine on its tortuous road 
to nationhood, looking for the 
lesson that can best illustrate the 
combination of contemporary 
skills and traditional values she’s 
trying to impart to the children. 

She settles on a story about a 
17th-century Ukrainian ruler 
who chose to side with Poland in 
a war that was tearing his country 
apart. Despite the efforts of mod- 
ern histcrians of the Ukraine to 
help redeem the ruler’s tarnished 
image, the textbook portrays him 
as a traitor. It is an unambiguous 
lesson in nationalism to these 
grave children who look so 
American but speak Ukrainian so 
well. It is a message, however, 
that Kowal worries will someday 
be lost. “The reaction to local 
school is not always so positive,” 
she: admits. The Ukrainian chil- 
dren, faced with the socializing 
pressures exerted by their peers, 
would often rather watch car- 
toons or play soccer than attend 
Saturday language and history 
sessions, and their resistance to a 
dual acculturation sometimes 
makes life at the local school dif- 
ficult.

engaged in keeping Ukrainian 
culture alive. Frank Sysyn, as- 
sociate director of HURI, recalls 
his days in graduate school at 
Harvard, when the lessons 
learned at the knee of his Ukrai- 
nian grandmother began to pull 
him toward a variety of Ukrai- 
nian student organizations, chief- 
ly those centered in the 
churches. And today Ukrainian 
families in Boston provide room 
and board for summer students 
at the annual Ukrainian summer 
school organized by HURI. 

Part of the reason for this 
cooperation between the com- 
munity and HURI is that the 
institute — known for its promo- 
tion as well as its dissemination 
of information — enjoys a pres- 
tige and influence among Ukrai- 
nians that Sysyn says is natural 
for an ethnic group that lacks the 
power to promote its political 
ends directly. 

Marta Baziuk, the institute's 
information officer, first came to 
Boston to attend Boston College 
but was so drawn to the Ukrai- 
nian community here that she 
stayed after her graduation, five 
years ago. Baziuk’s father grew 
up in the western part of the 
Ukraine and fought in the Ukrai- 
nian underground before coming 
to the United States. Her mother 
is a Texan, however, and Baziuk 
learned English before Ukrainian 
in a family that placed a historical 
and cultural awareness of the 
Ukraine ahead of a linguistic one. 

The days that followed the 
news from Chemobyl were busy 
ones for Baziuk, who works in 
the mazelike interior of the clap- 
board New England house that 
serves as headquarters for HURI. 
Her office was deluged with calls 
from Ukrainian-Americans seek- 
ing help in reaching relatives in 
the homeland and reporters seek- 
ing news. According to Baziuk, 
the institute knew little more than 
the media, barring the rumors 
passed along to relatives here via 
the telephone line to Kiev. Since 
many of those with family in the 
Soviet Union fear reprisal, they 
were loath to tell what they'd 
heard; others were unable to get 
through. The Chernobyl episode, 
say many Ukrainian-Americans, 
reinforced many of the themes of 
Ukrainians’ experience with the 
Soviet government. The lack of 
frankness and the callous delays 
in evacuation that may yet cost 
victims their lives were sadly 
familiar. 

Yet despite its tragic aspects, 
the accident at Chernobyl show- 
ed Ukrainians at HURI that press 
perceptions of their country are 
growing clearer. Most television 
and radio accounts correctly in- 
dicated that Chernoby] is in the 
Ukraine, not in Russia. And 
though American coverage of the 
accident had its gruesome and 
self-centered aspects, it was 
tempered by evident sympathy 
for the Ukrainians and evident 
anger in their behalf at Soviet 
authorities. 

To a small degree, the press 
coverage of Chernobyl and the 
commonwealth’s official recog- 
nition of the Ukrainian famine 
just a week and a half later 
relieved some of the Ukrainians’ 
long-standing anonymity in this 
country. Martz Baziuk’s gen- 
eration suddenly seemed faced 
with a visibility and a sympathy 
for Ukrainian problems that their 
parents could not have imagined 
40 years ago. But with the in- 
creased exposure — and the 
satisfaction of finally being seen 
— come increased risks. In fact, 
the cultural straddle second- and 
third-generation Ukrainian- 
Americans live — which is 
necessary to perpetuate Ukrai- 
nian culture — can only become 
more difficult as assimilation and 
acceptance become easier. And 
no development in the United 
States can alleviate the funda- 
mental anxiety that colors con- 
temporary Ukrainian com- 
munities: theirs is a culture under 
siege. 0

A night on Georges Island 


Not only angels have wings 


by David Bonetti 


t's one of my great art-related regrets that | missed 

Jerry Beck’s 1984 “The Little Train That Could ... 

Show.” That exhibition of 20 voung artists’ work 
installed in an abandoned train on the Boston waterfront 
was described by people | respect as a fresh idea in a 
Boston art world all too comfortably defined by 
Newbury Street and the august institutions that often 
give this town more history than it can handle. Beck has 
a solid reputation among Boston art cognoscenti, vet I'm 
sure most of them have no idea what his work looks like 
— like Christo, he is an organizer whose behind-the 
scenes manipulations are as crucial to his artmaking as 
the final product itself. Now he has turned himself into 
the Revolving Museum, an institution devoted to 
showing his and other young artists’ work outside the 
museum-gallery context. The Revolving Museum's 
latest art attack, Flying Wing, is named after its insignia, 
a witty play “upon the spontaneous and vagabond 
nature of the Revolving Museum, a nomadic institution 
with no New Wing, East Wing, or even plans for any 
wing.” Fiving Wing is a tripartite event spread out in 
various metropolitan sites between August 8 and 17. "A 
Call from the Wild” — a typical Beckian collaboration, 
with painter Alan Michelson, sculptors Ilene Sunshine, 
Pam Sinotte, and Orly Azran, and musician Robert 
Moses — takes place on the old site of the burned-out 
Brattle Bookshop (on West Street in downtown Boston), 
which has been rechristened “The George Gloss 
Gallery” in memory of the long-time bookshop owner 
and local celebrity (through August 17.) ‘Ghost Trails,” 
“film and music projections” on such unlikely urban 
icons as the Hilltop Steakhouse on Route 1 in Saugus — 
a sort of guerrilla son et lumiére show — will complete 
its presentation on August 13. 

Flying Wing's most ambitious undertaking, ‘The 
Women in Black — A Night on Georges Island,” | 
witness as part of a captive audience of 380. It’s Friday 
August 8, the day of tropical storms, hailstones the size 
of Elizabeth Taylor's diamonds, and kamikaze 
tornadoes. A tornado watch is in effect until 9:30 p.m., 
and our boat is scheduled to leave at 6:30. So it is with 
some trepidation (and a few nervous tornado jokes) that 
the audience assembles. On boarding the ferry everyone 
checks out the lifejackets. | have a vision of a tornado 
sweeping across Boston Harbor, sucking the ferry 500 
feet into the air, and spitting out 380 foolhardy Boston art 
mavens. The headlines will read, JERRY BECK OR- 
CHESTRATES ACT OF GOD. (Now that’s performance 
art!) | have no intention of sacrificing my life for a pint- 
size Christo. But | have a job to do. And people think 
that an art critic’s lot is an easy one. 


On board the first act is performance artist Sally 


Greenhouse, who wears lots of make-up and a trendy 
New York outfit. She strews clothes from a Henri Bendel 
bay all over the deck, then sits down and addresses us 
solemnly; “I'd like to talk a little about death and dying,” 
she savs and proceeds into an extended monologue 
about her fear of flying. She confesses that a recent flight 
to Boston coincided with “a cosmic plan for my demise,” 
and everyone begins to check out the lifejackets again. 
She admits that “I’m not the kind of person vou want to 
sit next to on an airplane”; | might add that she’s not the 
kind of person vou want to listen to when vou're afraid 
a tornado is going to attack the ferry vou're riding on 
Actually, she is quite funny, and the ferry docks without 
incident, at which time we are roped together by the 
Flying Wing Crew, who are attired in white mechanics 
suits decorated with the aforementioned flying-wing 
insignia, and quick-marched into Fort Warren, a Civil 
War-era prison and stronghold once used to defend 


Boston Harbor. The evening is inspired by the legend of 
a woman dressed in black who killed her husband and 
now haunts the island. 

At first | am angry. | have been told (incorrectly it 
turns out) by a boatman that the only returning ferry 
scheduled is for 11:30, after the second performance, for 
the 8:30 group, has been completed. | had thought we'd 
be done and back in time for dinner in Chinatown, and 
suddenly | am hungrv. | don’t like this rope herding us 
together, and | especially don't like this authoritarian 
lerry Beck velling orders at all of Us to stay together, to 
hurry, not to get lost or we'll get locked up (by the 
MDC). As we are led through the crepuscular beauty of 
half-wild Fort Warren, however, | begin to relax. This is 
in fact a fort. The rope — a requirement of the 
management to prevent accidents and the military 
authority are appropriate metaphors and a sensible way 
to deal with the potential danger of wandering about in 
the dusk/dark. Once in the fort we are led ina group 
from place to place. At our first stop we are released and 
told we can enter any door, that there are three 
experiences inside. We enter dark, cell-like rooms with 
thick walls covered with ancient whitewash and damp 
with the humidity of a hundred Boston Augusts. One 
room (containing Comfort, by Akim Lennhotf) has a 
smaller room built into it. On either side of its narrow 
door is a strip of orange neon, which gives off a light that 
totally transforms the larger space. Evervone crowds 
into the smaller room. From the ceiling hangs a birdcage 
in whith an orange plaster heart is pierced by a neon 
arrow. Bird sounds fill the space. We walk around the 
birdcage silently, as if we had just discovered the long

Dance 


Brownian 
motion

ver the past decade, postmodern choreographer 
O Trisha Brown may have moved her operation 


from loft space and rooftop to the proscenium 
stage, but she continues to present even the most 
eccentric, exciting event in an unassuming way. In 
Lateral Pass (1985), the first of three pieces of the final 
program of her engagement at Jacob’s Pillow last 
weekend, one dancer is harnessed and periodically 
flown about the stage, but the other dancers never act as 
if he were some Peter Pan character and they mere 
down-to-earth types. Neither is he lifted very far off the 
ground. What's magic here is the way you're made to see 
flying as just one means of transport. It’s not offered as a 
spectacle; instead, you perceive how qualities of weight 
overlap: the sky-harnessed dancer somersaults into a 
bowl of air while the others bound into the earth, their 
thighs and calves chewing through pockets of cushiony 
air. 

In Accumulation, a famous Brown solo, she adds 
phrases onto one another to create a string of 
movements, all the while talking to the audience. She 
describes performances of this dance. The first time it 
was four and a half minutes long and set to a tune by the 
Grateful Dead (“Those were the days, my dears’). The 
second time it was 55 minutes long and done without 
any music (“Those were also the days, my dears’’). While 
the body mike she wears picks up not only her voice but 
also the swoosh and flap of her loose gray jumpsuit, she 
goes on to explain that when she became too facile at 
talking and dancing simultaneously, she tried to tell two 
stories at the same time. She demonstrates. It’s hard 
enough to piece together the episodes of each story; it’s 
even more of a challenge to try to make sense of them as 
a single story — something that leads to abundant and 
funny absurdities. She even mentions doing a move- 
ment wrong while it’s happening. 

Brown’s dances for her company often look like larger 
versions of her solos, as if the solos had subdivided. The 
movement is gummy, wiry — Brown keeps the juice 
flowing through the body in such complex pathways 
that a sophisticated and well-grounded circuitry is 
required to sustain it. A squiggle of the spine writhes into 
a wrist, slam-dunks into the basket of the pelvis, then 
gets rotated down into the ankle, whipped up through 
the foot, and settled onto the tabletop of the back at a 
perpendicular to the floor. The current is circuitous, 
never linear, with a quirky logic and plasticity. But it’s all 
highly choreographed, and the dancers probably have a 
difficult time making it look fitted to the way their 
bodies normally move. If it focuses on the movement of

individual bodies, it also takes in their interactions, the 
way they cluster and shift. The energy adheres tightly to 
the dancers, like an aura, rather than shooting like sparks 
into the surrounding space. Even the box of the 
proscenium stage begins to look amorphous. The dancers 
don’t often acknowledge the audience, so there's little 
sense of front and back, and neither do they travel 
on typical stage lines or in predictable spatial patterns. 
They don’t often point their toes or stretch their fingers 
or elongate their bodies into a single plane. The energy is 
channeled and rechanneled, recycled through the 
shifting shapes and seemingly casual encounters. This is 
not to say that there's no spatial ordering — there is. But 
the bodies on the stage, their changing forms and their 
comings together (bumping, caressing, holding, lifting), 
are presented in much the same way that jewelry is 

displayed on a velvet background.

State of the art

ome back to Faneuil Hall Marketplace, little 
; Bostonians. Come back, Jimmy Dean, Jimmy 

Dean. Come back, anvbody. The North and 
South Market stores have been worrying that though 
local people will send Aunt Em from Kansas down to 
Quincy Market's corridor-o’-cuisine, they won't go there 
themselves, being fearful of getting trampled by the 
bermuda-shorted hordes pigging out on hummus 
pockets, cake-by-the-slice, Raging Cajun jambalaya, 
macho nachos, cranberry fudge, broccoli ‘n’ cheddar 
knishes, kielbasa croissants, bacon ‘n’ chives on a bagel 
— and the ever-popular peanut-butter banana burritos 
With all this, uh, catering to tourists, Bostonians sense 
that Faneuil Hall is as generic.a cultural phenomenon as 
any mall. 

Well — wrong, wrong, wrong. During the next few 
weeks, in celebration of its 10th anniversary, the 
marketplace is going to be as loaded with whipped-up 
culture as a Boston cream pie. There'll be party excess on 
the scale of the Statue of Liberty celebration: choruses ot 
1000, birthday cake for 30,000 evervthing but 10,000 
tap-dancing city employees, 200 Larry Bird imitators 
and a guest appearance by Liz Taylor, bursting out of her 
stretch pants. But there'll also be painting exhibits (as in 
“Billy, pick up- that Karmel Korn and look at this 
cemented-pigment polymer polystvrene construction’), 
readings by well-known local authors (as in “Suzie, 
don’t throw your bratwurst-on-a-stick at the poet’), 
opportunities to enjoy theatrical performances while 
helping out ARTS/Boston, and a chance to see the world 
of the Boston Ballet's innovative Shake It Up. 


Art-in-a-rotunda 

One expression of the populist artistic vigor that’s 
especially suited to Quincy Market is its salute to local 
artists, which is being curated by a woman who works 
for a PR company helping to stage the 10th anniversary 
events. Although Tufts University art historian Pam 
Allara and ICA curator David Joselit served as advisers, 
PR employee Melissa Alonso selected most of the art 
herself, beginning with work she'd enjoyed at the ICA's 
“Boston Now” shows. The resulting exhibition, on view 
in the upper rotunda through August 26, is a lively 
combination of older and more recent pieces, with a high 
proportion of Stux Gallery artists in the line-up of Judy 
Haberl, Gerry Bergstein, Elsa Dorfman, Bob Lewis, Paul 
Oberst, Ralph Helmick, Brenda Star, Gina Fiedel, John 
McNamara, Jon Imber, Jod Lourie, Doug Anderson, the 
Starn Twins, and Nicholas Nixon. Alonso focused on 
larger canvases, ones that would be effective in the 
rotunda’s enormous brick silo. And indeed, McNamara’s 
abstract/neo-Expressionist oil and the Starns’ patched- 
together photograph of a romantic Victorian Venus 
(look, ma, no arms) work particularly well in the space. 
So do Anderson’s Be Brave (a pop-art piece already 
popular with Boston's art patrons), Bergstein’s La 
Jalousie (its prying eyes peering up through the 
Bergsteinian bird’s-nest tubing, graffiti, and flying bread 
slices), and the as-yet-unseen-in-Boston works of Haber! 
and Lewis. “My sculpture at Faneuil Hall is the 
cornerstone of a series I’m doing on the female torso,” 
says Ralph Helmick, whose comments sum up the 
exhibition’s mix of representative works and new 
directions. “Like the others in the series, it's sensual but 
not specific to an individual. That’s why the new woods 
I've been using feel right: instead of sparring with the 
material, I can ‘surf’ walnuts and mahoganies to the 
most direct sensuality.”

In another Strange 
Reading Experience, Kaplan agreed to appear at the 
Mark Twain Sesquicentennial in Hannibal, Missouri 


not only to learn that Hannibalites are sick and tired of 
hearing about Twain but to discover that his experience 
would be immortalized in Ron Powers’s White Town 
Drowsing. “The quiet in the Hannibal auditorium 
Powers writes wryly, “was singular, absolute 
claustrophobic. After a while Mr. Kaplan himselt 
seemed to succumb so to its hypnotic spell that his voice 
took on an interestingly hollow aspect. He gripped the 
podium as if it might take on a secondary use as a 
defensive instrument.” 


Theater pockets 

One Faneuil Hall event that will let vou party down 
while anteing up to help an important arts organization 
is the Grasshopper Ball, on August 24. Turning debonair 
for the occasion, Quincy Market will host a black-tie ball 
for an estimated 1000 to 3000. And ARTS/Boston, which 
provides audience-development programs and services 
for 172 performing-arts groups and museums, will 
pocket half of every $50 ticket. “It’s a high price, so we're 
trying to provide high value,” says ARTS/Boston’s 
executive director, Larry Murray. “Actually, we're 
offering a bargain. Where else can you get dinner, 
drinks, and a show for $50?” And speaking of big dinner 
tables, he’s talking about having all 170 feet of food 
stands go black-tie — the goodies served on tablecloths 
(not countertops) by kids in tuxedos (not tank tops). The 
Count Basie Orchestra will provide music for dancing, 
and three separate stages will offer additional music, 
dance, and theater: Studio Red Top and the Mae Arnette 
Quartet; the Boston Ballet, Impulse Dance Company, 
and the Beverly Richards Dancers; Improv Boston, the 
Publick Theatre, and the Odyssey Mime Theatre 
Meanwhile, during a silent auction, you can bid on items 
contributed from every store in the North and South 
Market buildings, plus arty artifacts like porcelain 
figurines from choreographer Agnes de Mille’s private 
collection or an autographed script from General 
Hospital. 

ARTS/Boston is crucial to local theater and dance 
groups, and the BOSTIX booth is crucial to its audience 
development programs. As many as 200,000 people a 
year show up at the Faneuil Market kiosk, usually to buy 
half-price tickets to big shows like Evita; once they're 
there, they buy tickets for productions by smaller 
companies. “Ninety percent gets back to the groups, 
says Murray. To keep all this going, he needs $$$$ — 
which he usually gets not by whining to the city or the 
state but from BOSTIX’s $2 commission on every ticket it

ficionados of David Cronenberg’s horror 
A thrillers will find the opening half-hour of his 

new film, The Fly, utterly disarming. It’s a comic 
love story that spoofs its sci-fi trappings, and formally 
it’s a long duet between the two stars, Jeff Goldblum and 
Geena Davis. Goldblum plays Seth Brundle, an eccentric 
scientist who picks up Veronica (Davis), a journalist for 
Particle magazine, at a convention and lures her back to 
his laboratory with the promise of an advance peek at a 
discovery that will “change the world as we know it.” 
He’s developed a system called “teleportation” that can 
move objects through space by disintegrating and 
reintegrating their molecules. Veronica is skeptical at 
first — she’s wise that he’s using the oldest trick in the 
book (“Come up and see my experiments”) to try to get 
her into bed — but his teleportation demonstration 
dazzles her, and she rushes back to her editor (John 
Getz) with the scoop. Seth isn’t ready to unveil his 
invention, though; he begs Veronica to hold off on her 
report, offering her instead a chance to chronicle his 
progress for a book. So she becomes his collaborator 
and, finally, his lover. 

A lab in a sci-fi picture may sound like an unlikely 
setting for a romantic comedy, but Brundle’s is a little out 
of the ordinary. It’s located in a back-alley loft, for one 
thing, and it comes equipped with a piano, a naugahyde 
easy chair, a pair of sexy coiled ‘‘telepods” at each end of 
the teleportation route (Veronica says they look like 
designer phone booths) — and a gifted comedian-in- 
residence. Jeff Goldblum couldn't possibly play Seth 
Brundle straight. With his absurdly lanky frame and his 
dark, savagely animated face — fierce eagle eyes, Viking 
brows, thick sculpted nose — he’s a walking hyperbole, 
a cigar-store Indian come vividly to life. You see more of 
his body in this movie than any director has cared to 
show before, and it’s in surprisingly good shape for an 
actor who always plays nerds; his great muscle tone 
adds to the oversize nature of his performance. And he 
does off-the-wall, experimental twists on his lines, 
treating the words coming out of his mouth like new 
toys that he’s still testing out, uncovering the playful 
possibilities of each one. He’s a natural parodist with a 
pop-Brechtian temperament — he defamiliarizes every- 
thing, even Veronica’s name, which has a strange new 
ring every time he says it. This oddball scientist, who 
keeps himself in isolation, his hair still shoulder-length 
and his only wardrobe five identical suits, is Goldblum’s 
best screen role so far; usually cast as hilariously out-of- 
step characters on the sidelines (for years the archetypal 
Jeff Goldblum part was the man at the party in Annie 
Hall who called his guru up to tell him he'd forgotten his 
mantra), he’s right in the center of this movie, as a man 
who creates a fantastical world where his idiosyncratic 
behavior fits right in. Seth Brundle is the recluse as 
hipster. 

Goldblum and the lovely Geena Davis are a terrific 
match. She has huge, pouty lips and a way of tipping her 
head to the side and rolling her eyes like a seductive 





child, but those are sharp, unsentimental eyes — she’s 
an earthy baby doll. She’s so full of contrasts that if you 
watch Veronica long enough her whole. character 
unfolds for you: her voice has a street-smart edge, so you 
know this woman’s used to taking care of herself, but it’s 
also warm and pliant, and when she gets in a tight spot 
her defense mechanisms break down — you can see 
her forehead ringing up choices while her eyes stall. 
Whereas Goldblum spoofs heavily, in that postmodern 
Barrymore fashion, Davis has a lighter touch. She stands 
apart, watching his hyperkinetic spins with an ex- 
pression on her face that’s midway between amusement 
and awe; then she assumes a mock-predatory attitude as 
she steers him into the sack. Cronenberg shoots these 
two with an attention to performance rhythms he’s 
never shown before, keeping right with them and 
catching every quirky nuance. 

The charming first hour of The Fly doesn’t have much 
apparent connection to the David Cronenberg of They 
Came from Within and Scanners and Videodrome. 
Those clunky gross-out chillers may have had their 
funny moments, but it wasn’t evident how much of the 
humor was intentional; in The Brood, for instance, it’s 
clear that he had in mind an allegorical study of how 
hatred destroys human beings, that he wanted au- 
diences to take those gargoyle children in orange 
snowsuits beating people to death with kitchen 
implements seriously. (They looked like berserk clones 
of the leering baby in the Busby Berkeley musicals.) The

Fly, though, is genuinely, deliberately funny. 
Cronenberg is working with his usual team — 
photographer Mark Irwin, editor Ronald Sanders, art 
director Carol Spier, and composer Howard Shore; but 
for half the movie nothing except the stripped-down 
narrative looks familiar. Goldblum and Davis can’t be 
the only variables that have altered his formula; his new 
cowriter, Charles Edward Pogue, is likely responsible for 
the first dialogue in a Cronenberg movie that can be said 
to have a life of its own. The script is punchy rather than 
obligatory, as it was in his earlier pictures, and it serves 
the actors so well that for once they appear to be part of 
the collaborative process. 

It’s in the second half, when the horror is unleashed 
and the film begins to ride on the heavy wheels of its 
plot, that Cronenberg flattens out the most unconven- 
tional and entertaining elements in his story. Veronica 
trundles off to see her exasperating, intrusive ex-lover 
(the editor), and Seth goes into a drunken, jealous snit 
(his sodden monologue, delivered to a rapt audience of 
one baboon, is Goldblum’s most imaginative scene) that 
ends with his putting himself through the teleportation 
process. Unbeknownst to him, a fly enters the telepod 
with him; before you can say “‘genetic-molecular 
transformation” he has fly hairs growing through a cut 
on his back and is drowning canisters of sugar in his 
cappuccino. In the 1958 version of the George Langelaan 
story, a conventional Eisenhower-era sci-fi cautionary 
fable, the machine effected an instantaneous reversal, 
giving Al Hedison a huge fly’s head and some innocent 
housefly the white wizened skull of a man. (The most 
famous sequence in the original — the only authentical- 
ly creepy scene — was a close-up of that mutant fly 
glued to a web and screaming “Help me!” in a tiny 
castrato voice as a spider bore down on it. In a joky 
tribute to that film’s director, Kurt Neumann, 
Cronenberg tosses a Bryan Ferry song called ‘Help Me” 
onto the soundtrack.) In this version, the fly begins to 
grow inside Seth’s body, taking it over in stages — a 
homegrown conceit for Cronenberg, all of whose pic- 
tures could be called They Came from Within. And

ONE CRAZY SUMMER 


f you're going to call yourself savage, you'd best 
| Ex the goods. And in One Crazy Summer, 

writer/director Savage Steve Holland does show a 
certain cruel comic flair, one that gives this latest 
determined-to-be-wild-and-crazy youth comedy flashes 
of original weirdness. 

Hoops McCann (John Cusack) is a 17-year-old 
aspiring artist who bucks the tradition of his athletic 
family by enrolling at the Rhode Island School of 
Design. His entrance assignment is to illustrate a love 
story; never having been in love, he accompanies his 
best friend (Joel Murray, Bill’s little brother) to 
Nantucket for the summer to find inspiration, which 
arrives in the form of Cassandra (Demi Moore), a singer 
they rescue from a motorcycle gang. The opening 
sequences have enjoyably goofy details: a cat's litter box 
is adorned with stuffed-bird trophies; Murray’s little 
sister carries a Ron and Nancy lunchbox; Hoops 
graduates from Generic, NY, High School. Holland, who 
began his career as-an animator, has a manic cartoon 
sensibility, and the best of his jokes just zip by. Cusack’s 
first attempts to illustrate his story are even presented as 
little cartoons that depict him as a lonely rhino in a world 
of “cute ‘n’ fuzzy bunnies” — his phrase for the beautiful 
people. And few are better suited to a cartoon 
atmosphere than Bobcat Goldthwait, who shows up to 
play half a pair of numbskull twins. Goldthwait 
combines the persona of a nerd who thinks he’s cool 


with the hyperkinetic mania of Muppet drummer 
Animal; he’s a wildman with the soul of a brain- 
damaged teddy bear, and his voice is a high squealing 
growl. When he asks a little boy to hold onto a kite and 
the kid sails off into the sky, Goldthwait looks up with a 
mixture of embarrassment and amazement and croaks, 
“Sorry!” 

It may be that, like many cartoon makers, Holland 
does best by sticking to small conceptual gags until 
they're exhausted; when he tries to haul in typical teen- 
movie mechanics, he’s lost. In One Crazy Summer, he 
tries for the same blend of black humor and “sensitive” 
melodrama that marked John Hughes's Sixteen Candles. 
When two little girls are warned that their features will 
freeze if they go on making faces at other kids, sure 
enough, it happens, and they're stuck with pulled-down 
eyes and turned-up noses. When a preppie threatens 
Demi Moore with his mastery of martial arts, exclaiming 
“I know Vang Shoo!””, Moore announces “I know Dow!” 
and maces him. But Cusack and friends have to win the 
Nantucket Regatta so Moore won't lose the land she 
inherited to an evil older preppie (Mark Metcalf, who 
played Animal House’s head bad guy and, more 
recently, the crazed authoritarian in the Twisted Sister 
videos). And the race, predictably, results in one 
personal triumph per crew member: Cusack conquers 
his fear of the water; Murray finally lands a girl; Curtis 
Armstrong, playing the son of a gung-ho general, saves 
a drowning racer and proves to his father he’s not a 
coward. By this time, the movie has become just another 
little-guys-versus-big-guys wish-fulfillment fantasy. It’s 
nice to see a teen hero not competing to be Smartass of 
the Year, but Cusack could stand a little ironic edge. He's

movie from Miami Vice auteur Michael Mann, has 

the hushed malignancy of a steadily escalating bad 
dream. Mann has directed two previous features (the 
James Caan vehicle Thief and the 1983 ghost-story 
clinker The Keep), but his manipulation of mood and 
narrative here recalls the innovative style of his TV 
series. The aqua-and-beige-on-white color schemes and 
skewed compositions give off a pristine, cleaner-than- 
life glow. It’s a look at once naturalistic and 
technological — seductive in a highly controlled way. 
Yet the familiar Vice atmosphere — the bleached visual 
textures, that low-droning synthesizer music (the sound 
of existential dread) — has been summoned for an 
altogether new effect. Adapting Thomas Harris's bestsell- 
ing crime novel Red Dragon, Mann uses the story 
of a detective on the trail of a serial killer to conjure up a 
mood of queasiness and hellish uncertainty. At times, it’s 
close to a horror film, only a peculiarly modern, twisted 
one: Miami Vice meets Psycho. Manhunter is bound to 
be both praised and dismissed (as Vice is) for being a cop 
thriller that looks like a rock video, yet Mann is far more 
sophisticated than that evaluation suggests. At once 
clinical and poetic, this movie doesn’t look like a video; 
it doesn’t look quite like any other movie. And though 
Manhunter grows disappointingly conventional in its 
second half, at his best Mann achieves a heightened new 
style of pop storytelling: icy, elliptical, hallucinatory. 

It’s a throwaway style, like Brian De Palma’s or that of 
the Coen brothers, who made Blood Simple; it’s one that 
could have arisen only in an era when storytelling itself 
is beginning to seem a threadbare conceit — when 
nearly all stories, all genres, are retreads of movies and 
TV shows gone by. It almost doesn’t matter that 
Manhunter, at heart, is a pulpy suspense yarn: what's 
fascinating is the way Mann revitalizes the clichés, using 
a voyeuristic technique to lure us inside characters and 
situations that might sound trite on paper. The hero, Will 
Graham (William Petersen), is a gifted forensics expert 
who comes out of retirement (reluctantly, of course) to 
help the FBI. His mission is to track down a sexual 
psychopath who’s been slaughtering suburban families 
in the Atlanta area. Graham has been living a placid 
existence in a beach house with his wife (Kim Greist) and 
young son, but on the job, he becomes a kind of mystic 
crime enforcer. He’s the most intuitive and intellectual of 
cops, an investigator who assembles a_ psychological 
profile of whoever he’s pursuing and tries to “enter” the 
suspect’s mind, fantasies, dreams. He accomplishes this 
not through any supernatural means but by getting in 
touch with the psychopathic elements in his own head, 
turning himself into a killer's doppelganger. 

This is comic-book stuff, to be sure, and Manhunter 
doesn’t shy away from hokiness: the movie features a 
killer who strikes once a month, on the night of the full 
moon. What rescues the film is Mann's fascination with 
psychotic personalities and those who attempt to 
understand them. Graham isn’t just a sharp cop; he’s a 
kind of up-to-the-minute psychoanalytic detective, a 
Sherlock Holmes for the post-Freudian era. Early in the 
movie, he pays a visit to the last killer he apprehended 
— a brilliant psychiatrist, Lektor, who murdered college 
girls and who came close to slicing his captor to death

with a razor. The incident, which was so horrible it put 
Graham in a mental hospital, has become the cop's 
ghastly primal memory, the thing that still upsets him so 
much he can barely talk about it; now, he’s going back to 
visit Lektor, looking for a handle on his latest case. 
Lektor intrigues him. A large, pale Englishman with a 
jet-black widow's peak that slopes into his forehead like 
a misplaced hair transplant, this suave sickie sits in his 
white-walled, white-barred private cell like an exotic 
zoo animal, basking in his own Nietzschean superiority 
complex; you half-expect to see the placard “Criminal 
Genius” on the wall. Graham shows him photos from 
the new case and asks for theories about the killer, but 
what he really wants to do is look Lektor in the eve and 
get “the mindset” back. 

The way Mann stages this scene, he locks his actors 
into such a mesmerizing staredown that you can believe 
these two men — the crisply rational lunatic and the cop 
who was clever enough to outmaneuver him — are, for 


a moment, psychic twins. As Lektor, Brian Cox gives a 
small, brilliant performance. His pale skin seems to 
match his ironically bright prison lair (it’s as though 
sitting under fluorescent lights all day had given him a 
permanent un-tan), and he stares out at the world with 
such undisguised contempt that his solitude takes on a 
metaphysical dimension: Lektor is so deep inside the 
labyrinth of his mind that he'd be in “solitary” even if he 
lived alongside the other prisoners. As it turns out, he’s 
in communication with the “Tooth Fairy” (as 
Grahams latest killer calls himself). Engaging in a kind 
of unholy serial-killer brotherhood, he writes coded 
messages to him through the personals section of the 
Tattler (the film’s takeoff on the National Enquirer) 
Now, he wants to give the Tooth Fairy the address of 
Graham's wife and son. In a clever bit of business, 








a baby-faced actor with an amiable presence; here he 
comes off as rather vague — perhaps because Holland's 
idea of what a young artist is like limits him to being 
quiet and introspective and gazing moonily at Moore, 
who has little to do but look sort of “counterculture” in 
her gingham dresses and cornrows. If Savage Steve 
Holland wants to live up to that name, he'd better stop 
giving us glimpses of the pussycat beneath. Af the 
Charles and the Circle and in the suburbs.

A FINE MESS 


he title of Blake Edwards's latest farce is 
] obviously meant to evoke Laurel and Hardy, the 
comic sources whom he says he’s borrowed from 
more than any other. The Laurel and Hardy comedies 
were gentle, evenly paced affairs: when Ollie got mad at 
Stan, he was more likely to glare than shout. Edwards's 
style is to hit ‘em hard and keep on hitting. He's a 
relentless yocksmith who executes his slapstick gags 
with brutal efficiency, and at his best (in, say, the 
hospital-mix-up sequence of Micki & Maude), he can get 
you laughing helplessly. But in A Fine Mess, the 
slapstick takes on a peculiarly desperate, stripped-down 
quality. The gags aren't rooted in the characters, so the 
comic mayhem doesn’t build or explode. 

One would be hard-pressed to think of a less 
charismatic duo than Ted Danson and Howie Mandel 
Danson plays an overbearing film actor who overhears a 
scheme to dope a racehorse into the winner's circle; 
Mandel is his car-hop sidekick, whose money he uses to 
bet on the horse. If these two recall any comedy team, 





it's Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis, with Danson as the 
womanizing smoothie and Mandel the spastic screw-up. 
Danson, though, is the wrong actor to parody a strutting 
cocksman — there's a fatal lack of irony in his macho 
poses. Mandel, the ostensibly adorable man/child, 
specializes in a brand of high-decibel craziness that 
never gets any opportunity to take flight here; he just 
winds up being irritatingly antic. The pair are soon 
pursued by two slow-thinking thugs (Richard Mulligan 
and Stuart Margolin), and Danson and Mandel look 
woefully inadequate whenever they have to share the 
screen with Mulligan, an often inspired farceur. 

This is the sort of movie in which, as soon as you see 
a car door left open, you wait for another car to come 
along and rip it off. (There are no fewer than three car 
chases in the first 30 minutes.) And there are some 
unexplained oddities: the scientist we see in the credit 
sequence mixing the dope (a pink suppository the size of 
a dildo) has a Nazi flag flying in the background, and 
though the story is set in the present, the drive-in 
Mandel works at is vintage ‘50s, with classic cars in the 
parking lot and a clientele that looks like the road 
company of Grease. Columbia delayed this movie's 
release for months, and several sequences (including a 
piano-moving routine modeled on the famous Laurel 
and Hardy short “The Music Box”) were cut, but it's 
doubtful they would have helped much. Maybe 
Edwards thought he could get at the essence of slapstick 
by draining his movie of everything but “classic” 
routines. In A Fine Mess, the routines are so classic 
they’re DOA. At the Copley Place, the Beacon Hill, and 
the Allston and in the suburbs.

William Petersen: making every flicker of emotion readable 


Lektor sneaks an against-regulations phone call out to a 
university professor who knows Graham and, after 
reeling off several compulsively perverse lies about his 
identity, ends up with the address in 30 seconds 

The Tooth Fairy, as it turns out, has left quite a trail. As 
Graham visits the sites of the murders,. trying to 
determine the killer's emotional state during every step 
of his hideous crimes, he becomes a kind of voyeuristic 
stand-in for the audience. In a scene so languorous it 
seems suspended in time, he enters a murdered family’s 
now-empty bedroom, its white walls and white 
carpeting splattered with dried blood, and “talks” to the 
killer: first you came in, then vou set up the mirrors, then 
you took your glove off to caress a victim's leg, and so 
forth. Behind every assertion is the simple question 
“Why?” The way Mann lingers on that bloodied room 
makes you want to turn away, yet Manhunter has less 
blood than your average slasher movie. What's horrify 
ing is the sense that the killings aren't just gaudy-empty 
movie murders; they seem clinical and “real.” At one 
point, Graham is on an airplane thumbing through a pile 
of graphic file photos, and when he falls asleep, the little 
girl in the next seat gets a glimpse of one of the photos 
inside the folder and starts yelling for Mommy. It’s a 
moment worthy of Hitchcock: the shock and obscenity 
of homicide hits you full in the face. 

Graham starts off where the police investigators in, 
say, The Boston Strangler ended up: he Knows the 
killer's “motives” are madness — but also that they're as 








genuine as a petty shoplifter’s, The movie catches vou 
up in the enigmatic clues that unite the murders 
videotaped home movies, mirrors, the way the killer 
always picks a house with a pet and appears to have 
sexual-identity problems. And Mann is so intent on 
capturing the numbing textures of bureaucratic interiors 
and the subtleties of advanced detective procedure that 
you may feel, as.a friend of mine put it, vou're seeing the 
world under a microscope. At times, the mixture of 
sensuality and dread recalls the mood De Palma works 
for in his vertiginous thrillers, only De Palma’s candied 
swirling camerawork has become an empty flourish: a 
lollipop without a center. Mann’s stvle is sleek, almost 
tactile — he evokes dreaminess without the gauze. And 
with a jagged narrative approach that trims away the fat 
of transitional scenes and keeps even casual conversa 
tions half submerged in darkness, he has vou hanging 
on every line, every obsessive camera angle 

The young stage actor William Petersen has won 
acclaim for his performances as Jack Henry Abbott in the 
stage version of In the Belly of the Beast and Stanler 
Kowalski in A Streetcar Named Desire; and in William 
Friedkin’s To live and Die in L.A. he was cast 
(unsuccessfully, | thought) as a vicious, do-what-it-takes 
cop who kicked suspects in the nuts and treated his 
beautiful girlfriend like a cheap) whore. Perhaps 
Petersen, with his baby face, has it in him to take on 
these macho-superman roles (I've never seen him on 
stage), but judging from his more reflective performance 
in Manhunter, Vd guess his future in movies lies in 
plaving quieter tvpes, his anger turned down to a 
simmer. Wearing a close-cropped beard, Petersen is 
handsome without being movie-star handsome; he 
holds the camera in an intense vet unobtrusive way. And 
his stage-trained performance rhythms link him to an 
earlier generation of screen stars: he’s not hammy, he 
just makes every flicker of emotion readable. Graham's 
near-fatal run-in with Lektor told him first-hand how 
beastly these killers are, and so his desire to rid the 
planet of them isn’t just another white-knight cop's 
quest for decency. He's a man who has come to hate his 
job but knows he’s the only one who can get it done. | 
never quite bought the idea that Graham, while working 
on a case, edges toward psvchomania himself, but 
Petersen, whose serious, saddened eves shine with 
intelligence, makes Graham's dedication to solving the 
killings palpable. His slightly bland normality works for 
him here; when he carries on his imaginary dialogues 
with the killer, he’s appalled at the revelations his own 
mind comes up with

A Tempest that blows itself out

© man — not even Spiro Veloudos — is an 
N island. The Publick Theatre’s bulky artistic 

director, who is both director and star of this 
outdoor staging of The Tempest, cuts an imposing figure 
as Prospero. He moves and speaks with authority, and 
though he does neglect whole aspects of the character, 
he at least seems like “the wrongéd Duke of Milan.” But 
his supporting cast, with few exceptions, can’t even lay 
claim to plausibility. For all its storm and bluster, the 
show gives off only muffled thunder and a drizzle of 
verse. 

The Tempest might be called Shakespeare's 
“autumn’s tale.” A man whose prime of life has been 
passed in exile is given the unexpected opportunity to 
avenge old wrongs — a fantasy shared by many but 
granted to few — and regain his rightful place in society. 
Prospero, preferring ‘secret studies” to statecraft, lost his 
dukedom by entrusting it to his unscrupulous brother, 
Antonio. He's spent the past 12 years on a remote island, 
rearing his daughter and practicing the magical arts to 
tame the forces of nature. He lords it over Caliban, the 
disfigured offspring of a witch, and marshals a band of 
sprites, chief of whom is Ariel, to work his spells. “By 
accident most strange, bountiful Fortune” has now 
delivered Prospero’s enemies into his grasp. In the 
course of an elaborate revenge scheme, the wily wizard 
learns compassion from Ariel and allows his “nobler 
reason” to persuade him to “the rarer action” — 
forgiveness. 

In Veloudos’s hands, this journey of the soul becomes 
a mundane cautionary about the dangers of being too 
trusting. His Prospero, you can bet, will be careful not to 
turn his back on his brother again. The passage of a 
dozen years in near-solitary exile, the strenuous exertion 
entailed in the acquisition of arcane powers — none of it 
shows in this mercurial, still-youthful duke, who seems 
eager not to “retire” but to take up the reins of state. By 
the time Veloudos caps Prospero’s future plans with the 
line “Every third thought shall be my grave,” he seems 
to be talking about someone else, some mature, 
reflective fellow we've never met. And the incongruity is 
compounded by the decision to remove “Our revels now 
are ended” from its context and to tack it onto the play's 
epilogue. Besides being unbearably trite, this rearrange- 
ment deprives the magician of the metaphysics (“We are 
such stuff/As dreams are made on”) underlying his 
control of the spirit world. Moreover, it makes no sense 
for Prospero to be saying “These our actors,/As | 
foretold you, were all spirits’ to the audience: it wasn't 
us he told, it was Ferdinand and Miranda. 

Neither of whom can be counted an asset here. 
Nicholas Martin-Smith’s oafish, moony Ferdinand 
exudes a gooey sincerity that congeals true feelings, 
whether of love, of grief for a supposedly drowned 
father, or of relief at the return of same. Merry Lee 
Traum, far from having the usual problem of looking, too 
old for the 14-vear-old Miranda, looks barely 12 and acts 
as young as eight, an impish, twinkly-eved = grin

Beggars can’t be choosers

Threepenny Opera) opened in 1728 to un- 
precedented acclaim. No doubt John Gay’s fresh 
theatrical recipe — a spicy blend of audacious political 
lampooning, Hogarthian social commentary, bawdy and 
pseudo-sentimental humor, and scores of “airs” written 
to popular tunes — was bound to appeal to a public taste 
sated with bland bourgeois comedy, fatty heroic tragedy, 
and the artificially sweetened Baroque opera. As to the 
last, Gay’s parody proved so effective that, according to 
one of Pope’s footnotes in The Dunciad, “it drove out of 
England (for that season) the Italian opera, which had 
carried all before it for ten years.” But Patrick Swanson’s 
desultory al fresco revival of this runaway hit, though 
very prettily sung and accompanied under Charlotte 
Kaufman's direction, could bring those Baroque confec- 
tions back into fashion. Swanson’s staging is ponderous, 
his pacing slack, his ear for meaning unreliable, and his 
sensibility random; at two and three-quarter hours, his 
draggy production seems dedicated to the guiding muse 
of Pope's satiric epic, the goddess Dullness. 
Not a little of the play’s fanatical 18th-century

following was due to the charms of Lavinia Fenton, the 
unknown 19-year-old actress who, as_the first Polly 
Peachum, was instantly idolized (after six months’ 
celebrity, having snagged a duke, she retired from the 
stage). Fenton is said to have sung Polly’s absurdly 
melodramatic lyrics “in so tender and affecting a manner 
that it always brought down the house.” I[n_ this 
description is the key to Gay’s (and later Brecht’s) satiric 
success with the role: a core of absolute sincerity. For the 
audience to feel the dissonance between Polly's 
emotions and her situation (she embodies love's 
poignant determination to conquer even self-interest 
and greed), the actress must ally herself with this 
sentiment, not caricature it as Lynn Torgove does at 
Castle Hill. Torgove has seized on a single trait — Polly's 
weakness for romance fiction — and fashioned it into an 
entire portrayal, exaggerating virtually every spoken line 
and never allowing you to forget the authorial smirk 
behind the love-struck girl’s smile or the wink behind 
her distress. 

Besides, Torgove’s gorgeously fruity soprano and 
operatic delivery are almost in a class by themselves 
here — and close, one suspects, to the Italianate style 
under attack. Which may well be her point in applying 
so much vibrato that half her words are obscured, but 
the approach clashes with the plainer singing of the 
others. Not that the rest of the company is free of 
affectation. Roberta Gilbert's Mrs. Peachum indulges in 
stock shtick like picking her teeth (hardly in keeping 
with her bourgeois pretensions); Jess Perry's Filch 
stammers in one accent and sings (without the 
impediment) in another, both of them equally un- 
British; Rockland Osgood’s wild-maned  Lockit 
(Macheath’s jailer) speaks in a sinewy falsetto that rules 


- out the sinister. Wendell Cordtz presents Peachum with 








straightforward conviction, and Sharon Baker's Lucy 
Lockit (Macheath’s other main squeeze) is indeed 
“tender and affecting.” But as Macheath, David Ripley 
lacks any trace of the whoremongering highwayman’‘s 
bravado or sex appeal; and his speeches are often 
accented without regard to sense. 

The incompatibility in the acting is mirrored in 
Swanson’s overall conception, which is part period- 
faithful and part Brechtian. Nowhere is the disjunction 
starker than in the ladies’ frontage: whereas the 
principals appear in authentic, modestly revealing 
décolletage, the “Women of the Town” are fitted with 
plastic corsets molded into fake bosoms exposed far 
more daringly. Actors wander the lighted wings in plain 
sight, juggling, changing costumes, and pretending to 
warm themselves over glowing “coals.” On stage, they 
hew to 18th-century performance conventions. At every 
turn, the production seems to be debating whether to go 
for the hypocrisy and grit or keep it cartoony. Gay (and 
Brecht after him) found a way to make corruption 
beguiling and cartoons compelling; opting for the easy 
stunt, Swanson accomplishes neither. 

And the split-screen effect is enhanced by the setting. 
A long narrow scaffolding, comprising a pair of two- 
story towers linked by a platform with a trap door, 
divides the audience in half and obliges the actors to 
play to one side or the other (you can hardly keep 
everyone in profile all the time). Made of massive, 
interlocked timbers, the structure nicely evokes the 
gallows as it soars overhead, its topmost struts providing 
anchorage for the lights. There's also an elevator/cage 
that rumbles between levels to accommodate Macheath 
at various stages of incarceration; and between the lift 
and the trap, Swanson brings everything to a halt several 
times toward the end of the play, in order to put the 
actors through paces that do little more than exercise the 
set. As it is, Gay’s third act is already prolonged by 
trumped-up suspense and could stand some trimming, 
not padding. Even a beggar’s opera has to watch its 
waste lines. p 0

hen Stalin makes a phone call, it’s hard to 
W reverse the charges. One of the recurring gags 

in Black Sea Follies has the Russian dictator 
calling up people he doesn’t know in the middle of the 
night and grinning with delight as he imagines the panic 
on the other end of the line. His peculiar obsession gives 
a new dimension to the concept of the obscene phone 
call. 

Like much of the material in this intriguingly offbeat 
musical satire, Stalin’s telephone terrorism is based on 
fact. He did have a habit of making fear-inspiring 
personal phone calls. One of the recipients might have 
been Dmitri Shostakovich, who met Stalin long enough 
to have his music banned, and who is the play’s other 
central character. Director Stanley Silverman and writer 
Paul Schmidt have concocted a scenario in which the 
dictator invites the composer to his summer home on the 
Black Sea and tries to persuade him to write the music 
for an epic film that will immortalize the accomplish- 
ments of his regime. Stalin wants Shostakovich to do for 
him what Mickey Mouse did for Walt Disney. He longs 
to be remembered as the creator of a benevolent Magic 
Kingdom; he dreams of a theme song that his subjects 
can “whistle while they work.” 

Stalin’s involvement in the Soviet film industry is also 
rooted in history. He was his country’s cultural czar, and 
he recognized the importance of art and images in 
winning the hearts of the people. It is said that Tarzan 
movies were among his favorites, but the creators of 
Black Sea Follies have replaced the ape man with Walt 
Disney as Stalin’s cinematic hero. The resulting theater 
piece. cuts to the heart of the relationship between 
tyranny and art. There is plenty of silly slapstick, but the 
play has a hard core of intelligence that gives it weight 
and resonance. 

A composer himself, with experience in writing scores 
for motion pictures, Silverman structures the play so that 
the music echoes and intensifies the conflicts of the 
characters. The ironies and subtle tensions begin with an 
onstage string ensemble rehearsing “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” They are Soviet musicians, and their director 
shouts at them to play more freely when what she wants 
is a particular result that has nothing to do with the idea 
of freedom. Shostakovich shows up at the rehearsal and 
reminds them that the song was written by a man 
watching his country fight for its life. They replay the 
anthem in numerous comic styles that underscore the 
way music can be manipulated to fit differing political 
interpretations. Their questions set Shostakovich re 
miniscing about Stalin’s attempt to coerce him into 
writing official state music. The rest of the show is the 
composer's flashback, a Fantasia with strings attatched. 

The dialogue between Stalin and Shostakovich sets up 
the themes of the evening in a literate language that 
sometimes deadens the action. Perhaps the intention is 
to have Stalin speak in wooden slogans that match the 
inflexibility of his politics. The ideas are stimulating, but 
epigrams like “A dictator never dreams, other people 
dream him,” make for stilted dialogue; the same themes 
are suggested more obliquely — and more effectively —

Shostakovich quits Stalin in Lenox

uditions for the central role of Sharik in Feat First 
A Theatre’s production of Heart of a Dog might 
have been a bit prickly. That’s because the 
catalytic event at the heart of Mikhail Bulgakov’s satiric 
novella is the pituitary-and-genital transplant that 
transforms a tail-between-the-legs Muscovite mutt into 
a rowdy unhousebroken juvenile delinquent (Mass 
General, eat your heart out). Before the big switch, 
Sharik spends his days woofing up spare bones at the 
back doors of restaurants or cadging his daily grub from 
garbage dumps. Despite the events of 1917, Sharik 
reports, 1924 Moscow is full of fleabitten Rovers 
becoming ill from the scraps of rotten salt beef dispensed 
at the Food Rationing Board and the rotten horsemeat 
sold at the Moscow State Food Store. Glad to lick any 
hand that feeds him, he falls into the clutches of 
Professor Preobrazhensky, a sexual-rejuvenation doctor 
who stitches monkeys’ ovaries into menopausal women 
and wants to perfect his testicle-transplant technology 
by experimenting with aging ‘strays: Unfortunately, 
“Sharik doesn’t rejuvenate. He-rears up on his hind legs, 
sheds his fur, smokes cigarettes, pinches the maids, and, 
finally, denounces Preobrazhensky as a counter-revo- 
lutionary with Menshevik tendencies. 

This parodistic Leninstein — written by Bulgakov in 
1925 but published only in 1968, then adapted by Frank 
Galati in 1985 — skewers both the proletariat and its 
saviors. Bulgakov sees to it that Sharik, like Frank-

enstein’s oeuvre, ends up with the first warm 
pituitary/genital set available: the glands of a thieving 
drunken balalaika player. Stuck with the worst of both 
instinctual and rational worlds, the revolutionary 
caninoid tends to pee on the rug, chase cats, and chew 
fleas out of his arm at the dinner table, also swiping 
“Dad's” rubles, guzzling vodka, and putting odd records 
on the victrola. He’s no treat — but neither is Dad 
Although Bulgakov implies that the proles can only 
aspire to criminal brains (while happily sloshing in the 
juices of their sour, criminal pituitaries), he also suggests 
that the revolution was a demento Dr. Ruth sex clinic for 
an exhausted culture, that it was led by money-mad, 
power-hungry quacks. And the last bitter joke isn’t 
against Sharik. When the mutt drops his tail-wagging 
habits along with his tail, revealing the heart of an 
obstreperous human, not the heart of a dog, 
Preobrazhensky wants nothing more to do with him 
Slicing open his experiment and reintroducing the 
original organs, he turns Sharik back into a creature 
accustomed to heeling — or is that heiling? — obediently 
to his master’s voice 

All in all, it’s a tall tale for a small company like Feat 
First. Trying to dramatize Bulgakov’s disgust with the 
beast minds of his generation, the company has comé up 
not with a How? but with a reductive “Arf.” At least 
Jamie Huggins, as Sharik, seems more than willing to 
strain at his leash. With mittened paws and a black outfit 
setting off his stringy frame and mangy David Lee Roth 


- haircut, he attacks his part on all fours. Although he’s an 


imtermittent panter and inconsistent with the tongue- 
lolling routine, he’s good at expressing a spectrum of 
doggy emotions, from the melancholic “Ooow-ow-oow 
owow” to the inquiring “Rowrf?” to the pissed-off 
“Grrrr BOW-WOW!” When Preobrazhensky throws a 
sliced wienie that bounces off the stage’s grotty floor, 
Huggins lopes over and snaps it up on the first hop. He 


plays the revolutionary product as a snotty teen 
slouching and smirking in his cool new jacket, spats, and 
recidivistic fire-hydrant tie, As the spirit-that-can't-be 
housebroken, he throws himself into Sharik’s passion 
for removing the occasional flea with his teeth, not his 
hands. And as the totally rad kid, he refuses to please 
Dad by begging, rolling over, or being in any way 
fetching. Countering him as Professor Preobrazhensky 
Brian Wolfe-Leonard keeps a proper distance from his 
experimental botch, drawing away in danditied reserve 
to pat the topiary effects of his neatly trimmed beard and 
hide out in a stuffy BBC accent. The other performers 
M. Carl Kaufman playing a rejuvenation client, a cook 
and the head of the apartment's tenants union; Phoebe 
Reeves playing another rejuvenatee, a maid, and 
Sharik’s grrrrifriend — range from slightly overdone to 
slightly underdone. But none of the acting meets 
Bulgakovw’s larger-than-life requirements. Even Huy 
gins’s cur seems curbed, and the meatiest speeches are 
kibbled 

If they were going to leave the acting this un 
developed, Feat First should have pushed the imagery 
harder. One good idea that could have been expanded 
unfolds during the operation: a wall of sheets creates a 
shadow play as Preobrazhensky drags thick, knotted 
ropes out of Sharik’s guts to the tune of “I am now 
removing the seminal vesicles!” Later, though the dog 
to-man metamorphosis is enly described as an actor 
reads excerpts from the novella’s medical diary 
“Molting process progresses to almost total baldness 
instead of diphthong ‘aow-aow,’ bark now enunciated 
as ‘ah-oh’; yesterday, in the presence of several 
witnesses, the subject called Professor Preobrazhensky 
‘a cotton-picking son-of-a-bitch.’"’ If director Thomas 
Hunter Hirschman had kept the sheet in place, Sharik 
could have shed fur and dropped tail much more 
dramatically. And instead of simply slipping a few 
Prokofiev records on the turntable, Hirschman might 
have tried something more daring (an all-barking 
Internationale’’?), escalating Bulgakov’s outrageous 
ness into a “Gland Night for Singing” instead of a 
watered-down Gravy Train 
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The Feelies: a band whose only product is music

Good Earth vibrations 


Feelies, nothing more than Feelies

ven back in 1980, when the Feelies released their 
E debut, Crazy Rhythms, they were an anomaly not 

just in the accepted firmament of pop stars (you 
expected that) but in the postpunk underground 
network that accepted them. Bookish-looking and 
nervous-gounding, with neither an easy beat to latch 
onto nor a taste for the straightforward melodic hook, 
they made guitar-fronted rock and roll wrought with 
patient care that still left room for the surprise of 
variation, a music whose arrangements were as 
compositionally sly as its lyrics were full of unspoken 
fear. Just as they stood out in a new-wave landscape full 
of covertly preprofessional power poppers and dancing 
dolts, they don’t seem much more at home six years later 
among overtly professional power poppers and dancing 
dolts. Spending much of their time in extracurricular 
projects that have produced only one EP (the Trypes’ 
The Explorers Hold), giving nary a thought to keeping 
their name in the pop argument, they're a refreshingly 
out-of-place phenomenon — a band whose only 
product is music. Then again, it’s hard to imagine a 
world in which guitarists/singers/writers Glenn Mercer 
and Bill Million would be at home. On the title track of 
their long-anticipated second album, The Good Earth 
(Coyote), Mercer sings in a submerged monotone “| 
can't get along/Take me back to my home”; he makes 
the same plea in “High Road,” but it’s never clear what 
sort of “home” he means (could “the good earth” be the 
grave?) or whether he believes that deliverance would 
bring any peace. Although the title phrase isn’t meant 
ironically (there's little irony in the Feelies), the nostalgia 
the song summons is hardly benign. 

The melodies on the new album lean on campfire 
singalongs and jittery bluegrass more than the two 
chord clangor of Crazy Rhythms did, and the rounded 
rhythms steer the guitars toward a_ folk-rockish 
luminescence, but the album has little to do with the 
contrived ruralism so many young American bands have 
been grasping for as of late. And though Mercer's 
singing is sandwiched tightly by the mesh of guitars and 
lightly daubed keyboards (as in coproducer Peter Buck’s 
band, R.E.M.), the lyrics come clean once you pay 
attention to a song — there’s no gratutitous collegiate 
obscurity in the sonic mix or in the words themselves. If 
the placement of the voice often makes the singer sound 
lost, it’s because he is. Mercer's talk-singing is not an act 
of brashness (as with so many rockers); his flat tone is 
choked up with the weight of what is not being said, fear 
denied the melodrama of its release. Even when you 
bend low to hear the simple plea of “The Good Earth” or 
the simple offer of release in ‘‘Let’s Go,” he sings not to 
you but to himself, and his words have the lonely, 
embarrassed hush of someone comfortable only with 
whispering to himself in his room. 

The side effect of de-emphasizing the singing on The 
Good Earth is to put each player on an equal footing, to 
steer away from the songs and toward the chunks of 
instrumental texture these ever-serious musicians prefer. 
The band has always been uncommon in having layered 
percussion egg on its trap-drummer, in setting its ornate 
guitar statements over that shifting pulse. That tension 
in its songs (between the repetitive rhythm guitar chords 
and the off-the-handle leads, between straight time and 
rhythmic outburst) continues in an even more fluid form 
on the new album. Lacking the harshness of the 
extended workouts on Crazv Rhythms, the new 
arrangements sneak up on vou, lulling vou with the 
obvious prettiness of Million’s cyclical acoustic-guitar 
strums and the nonchalance of Mercer's voice, then 
suddenly bursting into disturbances both ecstatic and 


fearsome. 

“Tomorrow Today” is a Mercer showcase as majestic 
as any the band has come up with — it’s dotted with his 
trademark of thick, snaking lines cut off at their peak, 
and metallic terror leaks in his wake. “Slipping (Into 
Something)” builds patiently to a manic.coda in which 
guitars and percussion square off and race; finally, 
exhausted and spent, they let the song unravel. “The 
Last Roundup,” a short, quaking burst of a tune, 
accompanies Mercer's description of a desolate highway 
landscape with echoing notes that shadow his words 
and hyperactive rhythm guitar strokes that rob the 
song's folkish melody of any poise it might have had. 
Even a relatively straightforward track like “On the 
Roof” is full of tiny, lovingly placed details that nudge it 
along: the entrance of a tambourine, an electric guitar 
whose comment leaves as quickly as it came in, a 
background shimmer that might be a lightly blended 
piano. 

The complexity of this music lies in the economical 
Way it pieces together the most rudimentary compo 
nents, vielding songs both rough and sophisticated, 








predetermined and spontaneous, violent and oddly 
calming. This makes for an attractive paradox: if there's 
little freedom in the music, there’s always a surprise 
coming in the arrangements. At T.T. the Bear's on 
August 9, the Feelies’ set (by no means stingy, either) 
zoomed by, as light as it was indelible. (What's more, the 
band may even be serious about promoting the new 
album: it ignored its usual hermit tradition of coming out 
to play only on national holidays — unless you count the 
anniversary of Nagasaki.) With Mercer and Million 
complemented by the album's rhythm section (bassist 
Brenda Sauter, percussionist Dave Weckerman, and 
drummer Stan Demeski; Anton Fier has been lost to the 
Bill Laswell studio machine), the Feelies opened up both 
new songs and old faves for extended elaboration. They 
felt their way through the Beatles’ “She Said She Said” 
as if they had suddenly realized it had been written 
about them; they thrashed through the Monkees’ “I’m a 
Believer” as if they knew all along it could never be 
about them. Mercer and Million have always put 
extreme concentration into the endings of songs (a 
measure of their dreamy love of repetition), and on stage 
they extended “Slipping (Into Something)” into an 
astonishing anti-rave-up, furious and slowly varying, 
where the slightest change in a riff registered a jolt. 
Shoved along by Sauter’s unyielding bass bumps, 
“Crazy Rhythms” ended with the two. guitarists 
exchanging glancing crosstalk even after the others had 
left the stage. And on the version of the Beatles’ 
“Evervbody’s Got Something To Hide Except for Me 
and My Monkey,” they even had the nervy patience to 
fade out the song's final sputtering notes. The mod- 
ulated hystetia of such a gesture, showing as much a 
passion for order as a passion for passion, couldn't have 
been more typical even if they hadn't planned it

any of my favorite summer singles take disco 
as a failed dream: only the moves remain. The 
singles available in America that | like best 


don’t say so quite as sharply or as soulfully as do the 
songs of Montreal, but a few clarify for late-comers 
impulses that classic disco took for granted. This 
summer's singles are particularly good at explaining 
why someone would want to dance or (more often) why 
a person can/t stand dancing any more but doesn’t quite 
know how or when to stop. All agree that the dreams 
that once enabled girls next door to become divas are no 
longer enough. Escaping a bad love affair makes a 
person start dancing a lot more often than does the hope 
of finding a good love affair on the dance floor. The best 
of this summer's singers sigh to see innocents throwing 
themselves away; that everybody's discoing, they seem 
to say, shows that everybody's sad. 

® Boys Don’t Cry, “I Wanna Be a Cowboy” (Profile). 
The deliberate dullness of this British debut band’s beat 
is complemented by the ennui of Nick Richards’s rap. 
He can make love, and it doesn’t matter: “I’ve got my 
saddle on my horse . . . of course... and you can be my 
cowgirl.” The band’s synths hum, buzz, and drone as if 
snoring — there’s no peak or scream to wake them up. 
Indeed, Richards put his band to sleep forever: “My 
name is Ted. And one day I'll be dead. Ha ha.” 
Cheerful indifference apotheosized for one track. 

@ Anne Murray, “Now and Forever (You and Me)” 
(Capitol). When a true and forever love does turn up in 
this season’s dance music, recognizing it becomes an act 
of overt will and gut instinct. And Murray's foursquare 
voice, with its shimmering timbre and steady aim, 
powers over producer David Foster's orchestrations with 
just such will and instinct. Although her biggest recent 
hit starts out perfect for 1986 disco (“I’ve learned to live 
without love”), she resists the art ballad Europop 
producer David Foster offers her (“It’s all so new”). And 
when she decides to believe Foster she goes at her pace, 
not his. She’s the one who proclaims, “Starting tonight, 
we'll be together,” and when she sings, “And it’s gonna’ 
be right.”, you can hear the period at the end. 


® Double, ‘The Captain of Her Heart’ (PolyGram). 
Although the young female protagonist of this Swiss 
quartet’s debut hit sees her innocence slipping away 
(“This night the dream was leaving she tried so hard to 
keep”), they stand off from her; refusing to lend a 
helping hand, Double’s solo piano (in a minor key) and 
swooning solo saxophone deepen her loneliness. So that 
when she, with no help and by implication no hope, 
decides to take charge of herself (“As the day came up 
she made a start/To stop waiting for the captain of her 
heart’’), the courage and perhaps the rewards of her self 
reliance are hers, all hers. 

® Willie Colon, “Set Fire to Me” (A&M) and Janet 
Jackson, “What Have You Done for Me Lately”’/“ Nasty’ 
(A&M, Canada). Yes, classic disco lives. Yes, the rhythm 
to-voice duets of old R&B are still useful. In two 
versions, called “Latin Jazzbo’’ and “Inferno Dub, 
Colon’s Anglo debut (he’s long been a big salsa star) 
plays disco as in 1976. Once again timbales do the high- 
heel walk, and once again the singer (Colon himself) is a 
girl watcher of “bodies burning in the heat.” As if it were 
10 years ago, the summer Dr. Buzzard’s Original 
Savannah Band caught on, Colon plays cold guitar and 
bass riffs solo and chants to respond to the disco queen 
who seeks to be set on fire — and perhaps Colon knows 
perfectly well that his fans have heard all this before. 
Jackson's rhythm-to-voice duets are available as a two- 
sided single only in Canada; the front’s lessfun than the 
back. In “What Have You Done for Me” Jackson riffs her 
title line uninterestedly, Producers Jimmy Jam and Terry 
Lewis (Cherrelle, S.0.S. Band) serve up drummed slides 
and synth teasers on a tricky, pole-vaulting beat, but no 
dancer need spare jackson any attention. In “Nasty” she 
intrudes only to say she will or she;twon't, but it's 
enough. That she says both yes (“I might grow to like 
this”) and no (“The name’s not ‘Baby,’ it’s Janet — ‘Miss 
Jackson,’ if you're nasty!) confounds even Jam and 
Lewis's wildest beat tricks.

What's up at Doc’s

hese are lean years for party-hounds. The folks 

who live in the arena ateliers on Thayer Street 

aren't risking their floors (or their leases) for the 
sake of a no-holds-barred 3 a.m. thrash bash anymore. 
Which is ironic, because the club scene is farther- 
reaching than it was in the glory days of punk; if the 
Girls were still playing, they'd probably be booked at the 
Rat tonight. Still, don’t give up on the South End — a 
gregarious fellow named Michael Mammone has taken 
over host duties at Doc’s Place (né Doc’s Café), a 
handsome World War Il-vintage tavern on the corner of 
Harrison and Mass Ave. He’s there only on Thursday 
night, when it lights up the sky under the nom de 
cabaret of the Bat Cave East (in honor of the notorious 
New Romantics London club and, more . locally,

Mammone’s Southie apartment). Doc’s holds a couple of 
hundred partiers, and it features a majestic, S-shaped bar 
that separates the dance floor from an assemblage of 
small tables. Near the corner door, the atmosphere is 
vaguely aquatic as the street light diffuses through 
adjacent walls of glass bricks. Once you pay your fin and 
go inside, you'll find dark corners galore lit by the 


scattered spangles from the obligatory mirror ball and 
the intermittent flickering of a Ronson. Forget pseudo- 
streamlined yup havens like Division 16 — Doc's Place 
is vintage. You can easily envision characters from 
William Kennedy's zoot-suited Albany underworld 
hunkered over their Scotch-and-waters at the bar. But 
on a recent visit, the crowd was an agreeable mix of the 
underground Aqua Net set and pensioned, wind-break- 
ered regulars. 

“| was a dancer in New York, but | also used to go out 
a lot at night. After eight years, | had enough of that and 
moved back home, My first job was working the bars at 
Spit,” Mammone says, lighting a Merit from a 
handmade BAT CAVE EAST book of matches. “I left 
when I stopped having a good time — they've got a real 


corporate attitude toward having fun over there. So after 
a year, | felt it was my duty to improve nightlife in 
Boston.” Mammone had been holding baccanales in his 
South End flat for a while, but he always had plenty of 
ya-yas left. “ After you have parties in your apartment for 
eight months, you get evicted,” sighs his roommate, a 
sleek Yugoslav named Tomis. The pair quieted down

a man, but 10 vears after disco reached its peak, fans 
need to be both told and shown; and no song's ever set 
it forth more clearly than Braxton’s debut. The melody 
and the beat are taken from Shannon's recent dance pop 
for teens, but Braxton’s a fierce-voiced shouter who sings 
disco’s adult perspective on losing one’s man: “He's a 
nice guy, but spoiled rotten: what do | get out of the 
deal? Nothin’.” So what does Braxton do? She steps into 
the middle of the noise, puts her heels to the beat, and 
dresses up her pride and her body: “Get vour act 
together, ‘cause there's nothing wrong with me!” That's 
how a man’s former girlfriend becomes a disco queen, in 
five edited versions. 

@ Hazell Dean, “Thev Sav It's Gonna Rain” and 
“Extra Sensual Persuasion” (British EMI, import), After a 
woman's been a disco queen long enough she may want 
to be a commoner again; she may want a man. No one 
interprets this phase of disco more sharply than Hazell 
Dean, whose 1983 debut, ‘Searchin’ (1 Gotta Find a 
Man),” defined the move: screaming all the wav, her 
cool and her pride in just as many tatters as her 
producer's beats, Dean dashes back and forth across the 
melody, a slave to passion. In “They Say It's Gonna 
Rain” she pretends to dignity, insisting she'll survive no 
matter how many men she chases, but the frenzy of her 
producers’ beat belies her. Dean sings on, naked to her 
embarrassment; she’s lower than common, and her song 
was number one on HI-NRG charts to prove it. In “Extra 
Sensual Persuasion” she's high on having one man to 
fulfill her, the tempo is patient (disco calls this “‘sleaze”’) 
and caress follows caress neatly enough to afford her 
that dignity. Formerly Dean has screamed and screeched 
and scurried up and down; in “Extra Sensual Per 
suasion” Dean has a lover's attention. And she soars 
every bit as coolly as Annie Lennox on the similar “It's 
All Right (Baby's Coming Back)

before they lost their digs, but Mammone’s urge to frolic 
was unabated. ‘I'm still paying for a bash | threw for the 
Cure at the Embassy Suites Hotel in January,” he notes 
impassively. A couple of months ago, he convinced 
Doc's owner that there was a clientele looking for a good 
time on Thursdays, and so far, they've turned up in slow 
but steady numbers. Mammone doesn’t want the Cave 
to get too big too fast — he learned a lesson from friends 
of his who ran New York's downtown Pyramid Club 
which recently collapsed under the weight of its own 
trendiness. “After the Pyramid got written up in the 
Times and everywhere, it was hard to keep it exclusive 
— and everything fell apart. | don’t want that to happen 
here.” 

So far, Bat Cave entertainment consists of your basic 
traveling-DJ-with-set-up, but Mammone is planning live 
bands for the space. His taste runs to arty combos like 
Manufacture and Psycho-Tec — not the Turbines, 
despite their oft-playved tribute to the hotspot (“Wah 
Hev”: “Hey, hey, there's a party tonight/Down by Doe's 
Café I see the party lights”). “There are plenty of places 
in Boston for bands like that.” Mammone says equably

WHITE ANIMALS: 
AIN’T MUCH SUNSHINE 


n the face of it, an undying dedication to 
O pre-Sgt. Pepper pop is a dull, reductive 

allegiance to the past. Still, some com- 
mitted performers make you hear it their way. 
Marshall Crenshaw does it with tangy, detailed 
songwriting and an unabashedly contemporary 
production. The Fleshtones throw soulful parties 
with speed and heart that shame their neogarage 
peers. And, in this year’s ‘60s-style triumph, the 
gold-selling Bangles ease their recastings of the 
music they care about through the ‘80s-pop 
machine with a grace that’s as bracing as their 
singing is sexy. In their own off-in-a-corner way, 
Nashville’s White Animals also help fans re- 
imagine the big-beat decade. 

The White Animals began with exceptionally 
smart oldies that had the corn shucked off and 
the dust blown away. Their debut EP, Nashville 
Babylon, (1980), featured an astringent, especially 
nicotine-choked version of “Tobacco Road.” Lost 
Weekend (1982), the group’s snappy first album, 
took a light skate through Johnny Rivers’s “Secret 
Agent Man,” kidding with a junior-high re- 
verence; a guitar-picked “These Boots Are Made 
for Walkin’,” with Nancy Sinatra’s daft lyrics 
(“You keep lyin’ when you oughta be truthin’”’), 
was sung from the other side of the sexual fence. 
But they had only begun to take liberties with 
history. “I’m not trying to come on like Jim Mor- 
rison’s ghost,” brayed leader Keyin Gray during 





their harrowing version of “Gloria” on the 1984. 


Ecstasy — here, Gloria, in Guess Jens, say, be- 
comes a girl who puts up her feet with Gray in 
front of the TV. Ecstasy put the group — rhythm 
guitarist/singer Gray, lead guitarist Rich Parks, 
keyboardist Tim Coates, bassist Steve Boyd, and 
drummer Ray Crabtree — on the map as the most 
specific and least drowsy reshapers of early-'60s 
song tactics on the American indie scene. 

Two years down the line, on White Animals 
(Dread Beat), they seem even less like ‘60s 
nostalgists, and it’s not just that they've dropped 
obvious tie-dyed space talk like “I heard you 
were/Happiness and sunshine/Nothing but a 
good time” (from the title track of Ecstasy). Part of 
the change has to do with the way the pop waters 
have shifted around them since 1984: an increas- 
ing obsession with “roots” has meant that 
retroism, both earned and unearned, is now rife; 
‘60s-hungry excursions in the guise of semi- 
popular “neopop,” like Tommy Keene and the 
Windbreakers, search for a consensus audience 
and latter-day, subadult hippies now dig. at- 
mospheric esoterica like the Dream Academy and 
the Cult. With so many other outfits trading in 
their former off-kilter optimism, the White 
Animals have turned to an embattled gloom. 
White Animals steers a precise, ska-inflected 
course, but with the group’s high spirits a minor- 
key given from which to depart. Gray now writes 
a deft reggae called “Caught Up in the Dread” 
about a man’s “Downhill slide/On a wicked slide 
— wicked.” Boyd (the band’s other principal 
vocalist and songwriter) sings his “Old Fashioned 
Day’ — what stands out in good weather is two 
acts of violence’— with fervent concern and a 
slight C&W ache in the arrangement. He's a long 
way from his keening infatuation on “This Girl of 
Mine” (from Ecstasy), or from his masterfully 
hushed, Shoes-like ‘Constant Attention” (from 
Lost Weekend). Only the clear and differentiated 
melodies of a long-lost AM remain. At the end of 
the album, in an eccentric move that strains 
eclecticism, Gray returns to Celtic legend to 
narrate “Tristan’s Woe” in six long stanzas. 

All this makes for album conflict — there is 
trouble in lollipopland, and letting in angst is one 
way to escape the hermetic jollies that ‘60s-re- 
vivalism can invite. Produced in Memphis by 
Busta Jones with a rhythmic feel that pulls the 
clutter out of familiar arrangements, White 
Animals still argues that this band’s strength is in 
delivering plain uplift — the charismatic group 
attack that often makes White Animals’ live shows 
transcendent. “Big Shot,” which Gray and Boyd 
cowrote, is like that. With Parks contributing hot- 
needle licks and a Ventures surf beat, Gray and 
Boyd seize the hook-filled car song as an 


opportunity to insist that flying down the highway 
with your girlfriend can make you feel sovereign 
behind the wheel — no matter when you do it. 
(White Animals is available from Dread Beat, 
2301 Bransford Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee 
37203. Advice: buy the cassette — thanks to a new 
mastering process developed recently in North 
Carolina, it boasts near-CD audio fidelity.)

THELONIOUS MONSTER: 
HALFWAY HILARITY 


helonious Monster’s “Baby ... You're 
i Bummin’ My Life Out in a Supreme 
Fashion” (Epitaph) is one of the all-time 
dream titles, right up there with “Death May Be 
Your Santa Claus,” “Mummy Was an Asteroid, 
Daddy Was a Small, Non-Stick Kitchen Utensil,” 
and “It’s After the End of the World — Don’t You 
Know That Yet?” If it isn’t enough to signal that 
Thelonious Monster (originally Thelonious 
Monster Mellencamp, mind you) are operating 
from a skewered, tongue-in-cheek perspective, 
then songs about elephant enemas, parking-lot 
crazies, and brazen invitations to mass fellatio 
should convince you that this LA septet is 
committed to inducing apoplectic seizures among 
the rock-as-serious-art crowd. 

The line-up features no less than four guitars, 
with half of the fretboard contingent — former 
Weirdos strummer Dix Denney and ex-Screamers 
drummer K.K. — boasting, links to the very earliest 
days of LA punk. The rest, including frontman Bob 
Forrest, look like guys who bumped into one 
another at a casting call for the next Hollywood 
nerd movie and decided to forma band on the 
spot. On Baby, the basic membership is 
augmented by a collection of gonzoid punkers and 
funkers ranging from the Red Hot Chili Peppers 
and Fear, to New York saxophone expatriate James 
Chance and ex-Plimsouls leader Peter Case. 

Thelonious Monster figure to be either a 
hardcore send-up or a pisstake on rock-guitarzan 
overkill, yet apart from the Ramonesish pop 
thrash of “Yes Yes No,” the band's prime source is 
the eclectic experimentalism of late-’60s psy- 
chedelic punk. Two of the standout tracks plug 
directly into that era’s modes: “Union Street” 
mates a Blues Magoos guitar riff with a horn 
section playing mutant swing jazz, and “Try” 
could easily be a Nuggets outtake. ‘Psy- 
chofuckindelic” opens up a contemporary jangle- 
funk vein; “Positive Train” combines a propulsive, 
loping melody with chaotic, Beefheart-style inter- 
ludes. Other songs essay orthodox blues (“Let. Me 
in the House”) and rock-ballad (‘.. . and the Rest 
of the Band”) structures. Bob Forrest is another 
reedy-voiced nonsinger whose lyrics tend more to 
the profane than to the poetic, but the finest of 
them sounds no more willful than a barroom 
buddy bitching about the latest developments in 
his life. 

But Forrest and the others fall prey to the 
problem that commonly afflicts bands like 
Thelonious Monster — a frustrating inconsistency 
that leaves you wondering whether the joke is on 
or the band is playing it straight. And if the 
group’s offhandness is an indisputable charm, it 
occasionally leaves you wanting to wring 
Thelonious Monster's collective neck for blithely 
tossing away a fertile idea. The out-in-the-streets 
desperation Forrest voices in “Let Me in the 
House” screams for more probing, but he’s con- 
tent with squawling a few moldy, hard-luck 
catchphrases, reducing it to a half-assed, 12-bar 
goof. 

It doesn’t help that the production is thin, giving 
no sonic sign that this is a four-guitar band and 
doing nothing to capture the anarchic manners of 
the group’s live performances, Baby is half 
inspired irreverence, half-disposable dreck; and 
the way each side starts with commanding 
material before petering off into a dull whimper 
may anticipate the fate of Thelonious Monster. 
The opening salvo is almost always the freshest 
for these bands, and Thelonious Monster may 
soon be forced to face the prospect of getting 
serious, a development that will inevitably call the 
group’s entire raison d’étre into question.

obscured by amateurish presentation) for tossing every- 
one from the Velvets and the Byrds to garage one-shots 
and Led Zeppelin into a crisp, pop-rock salad. Until 
now, their most sublime cut (it made a showing only on 
college radio) was the resigned, country-tinged “(Don’t 
Go Back to) Rockville,” the clearest distillation of their 
Southern background. It was also one of their few 
songs with a story to tell to ordinary fans instead of a 
series of images to parade before credulous middle- 
brows. Not surprisingly, they treated “Rockville” as an 
aberration and claimed that it was a joke.-Ha ha. As 
happens with bands who've never gotten adequate 
direction from a producer or an A&R representative, 
they were often unaware of and always uncertain about 
what worked in their music. 

Five first-rate tracks over three albums do not a 
legend make. Its singles aside, last year’s Fables of the 
Reconstruction, a clear-as-mud collaboration with 
producer Joe Boyd (who produced Richard and Linda 
Thompson's spare, cutting Shoot Out the Lights), 
documented R.E.M.’s arrested development. Nearly 
every song offered a guitar line or vocal phrase impu- 
dent or quirky enough to expand on, but the band 
rarely bothered. The record was relaxed to a fault. 
Although Stipe’s voice continued to play hide-and- 
seek, some of his tall tales were sung decipherably; still, 
the exact points remained elusive — they couldn't have 
been more obscure if they had been recorded in a 
foreign language. The critical and commercial applause 
that greeted Fables (it was their best-selling LP) was 
louder than the record itself; few perceived the album's 
nagging problems and fewer cared. 

Perhaps appreciating the extent of their influence at 
almost every stop of the Fables tour helped R.E.M. to 
identify their shortcomings in the studio and to pin 
down their accumulated virtues as a working band. 
Their dense pastoral homages and guitar deliberations 
were attractive to dour romantics and wide-eyed know- 
it-all sophomores, two groups likely to form bands; and 
R.E.M.’s country- and folk-shaped simplicity and 
down-to-earth approach to technology made it relative- 
ly easy for an unstudied group to reproduce their 
sound. At a time when punk’s DIY ethic had waned 
(though R.E.M. admired the Sex Pistols, mostly for their 
methods of subversion), they had recorded their first 
two albums in their producer’s parents’ garage, and 
they retained control over much of their music’s mar- 
keting and promotion. R.E.M. never beat down 
publicists’ doors asking to be made influential, but they 
knew what to do with their small clout once they 
achieved it. They took some superb unheard bands and 
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Bill Berry, Michael Stipe, Peter Buck, and Mike Mills: giving something back 


edged them toward the wider audience they deserved: 
the Minutemen’s final tour was opening for R.E.M., 
Buck has worked with the Feelies and the Replace- 
ments, Stipe has recorded with spacy country song- 
writers Don Spicer and Maury O'Rourke. Knowing who 
had given them their financial security (those smart pop 
zealots on campus and elsewhere), R.E.M. showed they 
were prepared to give something back to their com- 
munity. 

Lifes Rich Pageant (1.R.S.) belatedly justifies much of 
the enthusiasm that’s enveloped R.E.M., from the Buck- 
shot of distorted heavy guitar that announces the album 
to the droll resurrection of the Clique’s mid-’60s 
“Superman” that brings it all back home. The band’s 
personnel haven't changed in six years, but they ap- 
proach this album’s material far more precisely and 
aggressively than ever before. And if there’s the oc- 
casional showoff production fillip (one number's in- 
strumentation includes a row of glasses), it’s all in the 
service of the song. The spur behind this leap out of 
culthood is Don Gehman, who previously helped John 
Cougar Mellencamp, Brian Setzer, and the Blasters pare 
away extraneous gestures. A former disco engineer and 
now a forceful producer (too forceful, some have said 
— a recent session with X broke down), Gehman has 
little tolerance for anything that doesn’t advance an 
arrangement. Here he imposes the structure that 
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previous R.E.M. producers Boyd and alleged auteur 
Mitch Easter couldn't or wouldn’t supply. On the East- 
er/Don Dixon Murmur and Reckoning, unfinished folk- 
rock chanteys dominated, and they couldn’t have been 
any more laid-back if Rip Van Winkle had produced. 
On stage R.E.M. come across as young men who enjoy 
getting sweaty about their goals of justice and respect in 
a society of shifting sand. Gehman has captured this 
bruising live sound for the first time; much of Lifes Rich 
Pageant suggests a raucous but controlled concert in the 
studio. 

But R.E.M. wouldn’t have hired Gehman if they 
hadn't wanted (and recognized that they need) to make 
a more upfront, less cluttered LP. On too many previous 
albums, gangling arrangements and overly cerebral 
productions buried the vigor of the songs. Even “Can't 
Get There from Here,” a funky guitar showcase live that 
should have broken the band on AOR, sounded too 
much like a polite thesis on Fables. R.E.M. worked with 
Gehman because they were ready to rock out. On “Begin 
the Begin” and the hyperactive, snare-led “These Days,” 
the pair of boisterous rockers that start the album, Buck's 
impolite guitars and Bill Berry’s head-of-the-mix drums 
argue with and amplify each other while Mike Mills’s 
bass lines mediate; you can hear and follow the action. 
Finally, they sound like the punks who inspired them. 

That's especially true of Stipe’s formerly gnarled

vocals. Openness of expression has always been a 
keystone of rock, but all Stipe gave his audience to feed 
on was an enigmatic mumbling. Perhaps this seemed to 
him an appropriate way to present his introverted 
stories, but why open your mouth if you don’t want 
anyone to understand what you're singing? On Lifes 
Rich Pageant, Stipe steps forward to share himself. The 
breakthrough is not that he’s enunciating — even 
before, his idiosyncratic lyrics could be doped out, 
though usually it was not worth suffering through the 
leaflets he stapled to his moral kiosks. The difference is 
in how he’s enunciating. The harmony-laden ballad 
“Fall on Me,” the first single off Lifes Rich Pageant, 
features Stipe’s most plainspoken and _ ingratiating 
singing. His now tempered and tested voice hits the 
highest notes he’s been able to pull from his limited 
range; it offers both vulnerability and introvert stability 
in a story of desolate love. Lyrics are still the band’s 
weak suit, but numbers like the steadfast “These Days” 
and the admonitory “Cuyahoga” are defiant per- 
formances, proving that Stipe’s yen to communicate his 
newfound social activism (or, at least, concern) is a 
welcome switch from his obsession with sheltering 
obscurity, 

On Lifes Rich Pageant, R.E.M, also unveil the wit their 
legions have always claimed for them. The album title is 
taken from a catchphrase of Peter Sellers’s indefatigable 
Inspector Clouseau that he uses to dismiss various of his 
pratfalls. “Underneath the Bunker,” the cheesy rhumba 
(no less) that dances side one to an oddball end, 
sounds as if it had been done in one quick take after a 
long day of recording, with Gehman snoozing on the 
studio couch. “Superman,” which is sung by drummer 
Mike Mills, is the first cover the band has recorded for an 
album, and it’s a modest coda to R.E.M.’s liveliest work. 
In it, Lois Lane is dallving with someone other than our 
hero, and he’s none too pleased. “You don't really love 
that guy vou're making it with now do vou/You don't 
really love that guy ‘cause | can see right through vou, 
Mills wails, and his anger merges with his bemusement 
The singer is clearly envious, but he’s too wrapped up in 
his witty wordplay about superpowers to act on it 

Lifes Rich Pageant ain't pertect. Except for “Fall on 
Me,” none.of its slower-paced tracks measures up to the 
uptempo numbers. The band should have rocked out 
even more, and the atmospheric lyrics of the least 
narrative songs (“Hvena,” “What If We Give It Away?") 
should have been fleshed out. But Lifes Rich Pageant 
smoothly moves the group to rock’s midstream; who 
wouldn't be gladdened by a generation of developing 
bands aiming for this album's masterful mix of hard 
rock, careful tinkering, and unhurried outreach to fans? 
For that alone, R.E.M. deserve to be where they are. 
They’re not just talking about passion anymore — 
they're delivering it loud and clear.

In a scene so disturbing it recalls the nightmare 
realism of The Texas Chainsaw Massacre. Mann unveils 
his most inspired creation — the movie's all-too-human 
slasher. He has kidnapped a bratty Tattler journalist 
who wrote a story about him, and as we watch the scene 
through the victim's stricken eves (he sits, bound, ina 
wheelchair), the killer stands revealed as a quirky and 
terrifvingly believable nutcase. He's tall, extremely tall 
with a stocking mask over the top halt*ot his tace 
leaving a prominent harelip exposed. It takes vou several 
seconds to adjust to the idea that that hideous upper lip 
is no make-up job. Bald, and with his thin fringe of hait 
gone prematurely white, the New York stage actor Tom 
Noonan looks like the sort of damaged creature vou'd 
expect tosee ina sideshow; he seems two people atonce 
an oversized voung nerd and an old man wasting away, 
and the oddity of his looks matches right up with the 
schizophrenic musings that come out of his mouth, As 
he stands in his dark, haphazardly decorated apartment 
and treats his victim to a gonzo slideshow, complete 
with Blakean proclamations about how he — ves, he 
is the Red Dragon, the scene achieves an over-the-top 
blend of comedy and fear. Noonan doesn't rant and 
rave, like most movie nuts; this cadaverous clown 


psycho speaks in the soft, deadpan tones of a computer 
programmer (as it turns out, he works quietly by dav in 
a photo lab), and lest we doubt, for a moment, his 
malevolent disposition, he disposes of his victim in the 
gaudiest way imaginable 

Sicko killer, unorthodox cop, bizarre clues the 
elements of Manhunter should have fused into an 
audacious climax. Instead, Mann lets them wilt. The 
communication between Lektor and the Tooth Fairy 
never comes to much; after Graham's tamilv is safely 
sequestered, we barely hear from Lektor again. Even 
more disappointing, the wavy Graham finally solves the 
case doesn’t bear enough of a connection to his 
psychoanalytic cartwheels. There's a lot of mumbo 
jumbo about how he figures out that the killer's 
dominant sense is his evesight he takes in the world 
almost exclusively through what he sees. But the way 
Graham actually solves the case, with a clue involving 
the murdered families’ home movies, doesn't really 
depend on that insight. Yeu get the impression this is 
Michael Mann's hifalutin wav of making a ‘statement 
about life in a hy pervisual culture (which, coming trom 
the man behind Miami Vice, turns into a selt-referential 
statement). And his attempt to introduce a romantic 
subplot (not with Graham, but with the psycho!) ts 
finally a mistake. The killer spends a tentative night with 
a blind woman from work (clearly the only sort of date 
he’s going to get), and when he sees her a couple ot 
nights later with another fellow, his rage is all too 
Halloween-ish: the idiosvneratic serial killer turns into 
vet another vengeful executioner, another jealous 
slasher. (In one likably eccentric touch, his stereo blares 
lron Butterfly’s ‘60s droid-rock epic ‘‘In-a-Gadda-Da 
Vida” during the final confrontation — an example of 
psychotic musical taste if ever there was one.) 

Mann sometimes leaves vou mystified as to what 
exactly, is happening. The first encounter between the 
killer and his blind date is so oddly staged that | thought 
tor a moment, he was blind too. And when Graham 
takes his son to the supermarket and tries to explain how 
Lektor put him in the hospital, vou wait, curiosity 
aroused, for a fuller explanation of the event, and it 
never arrives, This is all intentional. Mann is interested 
in the nuances of a scene like this: he wants to capture 
Graham's pain over an incident too horrible to describe 
to his son, and so be frustrates our desire to see the plot 
keep humming, to have evervthing spelled out. Yet it 
hums all the same: the chilling moods of this movie 
which grow directly trom its characters’ anxieties, work 
on a subterranean level. Manhunter doesn't add up the 
wav it should have, but it hits nerves most contemporary 
thrillers don’t approach. When he's on, Michael Mann 
uses his controlled stvle to summon up a world in which * 
the center no longer holds; the uncertainty of what lies

the film moves from its loopy focus on affairs of the 
heart to a Cronenbergian preoccupation with functions 
of the body. 

Fortunately, the bright dialogue doesn’t fade at this 


‘ point, but the movie becomes more graphic and solemn. 


There’s a_ series of scenes detailing Seth’s 
metamorphosis and especially his digestive processes 
that is sheerly repulsive, without the mediating comic 
tone of Re-animator or the dazzling special effects of the 
werewolf cycle we got a few seasons ago. Once the fly 
molecules kick in, Goldblum hauls around more facial 
latex than any actor has, | would guess, since Dustin 
Hoffman in Little Big Man, but it doesn’t make him look 
much like a fly, and though he does some inventive 
physical and vocal work during these scenes, laying on 
insect tics and exhaling his lines in short, breathless 
rushes of words weirdly suggestive of buzzing, the 
make-up mostly obfuscates his performance. At the 
same time, these plot developments end up demoting 
Geena Davis to the status of helpless female (by the time 
Veronica discovers she’s pregnant with Seth’s child, the 
character has become little more than.a vessel for a 
Cronenberg mutation fantasy. And the picture begins to 
contradict itself; it has Brundle celebrating what he sees 
as his evolution into brutal insecthood while at the same 
time he schemes to recombine with a “pure” human 
being in order to strengthen the homo sapiens strain in 
his genes. A story that doesn’t make basic sense is a 
Cronenberg trademark: even as late as The Dead Zone 
his narrative techniques can most kindly be called 
primitive. (Videodrome, which precedes The Dead Zone 
in the Cronenberg canon, has a completely incoherent 
plot.) The tale of The Fly, in which a funny, appealing 
man becomes an ugly, obsessed creature, turns out to 
be as much a fable in Cronenberg’s treatment as it was 
in Neumann’s; this time, though, it parallels the disinte- 
gration of the movie built around it. 0

buried chamber of an occult religion. Outside the room 
people are streaming in every direction in the dark. The 
Flying Wing Crew lights the way with flashlights and 
lanterns. In the distance | hear a woman singing. | ap- 
proach, bumping into friends, acquaintances — fellow 
prisoners. The singer (Michelle Murphy) is dressed in 


black, and with her eyes shut, she sings in a tremulous 
soprano “Drink to Me Only with Thine Eyes” while 
rolling slowly and mournfully a head of purple cabbage 
on a wooden support that once held a cannon. She 
performs one lugubrious ballad after another, her lifeless 
voice echoing through this chamber and the next. Back 
in the deepening dusk of the courtyard | hear her singing 
Stephen Foster. This is more than creepy. | remember the 
third room and rush through the third door. It’s the fort's 
bakery, and in the candlelit space a table is heaped with 
slices of bread. A Flying Wing Crew member gruffly tells 
me to go back outside and join the group, so | grab a 
piece of bread and bite into it. It's dry and tasteless, 
North End Italian, but I save it — hoard it — I might 
need it later on, you never know what might happen to 
you on an island with a ghost. Back outside again we're 
roped together and led off. The twilight is beautiful. In 
the center of the lawn is Katie Schimert’s sculptural 
installation “For the Union Dead.” Metal fins — of 
whales and of ‘50s cars — rise from the grass recalling 
Robert Lowell’s lines, “The Aquarium is gone, Every- 


where,/giant finned cars nose forward like fish;/a savage 


servility/slides by on grease.” 

We stop at ‘Yet | Endure,” a sculptural installation by 
Stella Aguirre McGregor of a candlelit Virgin and babies 
hanging from. umbilical cords. We enter another room. 
This time the chamber is brightly lit by hundreds of 
candles and the smell of the melting wax mixes with the 
smell of the damp. We mount a perilous stair and come 
out again on the ramparts. Here in an enormous rain- 
filled cannon emplacement a theater piece (Pygmalion: 
A Man Builds His Shelter, by Dare Dukes) seems to be 
beginning. On top of the ramparts a man wearing a beige 
suit with wide lapels and nipped waist and a wide tie is 
attached to a string. He moves jerkily, like a mechanical 
doll. Below him, just above the pool, is another voung 
man, similarly dressed, posed like a doll against the wall. 
(Actually he looks like a fashion model bored with his 
forced casual poses.) Pygmalion, we are told by the man 
high above, is a woman hater and an artist. ‘He hated 
women. He hated what they were, and what they were 
not.” He loved, however, Picasso, whose Cubist pictures 
are described as “‘little pieces of flesh going every which 
way.” Pygmalion is a city builder and a constructor of 
the perfect woman, but he is not happy. Now stripped 
of his horrible suit and wearing only silver lamé under- 
shorts, the lower figure petulantly cries out, “That's not 
how I want it.” A canvas set up stage left has had an 
image of Botticelli’s Venus drawn on it from the back 
(in the manner of The Miracle of Picasso); a woman 
wrapped in black has emerged from the pool. While 
this is going on, another man carrying a frame with 
clear plastic stretched over it has moved down from the 
ramparts and across the playing area. As a final action a 
nude female form is sprayed on the clear plastic. 


Pygmalion: A Man Builds His Shelter is an allegory of 
man’s hubris and his objectivization of Woman. It is site 
specific in the true sense: presented anywhere else it 
would not be the same. The airplanes overhead, the 
warm, humid night air, the darkening dusk, the smells of 
the salt air, not to mention the abandoned gun 
emplacement with its industrial/archeological mystique 
— all are part of the event. After this strangely beautiful 
and moving performance, | don’t worry any more about 
tornadoes. The evening is worth any risk — besides, it 
hasn't even rained. 

By now it is totally dark. We are led again into dark 
interconnected chambers, this time to see Beck’s own 
installation, “A Recent Acquisition.” Not knowing what 
to expect, we stumble in one after another, groping in the 
dark toward the light. And there it is — a giant granite 
throne (actually carved from granite foam) towering 
above us, lit by those sausage-shaped picture lights that 
illuminate the top halves of oil paintings. Now it’s as if 
we had discovered the throne room of an Aztec king — 
or, at the very least, the control room of Oz. We advance 
one by one to touch the chair before moving on to other 
“galleries,” where additional recent acquisitions are 
displayed. In one gallery a granite-foam ‘“‘painting” 
framed in gold leaf is labeled “I Got a C+ on a Poem 
Once,” and in a gallery opposite it there's a granite-foam 
bed perforated with pencils and a night table (holding a 
granite-foam copy of Janson’s classic History of Art). 
Beck’s art is art obsessed, a satirical commentary on the 
rigid hierarchy of an art system that turns even works 
made out of trash into precious objects. Imagine 
stumbling around a dark and humid Museum of Fine 
Arts and coming upon the statue of Mycerinus in the 
gloom. Discovered like that it might have its magic 
restored to it. Don’t we lose sometimes more than we 
gain by the way we display and look at art, especially the 
art of premodern, preindustrial eras? How can we restore 
context? 

I wish | could say that the rest of the evening proceeds 
as magically and mysteriously as what | have ex- 
perienced up till now. Alas, the evening runs down 
precipitously after the Beck. Patricia Thornley’s film 
installation in the powder magazine is cribbed from Bill 
Viola’s video installation St. John of the Cross, which 
was shown last year at the ICA. | can’t make a word out 
of her garbled tape, and the crowd is so dense that | can’t 
read the words projected on stones at the foot of the 
screen. And Constanza Aguirre’s paintings represent the 
dregs of neo-Expressionism. If this is what neo-X has 
come to, no wonder we're having a revival of abstract 
painting. In any case, no one bothers to look at the 
paintings — by this time we are famished, and we 
descend on the tables covered with bread, cheese, and 
grapes as if we hadn’t eaten in days. After an evening of 
such wondrous events, painting seems, well, a con- 
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servative way to end the festivities. 

By far the worst experience of the evening occurs on the 
ferry back to Boston. Yasha Bumberg’s “Es Gibt Nichts Zu 
Tun” (“Nothing To Do”) fulfills my worst nightmare of 
the self-indulgent excess avant-garde performance can 
achieve. In a theater this exhibitionistic and meaningless 
display would send me up the wall (or more precisely up 
the aisle to demand my money back); fortunately, on the 
ferry | can look at the colored lights and dancing couples 
on the neighboring Dance Cruise and the romantic 
Boston skyline on the horizon looming closer. But don’t 
let my closing experiences color too negatively the impact 
of the entire evening, Hving Wing has offered a variety of 
entertainments that range from the sublime to the 
ridiculous. Its freshness and daring show that the

“heavy” log until Miranda offers 
to carry it, whereupon he raises it 
over his head with ease; Ariel 
doesn’t bother to get behind 
Trinculo when she speaks “for” 
him, so Stephano has no reason 
to think her insults are issuing 
from his buddy; the four-legged, 
two-voiced-beast joke is ruined 
because there’s no “gaberdine” 
for Caliban and Trinculo to hide 
under; and in the final reckoning, 
as Prospero talks of rejoining 
society, the wrong character is 
isolated stage left (instead of 
Antonio, the defeated usurper, 
who’s lost in the crowd, it’s 
Sebastian, a mere would-be- 
king). And the masque, a ‘most 
majestic vision,” is here little 
more than a ballet-class recital, 
with three mute dancers twirling 
(competently) through every 
standard move while the god- 
desses’ lines are sung over the 
sound system. 

The one directorial innovation 
is also dubious, though not 
without an initial charm. In the 
shipwreck scene that opens the 
play, Ariel pulls a long band of 
cloth, which is attached at the 
sides of the stage, into a point to 
form the ship’s prow, in front of 
which she positions herself like a 
figurehead. There, unfortunately, 
she must remain for the entire 
scene, with little to do but flap the 
cloth, making the point over and 
over that she’s orchestrating the 
disaster. Other than this and 
perhaps the moment when Pros- 
pero wipes a tear from Ariel's 
cheek, the Publick’s Bard-storm- 
ing leaves footprints so shallow 
they would be washed away by 
any real Tempest. O

by the music and the staging. A 
scene in which Shostakovich 
writes music to order at Stalin's 
request is a brilliant depiction of 
how art gets sanitized by politics. 
The musician's efforts at speed- 
composing on command are ac- 
companied by a hilarious Cos- 
sack dance duet in which Stalin 
and his butler stomp their boots 
to a perverted version of “Tea for 
Two”; as the tempo gets faster, 
the orchestration gets statelier. 
Shostakovich scribbles furiously 
and a chorus of soldiers adds yet 
another layer of pomposity. The 
tune gets pumped up beyond 
recognition — now it’s both 
funny and frightening. Stalin is 
exhilarated by the dance. 
Shostakovich looks sick. No 
words could depict the death of 
music as poignantly as_ this 
grotesque slapstick funeral for a 
song that is being butchered by 
the state even as we listen to it. 
Stalin bans some of 
Shostakovich’s output but uses 
the lure of official recognition to 
tempt the artist to compose music 




















that will make people forget what 
the government wants them to 
forget and remember only what 
is officially sanctioned. This link 
between memory and music is 
another complex issue that Black 
Sea Follies treats with grace. By 
the evening’s end you can hear 
Shostakovich’s conflicts with the 
censors between every note. 
There is rebellion in the staccato 
clamor of the violin strings; there 
is stubborn resistance in the 
movement of the bow against cat 
gut. The turbulence in his or- 
chestration is the clash between 
the music he wrote and the music 
he would have written had he 
been free. Instead of composing 
the score for Stalin's imaginary 
movie, Silverman suggests, 
Shostakovich succeeded in com- 
posing the soundtrack of his 
conscience. With his shrewd 
direction of Black Sea Follies, 
Silverman lets us hear the insur- 
rection in Shostakovich’s com- 
positions, the strains of 
subversion that slipped into the 
Soviet repertoire because Stalin 
was tone deaf to the meanings 
between the notes. 0

most eye contact with one 
another, and like the TV excerpts 
projected onto two pyramidal 
and one hexahedronal screens 
(eventually rising to an overhead 
but, still visible location), they 
document one another. They 
switch roles, from broadcaster to 
subject matter. One acts as a 
screen or foil for another by be- 
ing still while the other moves, 
or making a shape that helps de- 
fine the other's. But there are no 
special moments and there’s no 
progression of a traditional 
nature; there are only markers — 
points at which something new 
occurs. In Accumulation, Brown 
tells you when she’s going to 
stop. In Set and Reset the 
dancers simply walk into a 
downstage line facing the au- 
dience and turn themselves off, 
just the way you turn off thé TV. 
In Set and Reset the dancers’ 
costumes are replicas of what's 
showing on the movie or TV 
screens above their heads, and 
these contribute to the idea that, 
in the sense that you come into 
the world as a tabula rasa, the 
media will quickly leave their 
stamp on you. It’s the way 
Brown's choreography sneaks 
between your fingers and toes 
like beach sand, the way she uses 
wrists like a prepositional phrase 
ending a sentence, that gives 
nature (as opposed to nurture) its 
due. The music, Laurie 
Anderson’s “Long Time No See,” 
is like a motor revving up to 
higher (and louder) RPMs, so you 
get the impression that, gradu 
ally, you're able to see behind the 
scenes. Since the wings are light- 
ed to be transparent, you also see 
the dancers readying for en- 
trances and rebounding after ex- 
its. The diaphanous costumes 
(over naked bodies) and the 
projection surfaces, as well as the 
projections themselves (some are 
film outtakes), support the notion 
that the world is but a reality 
upon which the personal “I” and 
the societal “we” project them- 
selves. Set and Reset has the 
audience switching channels 
from hot barnboard theater to 
cool Berkshire night air as casu- 
ally as cosmic travelers saucer 
from planet to planet. D

The bulletin is sent out to the public; but the in-house “Order of Popularity 
printout is even more fascinating. This lists performers in order of number of tickets 
sold. Who's closer, in early August, to filling Symphony Hall 
or the Woody Herman Orchestra with Richard Stoltzman? (Les soeurs Labeque, 997 to 
990.) In the virtuoso-flute category, there are more seats available for Jean-Pierre 
Rampal than for James Galway. And though the English Concert (Trevor Pinnock 
conducting) has sold fewer tickets than the Academy of Ancient Music (Christophe: 
Hogwood conducting), it’s closer to selling out the smaller Jordan Hall than the 
Academy is to filling Symphony Hall 
This is all the work of the some 6000 subscribers to the Wang Series. Unlike some 
performing-arts packages, which limit subscribers to, sav, a series of five pianists, the 
Wang subscription list is completely open. Within the minimum of seven 
performances, subscribers can create a series from more than 40 events, be it seven 
chamber-music nights or a combination plate with an orchestra, some vocal and 
instrumental soloists, a jazz group, a dance troupe, and some new music on the side 
(There are three special events — the Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra, Perlman, and 
Leontyne Price — that can be ordered only after the minimum of seven is met. There 
is also a separate Dance Subscription Series that includes two troupes offered in the 
Celebrity Series — the Dance Theatre of Harlem and the Alvin Ailey American Dance 
Theatre — along with the Moiseyev Dance Company and the Beéjart Ballet.) The 
savings on the series orders work out from $1 to $5 per ticket. There's no deadline 
subscriptions can be ordered as long as seven events remain available. (The per-ticket 
savings change; current prices are in effect through September 30.) And, of course 
subscribers get first dibs on seats; since single-seat tickets don’t go on sale until three 
weeks before the event, nonsubscribers can’t buy anything before early September 
“We tend to have a stronger subscription base when we open it up rather than to 
confine it to a chamber-music series, a dance series, a symphony series 
‘We've been operating like this for more years than | can remember 
That's quite some time. Pierce has been involved in the series since 1956, when he 
became Aaron Richmond's assistant. The Aaron Richmond Celebrity Series (which 
began in the ‘30s) became the Boston University Celebrity Series in 1954 and the 
Wang Celebrity Series in May ‘84. Pierce took over in 1965, after Richmond died. The 
biggest change in the series, he says, has been in size: it’s expanded from 20 or 30 
performances to 50. And though it has always been a ‘conservative, big-name series 
it has responded to trends. “I remember when no one would dare present a flutist in 
recital. ... | remember when people would think you were crazv to do a recorder 
recital.’ Some trends have passed: ‘When there was a great interest in guitar, we 
might have as many as five guitarists in a series. Now we only have two.” And new 
trends are emerging: “As chamber-music interest expanded, so did our offerings 
Pierce believes that “we've introduced almost everybody over the vears,” giving 
such stars as Perlman and Pinchas Zukerman their first Symphony Hall 
performances.’’What's interesting is to see them grow. ... When Annie Fischer plaved 
her first Boston concert, even though she was an older woman by the time she plaved 
here, three or four years ago, there was very little interest.

An enduring 
textbook on the religious impulses that can 
animate improvisation, this is certainly the 
most celebrated of the first batch of -re- 
released editions from the old Impulse 
catalog.

FRISHBERG LIVE AT VINE STREET 
(Fantasy). As usual, pianist Dave 
Frishberg’s restless, eclectic keyboard work 
seems to echo the wit that invigorates his 
songs’ lyrics. He has a light, laconic singing 
style suited to his limited vocal range, and 
his songs afe marked by their vivid word- 
play, and occasionally by their outright 
wackiness. In “You Would Rather Have the 
Blues,"’ the tale of a friend who clings to his 
depression, Frishberg imagines a hundred 
fantasies whose fulfillment would only 
further aggravate his pal. ‘Blizzard of Lies” 
proposes that we live thigh-deep in social 
deceptions. Frishberg lists scores of the 
most popular of these, from ‘‘What's fair is 
fair, I'll be right there, | am not a crook’’ to 
“Tl love you darling till my dying day, [ll 
keep your name on file.’’ He finishes with a 
few bars lifted from Carousel — ‘‘Walk on, 
walk on, with hope in your heart’’ — and 
then without breaking diction adds, ‘‘And 
you're in for a big surprise." 
*%'*2WHITNEY HOUSTON (Arista). No 
one can deny Houston's potent voice, pure 
tone, and chiseled articulation. But techni- 
cal gifts, no matter how refined or pro- 
digious, are neutral in themselves; it's what 
a performer does with them that counts. 
And there's a crucial difference between 
pleasing everyone and offending no one 
Through her recent hits ‘Saving All My Love 
for You" and “The Greatest Love of All’’ 
Houston has become increasingly identified 
with low-calorie passion — no wonder a 
soft-drink commerci. seems like the ideal 
vehicle for her. Cheerfui but polite ravers like 
“How Will | Know” are strictly components 
in her designer soul. Houston's producers 
are all accomplished at safety-pinning 
together a sound that accentuates a voice’s 
shapely curves but never leaves it naked to 
fend for itself. This now-widespread ap- 
proach to midstream R&B can provide 
sublime kicks in careful hands, but Whitney 
Houston keeps its distance with low-key 
Broadway hauteur. 

* & & kK Sonny Rollins, A NIGHT AT THE 
VILLAGE VANGUARD (Blue Note). A 
reissue of a blustery 1957 set (one of the 
various live records that cemented Rollins’ 
reputation as one of the great jazz im- 
provisors) with bassist Wilbur Ware and 
drummer Elvin Jones. This is part of an 
ongoing Blue Note revival series that also 
includes Horace Silver's Finger Poppin’. 
Jackie McLean's Let Freedom Ring, and 
Larry Young's Unity, undeniably one of the 
finest jazz-organ albums ever 

* & & kSonic Youth, EVOL (SST). Here, 
Sonic Youth assert their leadership in the 
ongoing reformulation of first principles of 
noise; they have adroitly mastered the 
perennial problem of chainsaw bands — 
tunes. By denying themselves the consola- 
tions of traditional rock harmony and 
disregarding biues tonality or convention, 
Sonic Youth have cut themselves off from all 
familiar organizing devices. But the band’s 
five years of thoughtful toil in the postpunk 
trenches shows in each of EVOL's succinct- 
ly organized tracks: the floating, gauzy 
melody and numbed vocal of ‘Secret 
Girls’’; the metallic attack of the instrumen- 
tal “Death to Our Freinds’’; the brusque 
manipulation of touch during ‘Green 
Light"; the chantlike chordal massing of 
“Star Power.’ But this increase in art 
should not suggest that the band has 
sacrificed its commitment to embodying the 
random terror and aural insults of our time 
Sonic Youth's meditations ‘jump from 
beleaguered innocence to bile-drenched 
rants, but they're always ready with a bit of 
literate provocation like this from the lurid, 
rave-up finale ‘Expressway to Yr Skull’ 
“We're gonna kill the California girls/We're 
gonna fire the exploding load/in the milk- 
maid maidenhead/We're gonna find the 
meaning of feeling good." 

**kkBetty Wright, SEVENS (First 
String). Wright belts and trills with the same 
vigor she displayed on her first LP, made in 
1967 when she was 14. Despite many up- 
to-date touches, Sevens is a throwback to 
the easy-rolling dance tracks of 10 years 
ago, when Miami enjoyed a brief reign as 
the capital of disco. Wright has become 
rather pious in her 30s (as her liner notes 
attest), but she’s far from sanctimonious 
about relationships, which gradually but 
firmly have become her exclusive subject 
The coup track is '‘Pain,’’ which puts ail of 
Wright's seasoned skills to work. It 
squeezes out a spongy, modified reggae 
rhythm and boasts an airy, floating melody 
The showstopper is Wright's rap, midway 
through the song, about responsibility in 
romance. Easily the equal of her rap rebuke 
on Richard Fields’s ‘‘She’s Got Papers,"’ it's 
delivered with less unrelieved contempt: “I! 
don’t even like instant coffee, so instant love 
definitely will not do, honey." The narrative 
enfoids a good deal of the anguish that 
attends infidelity but argues persuasively 
that feeble macho pride keeps too many 
rogues from returning home. Wright gives all 
repentant scalawags plenty of time to think 
about it in a long wrap-up section that 








features a grand falsetto squeal, circulating 
male and female vocals, and an insinuating 
rhythm-guitar weave.

**xk'»The Celebate Rifles, MINA 
MINA MINA (What Goes On). 

**kThe Celibate Rifles, HAPPENING 
SOUNDS FOR THE MODERN DE- 
GENERATION (Rough Trade). These 
near-simultaneous releases (Mina Mina 
Mina is a retrospective drawn from the 
group’s first and second LPs; Happening 
Sounds is brand new) suggest overdue 
acclaim for underground iconociasts. The 
Rifles are ripe for exposure, but by hardcore 
Standards they're unabashed con- 
servatives, seasoned enough to have grown 
up with and even played prepunk music, 
though it wasn't polite pop with tidy hooks. 
The squalling guitar solos and obbligatos in 
“Tick Tock" and the languid, smoldering 
feedback that cloaks “‘Sentinel’’ indicate 
familiarity with garage psychedelia. In 
“Rainforest’’ (on Mina), guitarist Kent 
Steedman even testifies for old-fashioned 
ecology, though he’s aptly hardboiled and 
threatening about it. Singer Damien Love- 
lock, however, most enjoys the liberation of 
voicing gutter dissent far away from the 
trends of London, New York, and LA. In 
“Thank You America,”’ he decries not only 
the oppressive power of Yanks but our 
conviction that we dictate the last word in 
alienation, unrest, and defiance. 
***‘2Christmas, IN EXCELSIOR 
DAYGLO (Big Time). As with the holiday, 
fans can anticipate this album with either 
glee or dread. In the past Liz Cox's modest 
skills on the drums meant that the rhythms 
she and bassist Dan Salzmann soldered 
together sometimes verged on monotony. 
As for guitarist Michael Cudahy, he’s all 
noise, especially when he Starts yowling at 
his bandmates. His tone is taunting, and 
when he does get around to speaking 
English, the catch phrases come in a 
cyclone of sarcasm. ‘‘Work Song” is a 
triumph; Cudahy's fervor convinces you 
that his rage to labor is worth waiting for, no 
matter how off kilter the riff. Christmas are 
more than capable these days, but they're 
reluctant to acquire the hallmarks of a smart 
little rock band; given the choice between a 
stainless-steel hook and one of more easily 
twistable metal, they'll go for the kinks every 
time. Cox's enigmatic ‘True Soldier of 
Love’’ is more unsettling than a similar 
ballad from a more solemnly commercial 
singer might be: her voice has some of 
Robin Lane's intelligent vulnerability — the 
silvery croon of a coltish teenager who's 
conscious of her appeal but completely in 
the dark as to what defines it. 
***Bruce Cockburn, WORLD OF 
WONDERS (Gold Mountain/MCA). 
Canadian Cockburn is as born-again as 
ever, but ‘Cail It Democracy,"’ this album's 
spunky lead track and first single, isn't the 
work of a singer-songwriter in the meditative 
grip of divinely inspired contentment. 
Cockburn sounds furious at the political 
powers mauling the world around him. His 
teeth nearly clenched, he mutters the 
words, as if raising his voice and screaming 
out a list of crimes (which he'd clearly like to 
do) would be playing into the hands of his 
adversaries. World of Wonders takes for 
granfed the expanded audience Cockburn 
reached on last year's Stealing Fire, and 
because of his casual eclecticism, the music 
can tug on diverse ears. His strategies for 
jazzy rhythms and multiple shifts in 
ensemble accompaniment ensure that his 
increasingly less introverted concerns will 
mesh with licks light-footed enough to keep 
his complex series of impressions on the 
move. Bracing examples of his continuing 
flair for skirmishes with lean, hard guitar 
include his sputter on the fade of the blaring 
“People See Through You”’ and his spiral- 
ing lines through the album's sweet 
benediction, ‘Down Here Tonight."’ 
***kkMadonna, TRUE BLUE (Sire). 
Madonna is the girl group of the ‘80s, and 
the big-hearted True Blue is her most girl- 
groupish album, from its front-stoop view of 
love, work, dreams, and disappointments to 
its chiming bells and harmonies. The 
insouciant ‘Where's the Party"’ depicts a 
working girl blowing off the day-to-day grind 
on the dance floor; in the biack-leather 
“Jimmy Jimmy,'’ Madonna admires a 
neighborhood wiseguy’s ambition all the 
more because she knows he’s ‘‘just a boy 
who comes from bad places."’ But on True 
Biue's boldest number, ‘Papa Don't 
Preach," Madonna ventures into territory 
no girl group was allowed to explore by 
forcing her Wanna Bes to consider the risks 
and responsibilities of their sexuality. The 
most haunting line of the song isn’t ‘I'm 
keeping my baby,"’ but the whimper, deep 
into the fade, ‘Don't you stop loving me 
daddy."" A tortured call for parent-child 
communication, “Papa Don't Preach’’ is 
Madonna's finest three minutes, not merely 
because it takes on teen pregnancy but 
because it suggests that a portion of the 
blame rests on parents’ reluctance to 
discuss sex, rather than lecture about it. At 
a time when pregnancy among American 
teens is epidemic, she makes parental 
insensitivity and unreality seem the greater 
evil 

* & Pentangle, IN THE ROUND (Var- 
rick). During the late ‘60s and early ‘70s, 
the English quintet Pentangle sired an 
ornate folk/jazz/rock hybrid. Last year, 
more than a decade after its break-up, the 
original band regrouped (minus guitarist 
John Renbourn) and has now become an 
active studio and touring band (minus 
bassist Danny Thompson) . in the Round is 
more chesty and percussive than Pen- 








tangle’s older LPs. Guitarist Bert Jansch's 
rolling clawhammer banjo and Nigel 
Portman Smith's thick electric-bass throbs 
usher in “Play the Game,"’ a spry tongue- 
lashing from a rejected lover that suggests, 
of all things, Carly Simon's ‘You're So 
Vain."’ Still, Pentangle always teetered on 
the edge of gloom, and they risk slipping 
into a depressive rut. ‘‘SUil Agrar,"’ “Circle 
the Moon,” “Set Me Free (When the Night 
Is Over) ,"’ and “She Moved Through the 
Fair’ exploit the otherworldly charm of 
McShee's voice, but when strung end to 
end they simply waft into the ether. Even 
Jansch’'s slowed-down hoe-down “‘Come to 
Me Baby’’ finds Mike Piggott's twanging 
electric-guitar slides hampered by a slug- 
gish delivery and a bank of synthesizers. 

* & &kThe Smiths, THE QUEEN IS DEAD 
(Sire). To lead singer/lyricist Morrissey, 
suffering is a form of ballet. On “Never Had 
No One, Ever'’ he makes you fee! his release 
from isolation, not only by writing lyrics that 
wreak havoc with teen-blues conventions, 
but also by letting loose with one of the 
most volatile voices of pop. He's got the 
fire-and-brimstone verve of a hell-bent 
minister, but he’s not above poking puns at 
himself, and that sets him head and 
slouching shoulders above sad sacks like 
Howard Jones. Guitarist Johnny Marr is 
nostalgic for a past that never happened the 
way he remembers it. Although his style 
recalls a premetal/disco/synth approach 
with strum and twang, Marr's guitar is more 
revisionist than roatsy. And the rhythm 
section kicks harder and tighter than you 
might expect from a band fronted by a 
vegetarian who used to wear a hearing aid 
for ornamentation. Death, despair, mothers, 
and cross-dressing find their way into most 
of its tracks, yet The Queen Is Dead ends 
playfully. ‘‘There Is a Light That Never Goes 
Out”’ picks up where “This Charming Man” 
left off, though we're left guessing the 
gender of Morrissey’s valet. On ‘Some Girls 
Are Bigger Than Others,"’ Morrissey goes 
stoopid def. He’s outright salacious here, 
though the downward slide of Marr's minor- 
key melody adds weariness and reserved 
resignation to the singer's assessments of 
mammary measurements 

* *& & kVarious Performers, ATLANTIC 
RHYTHM AND BLUES 1947-1974 (Atian- 
tic). This set of seven double-record sets 
documents what, at its peak, was the 
greatest pop label of all time. Volumes four 
through six, a half-dozen records spanning 
1958 through 1969, feature Ray Charles, 
the Drifters, the Coasters, Aretha Franklin. 
Otis Redding, Wilson Pickett, and Sam & 
Dave for starters in dozens of classic 
performances that can fill the room anc 
color every new song you hear for weeks 
But this set is more than Atlantic's claim to 
immortality; it tells this great story better 
than any book could, leading a listener from 
a combo R&B that was the_natural 
extension of small-group dance jazz in the 
‘40s to a vocal-dominated style that grew 
from gospel to a final disarray in which 
rhythm began to supersede voice as the 
dominant instrument. There are ground- 
breaking numbers on every LP in this set. 
even the final, most erratic volume, which 
has a particularly graceless rose-between- 
two-thorns segue of Donny Hathaway's 
“The Ghetto,"’ Tyrone Davis's ‘Turn Back 
the Hands of Time,'’ and Les McCann and 
Eddie Harris's ‘Compared to What."’ This 
isn’t the only (or even the ideal) way to hear 
this rich music, but it's a godsend for the 
uninitiated.

*kkkVarious Performers, THE 
NONESUCH EXPLORER (Nonesuch, 
1971). I'm not sure Trinidad or Greece 
belong among the “‘distant corners of the 
world,’’ but that's a minor, lone quibble: this 
is a groundbreaking (literally groundbreak- 
ing, too, on one of the African work songs) 
collection. Put out by the premier inter- 
national custom label long before such 
interests were trendy among rock folk, this 
inexpensive double-LP set is a glorious 
introduction to music that, in more diluted 
form, has been at the forefront of most 
recent rock trends. Each of the four sides 
concentrates on a different area of the 
world; untutoreé ears should probably start 
with the seven short tracks on the third side, 
which covers Africa and the Americas. It 
journeys from the sweet Colombian lullaby 
“Me voy a Belén" to the ominous Para- 
guayan folk chant “El Chupino,”” along the 
way taking in percussive Rhodesian snaps 
and a Peruvian panpipe ensemble that 
delivers a particularly floating, timeless 
performance. (Nonesuch's African LPs, 
especially Music from the. Heart of Africa 
Burundi and Africa: Witchcraft and Ritual, 
are worth owning, if only to discover that 
Brian Eno and David Byrne swiped many of 
their collaborative-period notions off ‘em.) 
For rock fans, The Nonesuch Explorer is 
humbling, an expansive reminder both that 
rock doesn't rule the planet and that much 
music that owes nothing to Western pop is 
as passionate and as full of tradition 
(Listen to this album's pair of selections 
from Music from Bulgaria to hear where 
Simon and Garfunkel learned to sing 
harmony.) indeed, many of the selections 
from the academic but rarely stuffy None- 
such Explorer Series strike a blow against 
categorization in music. (The Explorer 
Series is available in the unpillaged non- 
Western-music sections of larger stores. )

1979 shocker doesn’t have the aura of 
apocalyptic dread that marked the first film, 
but it’s satisfying in a different way — it's a 
dark and exhilarating action epic that keeps 
building and building.

Scott's visionary detective thriller is set in 
21st-century Los Angeles, where a bounty 
hunter (Harrison Ford) is called upon to 
“retire’’ four dangerous androids who have 
escaped to earth from an off-world colony. 
Adapting the Philip K. Dick novel Do 
Androids Dream of Electric Sheep?, Scott 
imagines LA as a dark, claustrophobic 
landscape of Third World squalor and high- 
tech clutter.

The young hero, Omar (Gordon 
Warnecke), is poised between his father 
(Roshan Seth) , a former left-wing journalist 
who's dissolved into a bedridden wreck, 
and his uncle (Saeed Jaffrey), a busi- 
nessman and devoted sensualist who sets 
the boy up as manager of a seedy laundry in 
a South London neighborhood overrun with 
racist thugs.
